FOREIGN SHIPPING MENACES 
UPON OUR TRADES. 


Under the tension which has charac- 
terized foreign shipping conditions 
during the last few weeks, reports of 
new complications are vested with all 
the keener significance, and rumors of 
the closing or possible closing of the 
Suez Canal, lately current in local 
quarters, have created more or less 
uneasiness among the Reporter’s 
trades, many of which have close rela- 
tions with foreign markets and sources 
of supplies over this route. The re- 
ports were quickly availed of as an 
opportune speculative asset. Denial 
of any action by the British Govern- 
ment with regards to the canal was 
promptly made in London, and, while 
the advisability of closing it as a mili- 
tary expedient was regarded as a men- 
acing possibility, the advantages of 
uninterrupted traffic through the canal 
in the commercial relations between 
Great Britain and India, Australia and 
the Far East have been recognized as 
a strong argument for the maintenance 
of this service against all odds short 
of extreme military precaution. 


Even if this contingency is realized 
a reasonable view of the situation does 
not seem to portend really serious re- 
sults. The diversion of vessels via the 
Cape of Good Hope would signify un- 
der normal conditions a delay of be- 
tween two and three weeks, and, 
where the loss of time might be coun- 
tenanced, the African route has one 
apparent advantage in involving a re- 
duced element of war risk. With the 
increased submarine activities and the 
more critical development of general 
war conditions in the Mediterranean, 
a more serious possibility seems to be 
presented, and war risk insurance 
rates have advanced sharply. Ship- 
ments in belligerent tonnage destined 
for any French or Italian port not 
east of Sicily have risen from 1 to 2 
per cent. for each $100 of insurance, 
while in neutral tonnage, other than 
American, 1% per cent., and in Amer- 
ican tonnage, % of 1 per cent. are 
named, as compared with %:.and 1% 
per cent., respectively, the former 
rates. A general basis on neutral ves- 
sels via the Suez Canal is now 1 per 
cent., while Cape of Good Hope rates 
are % of 1 per cent. 

It is the general stringency on 
freight accommodations that is oper- 
ating to most serious detriment to our 
.trade relations with the foreign mar- 


kets. Most shippers in the Far East, 
it is said, declined to guarantee 
freight rates, or even shipments. 
The greater menace to Mediterra- 
nean service has resulted in the re- 
ported suspension by the Italian Gov- 
ernment of all steamship operations 
between Italy and this country, while 
the new Balkan complications have 
brought the British authorities to a 
more drastic stand in requisitioning 
freight carriers and subjecting all its 
vessels to much more exacting regu- 
lations affecting their movements and 
cargo operations. The markets al- 
ready under the spell of disturbed or 
menaced shipping facilities have been 
all the more sensitive to the latest re- 
strictions and complications, and ‘to 
these influences may be attributed a 
number of changes in our markets 
within the last few days, as noted in the 
following tables:—

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CRUDE PETROLEUM’S SHARP 
RALLY. 


The week’s developments in the crude 
petroleum market have signified a more 
convincing revival of the industry’s 
fortunes than any events within a 
corresponding interval since the first 
indications of the turn last August. 
Nearly all of the regular grades of the 
Eastern, Southern and mid-Western 
fields were advanced and a more gen- 
eral revision in quotations has not been 
made in several years. The first Penn- 
sylvania product, which has come to 
be recognized as the barometer of the 
general crude market, has reached the 
level on which the keenest expecta- 
tions of the trade had lately been cen- 
tered, namely $2, an appreciation of 15 
cents by two advances, equalling the 
price in effect from April 30 to May 
11, 1914. Probably the most significant 
of the late changes have been the two 
increases by ten cents each in the mid- 
continent grade, establishing a basis of 
$1, the high point since April, 1914. 

The single jump of 20 cents in the 
light Corsicana, Henrietta, Electra, 
Thrall and Strawn, Texas, oils repre- 
sents the most bullish development, 
while the most modest single change 
was a 2 cent advance in Ragland, the 
heavy Kentucky oil. Price fluctuations 
of such an extensive and varied char- 
acter are believed to mark a record 
since the speculative market activities 
of thirty years ago. 


Justification for the stirring rally of 
the past week may be found on sev- 
eral premises, bearing out the influ- 
ences which have been contributing to 
the restored prestige of the industry 
during the last three months. The 
Cushing production of the mid-con- 
continent field, which has operated 
more potently than any other single 
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factor upon the general destinies dur- 
ing the last year and a half, has been 
equally closely linked with the late 
general market changes. So long as 
the Cushing field could be depended 
upon for a daily yield of 250,000 to 300,- 
000 barrels of high grade oil, reliance 
upon other producing districts supply- 
ing a similar character of oil was 
broken and the competing grades had 
to share in the unsettlement of values. 
With the indications of a heavy slump 
in Cushing production about five 
months ago came the first prospects 
of a general readjustment in the crude 
market, but it was not until the middle 
August that the turn was realized 
Over the interval the Cushing decline 
has been unchecked, latest advices 
placing the daily output at about 100,- 
000 barrels. While this setback has 
been the means of appreciating the 
first grade of Pennsylvania crude by 
nearly 50 per cent., it has worked out 
a serious impairment of refining in- 
terests, for the Cushing oil was in keen 
demand for gasoline distillation, and 
the failure of many of the smaller re- 
finers to cover at the low range of 
crude prices has denied them the best 
market advantages of the last few 
years. There is suggested a striking 
instance of economic irony in the fall 
of Cushing at a time when its spent 
resources could be turned to such ex- 
ceptional account in relieving the lim- 
itation upon gasoline supplies through- 
out the country, due chiefly to the ab- 
normal war requirements. There is ap- 
parently no promise of a field of simi- 
lar proportions and character as Cush- 
ing in the country and we must put 
greater reliance upon the Eastern fields 
as the contributing factor for high 
grade production. A $2 basis for Penn- 
sylvania oil has been forecasted as a 
signal to spur general operations, but 
the season is almost too far spent to 
encourage much beyond routine devel- 
opment work, and even if keener spec- 
ulative drilling should be planned un- 
der more favorable field conditions, 
the opportunities for important strikes 
are prescribed by the thoroughness of 
exploitation over many years. The dis- 
covery of a new field capable of yield- 
ing 10,000 barrels a day in the East, 
would be likely to stir up a burst of 
enthusiasm, but judging from similar 
strikes in recent years, it could not 
be depended upon for much more than 
a flash production. 

The pipe line report for October 
bears significantly upon the declining 
cour > of Pennsylvania, Lima and 
Ke «ky crude, the daily average of 
the iw. nth’s runs, 58,070 barrels, being 
the lightest in recent years, with the 
exception of that for August, 1914, 40,350 
barrels. The total stocks of Eastern 
high-grade oils he!d by the pipe line 
companies at the end of October 
amounted to 6,894,251 barrels, while the 
inclusion of mid-continent and Illinois 
crude in these holdings brings the total 
to 10,618,150 barrels. The pipe line 
companies operating in the mid-conti- 
nent field are credited with 81,677,960 
barrels. On first impressions this lat- 
ter total, not inclusive of about 16,- 
0°0,000 barrels held by operating con- 
corns on their leases and tank farms, 
misnt seem a volume that would meet 
every possible requirement, but a qual- 
ifying condition is found in the fact 
thai a relatively small proportion of 
this aggregate is capable of fulfilling 
to best advantage the most urgent 
needs of the refined markets. The 
mid-c :ntinent field is not to be dis- 
credi ed as the mainstay of these re- 
quirements, but its balance of power 
has becn assailed, principally as a 
gource cf production of gasoline and 
the other light. distillates. 

The exceptionally heavy demand for 
motcr fuel for the belligerent nations 
has plived an important part In the 
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restoration of the general industry, for 
it is largely through this medium that 
the pinch of higher grade crude pro- 
duction has been felt. Late develop- 
ments in the gasoline markets have 
been almost as stirring as those affect- 
ing the crude situation. The local ex- 
port schedule has been advanced 1 
cent, and similar changes have been 
reported in ‘the leading Eastern and 
mid-Western markets. A comparison 
of gasoline prices in effect at this time 
and on March 31 shows increases in 
the principal centers of the country 
ranging from 1 cent in Cheyenne, 
Wyo., to 8 cents in Newark, N. J., and 
Pittsburgh, 


A $2 market for Pennsylvania oil 
had been predicted as a _ probable 
Christmas return, but its earlier reali- 
zation will be all the more welcome to 
operators for their Thanksgiving greet- 
ing.

THE QUININE SPECULATIVE 
BREAK. 


The only serious reversal so far ex- 
perienced in the speculative markets 
in the Reporter’s field has been the 
collapse of quinine in second hands, 
who have practically controlled the 
general spot requirements since Sep- 
tember, when makers restricted pur- 
chases to their regular trade in quan- 
tities designed to curtail to a minimum 
the speculative opportunities. At that 
time makers maintained a bulk basis 
of 40 Cents, while the outside interests 
began to set their own market pace 
and were soon able to command a 10- 
cent premium. With the advance to 
50 cents by first hands last month, the 
speculative operators took the bit in 
their teeth, and for nearly a month it 
Was a runaway market, so far as sec- 
ond hands were able to spur its course. 
Round quantities on old contracts with 
makers soon found their way into the 
resale channels, for the question of ful- 
filling their own wants was apparently 
not to be considered by some resellers, 
while margins of 200 to 400 per cent. 
were the rewards of these turnover 
transactions. With the rampant course 
of outside prices a new element of 
speculation came into reckoning, name- 
ly, to what limits the range might be 
forced before the break. A §$2 level 
was reached and passed with appar- 
ently po forebodings of a setback, and 
the next stage on which second hands 
mustered up their courage anew was 
$2.25, at which sales were reported. In 
the meanwhile, makers rested on a 
practically nominal basis of 50 cents. 
The $2.25 position was not accepted by 
some of the most sanguinary holders 
as the limit of the outside market, 
since we learn of some fair-sized lots 
which were held for a $2.50 basis, a 
mere matter of 600 per cent. profit un- 
der the most favorable buying condi- 
tions. The collapse came from rather 
an unexpected quarter, giving scant 
opportunity to the more zealous hold- 
ers to close out to best advantage. 
This factor has been explained as the 
unloading upon the local market of a 
heavy parcel of German sulphate sent 
from here to London and rejected by 
the prospective buyer as the goods of 
the enemy, the presumption during the 
negotiations being that the product in 
question was of American origin. An- 
other story is to the effect that the 
quinine: was returned to take advan- 
tage of our market. England’s preju- 
dice against the enemy’s goods lends 
color to the first explanation, for it is 
borne out in the substitution of the 
name “Continental” for “German” as 
applied to outside quinine, which for 
many years has been a factor on the 
Mincing Lane market. 

The persister+ efforts to “round up” 
every possible resale lot in the country 
have resulted in freer supplies, which 
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have contributed to the sharp reaction 
in second-hand prices. At this writing 
there are eager sellers at $1.50, for the 
margin over makers’ basis is still at- 
tractive under the changed conditions 
of the outside market.

Mallinckrodt Chemical Works Gets Stay 
on Ouster Order. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
St. Louis, Nov. 18, 1915. 

The Missouri Supreme Court in Jeffer- 
son City, on November 17, granted a stay 
of execution of its order ousting from 
the State the Mallinckrodt Chemical 
Works of St. Louis, issued because of a 
refusal by the company to file an affidavit 
that it was not a member of a trust. 

The company had appealed to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, which 
sustained the Missouri Supreme Court. 
The company then in a letter to Attor- 
ney General Barker offered to file the 
affidavit if the proceedings could be dis- 
missed. The attorney general ruled that 
as the case had been decided he had no 
power to act. A motion later was filed, 
asking the court to stay the execution 
of its order. This motion is sustained on 
condition that the affidavit is filed and 
the company complies with the Missouri 
laws.

In order to lay adequate plans for 
the next annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Association of Wholesale Drug- 
gists, which will be held at Baltimore 
in October, 1916, there has been organ- 
ized by the Baltimore wholesalers. a 
Committee of Arrangement and Enter- 
tainment. This committee elected H. 
H. Robinson, of the H. B. Gilpin Com- 
pany, chairman, and Louis Weigert, 
vice-president of the Pompeiian Olive 
Oil Company, as secretary. The com- 
mittee held a second meeting last Fri- 
day afternoon, while an Executive 
Committee and various special com- 
mittees were designated not only to 
work up interest in the meeting, but to 
take hold earnestly of the details 
which are to receive attention in order 
that the sessions may be adequately 
provided for. 


What is perhaps the oldest soap 
works in Baltimore has gone in the 
hands of receivers. This is the busi- 
ness of the Christopher Lipps Com- 
pany, which was started many years 
ago by Christopher Lipps, who came 
to this country from Germany. Dur- 
ing the life time of the founder, and 
even for years afterward, the enter- 
prise prospered and expanded, but 
changes of ownership were also fol- 
folwed by changes of fortune. Carlyle 
Barton, an attorney, was appointed re- 
ceiver by the Circuit Court November 
11 and bonded in the sum of $3,000. The 
bill of complaint stated that the Lipps 
company was incorporated in 1891 with 
a capital stock of $100,000, having pre- 
viously been a firm. Edward Lipps, the 
president, is alleged to have told a 
creditor that the debts were in excess 


of $27,000, and the assets not more tl 
$12,000. : — 


Charged with violating the provisions 
of subdivision “c” of section 116 of the 
New York Health Board’s Sanitary 
Code, prohibiting the making of mis- 
leading statements regarding the thera- 
peutic value of a medicinal preparation 
of any article designed for the treat- 
ment of diseases by manufacturing and 
cffering for sale a so-called “liver pad,” 
Mrs. Mary E. Chichester, of 135 Lafay- 
ette avenue, Brooklyn, recently pleaded 
guilty in the Court of. Special Sessions 
and was fined $100 by Justices McIner- 
ney, Garvin and Kernochan. The “liver 
pad” made and sold by Mrs. Chichester 
is known as “Holman’s Ague, Liver 
and Stomach Pad,” which, it was 
claimed, would cure numerous disor- 
ders, including rheumatism. malaria, 
sciatica and bilious disorders. Mrs. 
Chichester said when she paid the fine 
that she considered it cheaper to plead 
guilty and pay this penalty than to em- 
ploy an attorney to defend her. The 
Bureau of Food and Drugs of the New 
York City Health Department, which 
conducted the prosecution, says that it 
is also preparing to prosecute the mak- 
ers of numerous similar articles which, 
it contends, are still made and sold in 
this city in violation of the provisions 
of this ordinance. 


Responding to an appeal made by 
the United States Government for re- 
lief from the existing shortage in sal- 
varsan and neosalvarsan, which are 
greatly needed in this country in the 
treatment of a blood poisoning ail- 


ment, for which its discoverer, Dr. 
Ehrlich, devised it, the British Gov- 
ernment has decided to permit the 


shipment of approximately 100,000 am- 
pules, containing six-tenths of a grain 
each, of these specifics, familiarly 
known as ‘606,’ from Holland ports, 
to which they had been shipped early 
this year. The stocks of these goods 
in Holland, which are believed to con- 
stitute a six-months’ supply for this 
country, have been purchased and 
paid for by Dr. Herman A. Metz, 
whose company, H. A. Metz & Co., of 
New York, is the recognized American 
agent for the makers, the Farbwerke- 
Hoechst Company, in Germany. When 
shipments of these goods were to be 
begun from Holland the French Gov- 
ernment objected to the movement of 
this medicine on the ground that it 
was of German manufacture and that 
French chemists were prepared to 
meet the American demands with 
goods of their own make. The British 
Yovernment, however, has decided, on 
humanitarian grounds, to permit the 
immediate release of the German sal- 
varsan and neosalvarsan in quantities 


needed forthwith in American hos- 

pitals.

Meyer Bros. Drug Co. Affairs. 
(Special to Oil,-Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


St. Louis, Nov. 17, 1915. 
D. P. Dyer on Tuesday, 
November 16, in the Federal District 
Court granted an order to Receiver Ed- 
win W. Lee, authorizing him to turn over 
to the Meyer Brothers Drug Company 
all the property, fixtures, merchandize, 
bills receivable, books and accounts in 
his possession, as receiver, with the ex- 
ception of the cash on hand, in the pos- 
session of the receiver, and the goods 
held on consignment, the receivership of 
the Meyer Brothers Drug Company was 
officially ended. 

After all the property in his possession 
has been turned over to the company, 
the receiver will stand discharged under 
the court’s order. The company will then 
resume business under the plan of com- 
position agreed upon by the majority of 
creditors. 

The company, which has been in the 
hands of receivers since February 9 last, 
has approximately 3,000 creditors, with 
claims aggregating $1,400,000. 

The creditors committee was composed 
of Cyrus P. Walbridge, president of the 
J. 8S. Merrell Drug Company; Oscar L. 
Biebinger, secretary of the Mallinckrodt 
Chemical Works; John F. Queeny, presi- 
dent of the Monsanto Chemical Works; 
G. D. Merner, vice-president of W. R. 
Warner & Co., and J. W. Chilton, man- 
ager of the adjustment bureau of the St. 
Louis Association of Credit Men. 

Under the guidance of these men a 
plan to rehabilitate the company was 
worked out and submitted to the credit- 
ors and stockholders, which offered full 
payment of all claims, and a resumption 
of the business, instead of the tremendous 
loss which would be involved by a liqui- 
dation of the affairs in the bankruptcy 
court. 

The notes given to the creditors to sat- 
isfy the payment of their claims will be 
secured by stock of the Meyer Brothers 
Drug Company, which has been pledged 
by owners of more than 75 per cent. of 
the outstanding stock of the company. 

The trustees who will administer the 
business until the motes have been paid, 
are Oscar L. Biebinger, John F. Queeny 
and Daniel N. Kirby of the law firm of 
Nagel & Kirby. 


When Judge 
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Proprietary Medicine Men to Fight 
New York Formula Disclosure 
Ordinance. 


Characterizing the adoption of the pro- 
prietary medicine formula disclosure and 
registration ordinance of the New York 
City Health Board as ‘“‘an arrogant as- 
sumption .of a power which is non- 
existent in that board,’’ members of the 
Proprietary Association of America voted 
as a body, at a special meeting, held in 
the Hotel Astor, on November 16 and 17, 
to ignore the provisions of section 117 of 
the local Sanitary Code, embodying this 
ordinance. The association also voted to 
offer legal and financial aid in the de- 
fense cf any amd all distributors of their 
goods who may be subjected to prosecu- 
tion by the local health department for 
handling medicinal preparations which 
have not complied with the provisions 
of the ordinance by filing their qualita- 
tive formulas and registering with the 
Health Department authorities after De- 
cember 31, when this ordinance becomes 
operative. 

The keynote of the meeting was 
sounded when Harry B. Thompson, coun- 
sel for the association, voiced the op'n 
ion of the members by stating:—‘‘As th> 
owners of secret formulas for the matl:- 
ing of our remedies, we do not purpo:e 
to disclose our trade secrets, constituting 
our private property, of which we can- 
mot be deprived without due process of 
law.’ 

It was also 
safeguard the 


voted at this meeting to 
interests of the proprie- 
tary medicine industry against such 
emergency revenue «taxation as that 
which has been levied upon perfumes 
and cosmetics through the stamp tax 
which became effective December 1 of 
last year and which Congress may at- 
tempt to continue through a _ re-enact- 
ment of Schedule “B’’ of the Emergency 
Revenue Act, after December 31 of this 
year.

The Proprietary Association of America ana 
its membership, so far as it has been revealed 
in the deliberations and discussions of the 
last two days, do not propose to observe the 
provisions of section 117 of the New York 
Health Board's Sanitary Code. The adoption 
of and attempt to enforce this ordinance by 
the New York Health Board is an arrogant 
assumption of a power which is ron-existent in 
that board. At the moment the association 
does not care to make known its plan for 
fighting this ordinance, but every one con 
cerned may rest assured that this bureaucratic 
endeavor to force the proprietary medicine in- 
terests of this country to give up their secrets 
will be resisted to the utmost, and I trust will 
be estopped by the courts. 

The recent action of eleven New York drug 
jobbers in indorsing the New York Health 
Board’s ordinance and approving a national 
measure of like purport, has not given the as- 
sociation any concern, as it is known that 
sentiment elsewhere throughovt the country is 
opposed to such legislation. 

Every dealer and handler of proprietary 
medicines in New York city, whether whole- 
saler or retailer, is assured of legal, financial 
and moral support on the part of the pro- 
prictors of secret-formula remedies in resisting 
the efforts of the local health authorities to 
enforce this ordinance. Any such handler of 
proprietary preparaticns who is prosecuted by 
the Health Department will be supplied with 
an adequate defense, free of all cost to him. 
The proprietary medicine manufacturers do 
not intend to disclose their secrets, and the 
sooner the New York Health Board appreciates 
this fact the better. 

All the sessions of the Proprietary As- 
sociation at this special meeting were 
conducted in secret.

Perfumers Plan Campaign Against 
Stamp Tax. 


By a unanimous vote, members of the 
Manufacturing Perfumers’ Association of 
the United States placed that organiza- 
tion on record as unalterably opposed to 
the proposed re-enactment by Congress 
of the emergency revenue stamp tax on 
perfumes, cosmetics and similar toilet 
articles and made plans for preventing 
the passage of such a measure in the 
forthcoming session of the National Legis- 
lature, at a special meeting, held last 
Monday, November 15, in the Hotel Bilt- 
more. 

The members of this organization also 
voted to contribute $3,600 to a fund to be 
used in the campaign which it is about 
to begin to prevent the re-enactment of 
the law and instructed its counsel, Abel 
I. Smith, Jr., to do everything possible 
to accomplish this result. A brief em- 
bodying the association’s objections to 
this tax has already been filed with the 
Treasury Department, and similar sum- 
maries of its arguments in opposition to 
the law will be presented to every mem- 
ber of Congress. 

It had been expected that some kind 
of an alternative plan for relieving the 
manufacturing perfumery and cosmetic 
interests of the burden of this taxation 
would be devised at the meeting, for use 
in the event of the failure of the organ- 
ization’s efforts to prevent the re-enact- 
ment of the present stamp tax legisla- 
tion, but no consideration was given to 
such a plan, although several members 
proposed schemes for passing along the 
tax, if it is imposed again, to the ulti- 
mate consumer, through a raising of the 
present rates to a minimum of a cent on 
each container, which should be paid by 
the consumer when making his purchase 
of perfumery or cosmetic, just as the 
special taxes on telephone and telegraph 
messages are now paid in this country 
and as the proprietary medicine and 
toilet article taxes are paid in Canada 
and other British possessions. 

The entire morning session and the 
greater part of the afternoon session was 
devoted to hearing the reports made on 
the legislative outlook and on the atti- 
tude of Internal Revenue Commissioner 
Osborn on the proposal to repeal the 
present stamp tax on perfumes and cos- 
metics, which were submitted by a spe- 
cial committee, consisting of Adolph M. 
Spiehler, president of the association, and 


D. H. McConnell, who had recently vis- 
ited Washington, as fully reported in 
last Monday’s issue of the Reporter. 

At the conclusion of the meeting the 
following statement was made, on behalf 
of the association, by Walter Mueller, 
its secretary:— © 

Under Schedule B of the emergency 
act, a tax amounting to 2% per cent. of 
retail value—said te be approximately 5 
cent. of the wholesale value of perfumes, 
meétics, tooth pastes, tooth and mouth washes, 
talcum powders, etc.—is levied, 

It has been found impracticable, under the 
decimal currency used in this country, to pass 
this tax on to the consumer, and the manu- 
facturers engagel in the production of thes 
articles have been cbliged to pay the tax them 
seives. 

Thus, a small industry has been saddled with 
a Jeavy burden, said to amount to 50 per 
cent. of the net profits of the business 

After full discussion it was decided that the 
association should oppose by every legitimate 
means the re-enactment of Schedule B at the 
‘oming session of Congress in December.

Finance 
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To Operate Rittman Gasoline Process. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Nov. 19, 1915. 

Three contracts have been entered into 
by large petroleum refining companies in 
the West with the officials of the Bureau 
of Mines for the use of the Rittman proc- 
ess in tne production of gasoline. These 
contracts have all been made within the 
past week, and with respect to one only, 
are the details obtainable, namely, a con- 
tract entered into between the director of 
the Bureau of Mines and the Midwest Re- 
fining Company, through O. H. Shoup, its 
president, and Van H. Manning, director 
of the Bureau of Mines. Two other con- 
tracts havé been signed, one by a large 
operator in the Illinois field and one by 
a large operator in the Southwest. With 
respect to the names and details of the 
two latter contracts, the information is 
withheld at the request of these corpora- 
tions, pending the completion of arrange- 
ments for putting in the Rittman process, 
or, at least, obtaining the estimates as 
to the cost of installing such plant. 

These facts taken in connection with 
some general reports which reach the 
Bureau of Mines as to activities in Texas, 
Oklahoma and Kansas as to the installa- 
tion of processes for cracking crude oil 
to obtain gasoline, are among the strong- 
est indications of the activities in the gas- 
oline field at the present time. Four new 
plants are reported to have been placed 
recently, two in Oklahoma, one in Kan- 
sas and one in Texas for the production 
of gasoline on a large scale. Other proc- 
esses are being employed, and while there 
is an inquiry which is expected to lead to 
the instailation of the Rittman process in 
a refining plant operated by the Western 
refiners, this has not yet reached beyond 
the preliminary stage. 

This information regarding the pro- 
posed installation of the Rittman process, 
and tne putting in of other processes for 
the production of gasoline, is regarded by 
the officials here as of great importance, 
particularly as the reports which have 
been coming to the Federal Trades Com- 
mission regarding alleged unfair prac- 
tices in sales of gasoline, in almost all in- 
stances relating to the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, prices of gasoline due, it is as- 
serted, to more practical processes em- 
ployed by the Standard compared with 
those utilized by_the independents. This 
fact has led the Bureau of Mines officials 
to comment upon the apparent want of 
interest and progress among the inde- 
pendent refiners who have insisted upon 
the government giving a monopoly and 
the right to charge a royalty if the 
license for the use of the Rittman process 
were entered into by large independent 
refiners in the Middle West. It is said 
that at one time in the recent negotia- 
tions the Secretary of the Interior and his 
associates were preparing to invite the 
Standard Oil Company to utilize the Ritt- 
man process, notwithstanding the fact 
that the Standard is alleged to now have 
superior processes compared with other 
processes now in use among gasoline pro- 
ducers. 

In view of these facts, the officials of 
the Bureau of Mines are greatly pleased 
with the completion of three contracts 
and the prospect of several more being 
entered into at an early day. The license 
issued by the government and signed by 
Director Manning of the Bureau of Mines 
and by President Shoup of the Midwest 
Refining Company is precisely in the 
terms which the government has insisted 
upon from the beginning, and retains the 
paragraphs two and three against which 
objections had been raised by some of the 
refining companies, who thought it was 
too drastic for them to agree to, espe- 
cially as the Rittman process is still in 
little more than the experimental stage, 
and the cost of installing such a plant is 
very heavy. These two paragraphs in 
the license issued by the government re- 
tain in the hands of the government prac- 
tically all the advantages which will ac- 
crue from the use of the Rittman proc- 
ess, except the actual production of such 
gasoline as may be turned out from the 
plant. These paragraphs are as follows:— 

2. The second party agrees that all devices, 
improvements, processes, equipment, apparatus, 
or development, or any matter or thing which 
may ‘be necessary or desirable to be used in 
connection with the said process, originated 
‘by the second party, or by its agent or em- 
ployes, during the life of this agreement, shall 
be promptly and fully communicated to the 
first party in order that letters patent thereon 
may be applied for in the discretion of the 
first party, the cost of obtaining such letters 
patent, including the Patent Office fees, to be 
paid by the second party. 

3. The second party further agrees to transfer 
and assign or cause to be transferred and as 
signed to the Secretary of the Interior, as trus- 
tee for the public, or to such other person or 
agent as may be designated by the first party 
for such purpose, all the right, title and in- 
terest of said second party or of its agents or 
employes in and to the aforesaid devices, im- 
provements, processes, equipment, apparatus, 
development, matters or things as regards the 
United States, and further agrees to assign 
and transfer, or cause to be transferred and 
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assigned, all right, titles and interests as 
aforesaid as regards all countries or places out- 
side of the United States, to the said Walter 
F. Rittman, his heirs or assigns. 

In commenting upon the arrangements 
as perfected, Director Manning of the 
Bureau of Mines said that while these 
licenses call for the use of the Rittman 
process in the production of gasoline, it 
is recognized that the companies which 
install the Rittman process are privileged 
to produce benzol, toluol or other prod- 
ucts of crude petroleum, 

Dr. Rittman has been 
West for the past three weeks, and has 
completed his paper which will be 
brought out by the Bureau of Mines in a 
few weeks. In the meanwhile, all the 
refining companies that are preparing to 
utilize the Rittman process will have the 
advantage of all the tetchnical aid which 
the government can give in installing the 
different plants, and are to turn over to 
the government all new information or 
appliances which may be developed in in- 
stalling and utilizing the Rittman process 
in accordance with the license entered 
into with the government.

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Western Seed and Oil Markets 


THE MINNEAPOLIS MARKET. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Minneapolis, Minn., Nov. 17, 1915. 

Excepting for the very poor quality of 
seed coming into Minneapolis there is no 
feature to the flax market. Crushers here 
are pretty keen after the good stuff, but 
most of them are more or less critical 
concerning the lower grade offerings, and 
as a result considerable of the poor seed 
is being re-shipped to the Duluth market, 
where discounts on No. 2 seed are much 
lighter. Perhaps 15 to 2 per cent. of the 
present receipts are considered desirable. 
The general run of stuff is lacking in 
quality. Considering the rather liberal 
supply needed, however, the crushers are 
paying up well for stuff that is of very 
poor oil making quality. The supply of 
Minnesota seed seems to be unlimited and 
the farmers seem to be willing to accept 
present quotations, which are better than 
60 cents per bushel above last year’s 
prices. South Dakota is still shipping 
rather freely and a fair quality of stuff 
is coming from that State. North Da- 
kota is shipping considerable seed, but 
most of it is scabby and undesirable, No 
doubt the farmers are following their 
usual procedure and ridding themselves 
of their poor seed first to prevent damage 
incidental to storing improperly. Most of 
the samples show frost damage very 
plainly and some bin burnt stuff is com- 
ing in. Most of the Montama seed is of 
good quality, but that State is not ship- 
ping a very liberal supply to the local 
market. In fact, the bulk of the present 
movement of North Dakota and Montana 
is moving towards Duluth because of the 
better prices prevailing there. No. 1 seed 
is selling at 1%@2c. over the November 
future in that market and at November 
price to 1c. over in Minneapolis, if_ of 
good quality. Most anything grades No. 
1 in Duluth and sells at top quotations. 
In fact, the mixing of the lower grade 
stuff permits of paying high comparative 
prices for that kind and as a result con- 
siderable of the poor Minnesota seed is 
finding its way to Duluth. ; 

The movement from the farm is liberal, 
but does not indicate that the crop is as 
heavy as the government report esti- 
mated. As the movement extends there 
is further evidence that the crop of this 
year will be small as far as oil produc- 
tion is concerned. 

Offerings of seed to arrive are very 
moderate on account of the prevailing 
discounts, which range from 244@3c, un- 
der spot values. A few lots are offered 
from time to time. Buyers continue to 
show a preference for the spot offerings 
because they can select their purchases. 
It is only when the to arrive seed can be 
obtained at a discount that will offset 
probable lack in quality that the crushers 
show an inclination to trade in to arrive 
seed. 

Reports of farmers storing flaxseed are 
few. Most of the deliveries are sold out 
promptly. In some cases the farmers will 
take advantage of the free storage pe- 
riod, but invariably they sell out when 
that limit has been reached. 

At present the local crushers are not 
trying to keep up with the bidding of the 
Duluth buyers. No doubt the Duluth 
buyers will bid up sharply until the close 
of the navigation season, and when that 
period is reached local buyers expect to 
be able to compete with other markets 
successfully and get an ample supply of 
good seed. Reveipts at Duluth during the 
past week were nearly twice as heavy as 
Minneapolis receipts, and considerably 
heavier than they were a year ago. Min- 
neapolis receipts exceeded those of last 
year by a good margin also. 

There was some shipping demand for 
seed other than that coming from Duluth. 
A Chicago mill took quite a few cars. 

Elevator stocks locally were sationary, 
but at Duluth they were more than 
doubled. There was a slight loss in the 
small accumulations of bonded seed in 
Duluth. 

A year ago in Minneapolis the elevators 
were full of grain and the crushers could 
buy very little stuff for storage on ac- 
count of the lack of space. This year 
there is plenty of storage space, but 
prices are too high to encourage storing 
supplies and the quality of seed is also 
against that program. 

Choice North Dakota and Montana seed 
sells readily at 1c. over Duluth Novem- 
ber price, while some of the best South 
Dakota sells at le. over. Minnesota seed 
sells at November price to 3c. under, ac- 
cording to quality,

teports concerning the oil market va- 
ried. Some reported a fair amount of 
prompt business and some deferred, while 
others stated that they were unable to se- 
cure important orders for either quick or 
deferred shipment. Most of the buyers 
are refusing to make any contracts for 
deferred shipment at anywhere near pres- 
ent prices and the crushers will not listen 
to present bid prices. Crushers in other 
sections seem to be getting the major 
portion of the oil trade at present, but at 
the same time some of the local crushers 
were able to do some business in terr!- 
tory they have been unable to reach for 
some time past. Jobbers are moderate 
to fair buyers. Few of them engaged any 
forward supplies at lower prices and they 
are taking enough stuff to look after their 
requirements as the demand urges them. 

All of the mills are running now, 
though some of the crushers are bothered 
more or less by the lack of experienced 
help. Oil supplies are gaining slowly. 
Shipping directions on maturing sales 
are prompt. 

Prices quoted at 62%@62l4c., though 
68l4c. represents cost value,

around $34, but this week the demand 
dropped off again. Prices were advanced

50c. and buyers withdrew. Spot shipment 
was wanted mainly, but considerable 
stuff was engaged for shipment sometime 
this month. Colder weather was some 
stimulant to business, too. It looks nuw 
as though the buyers had engaged enough 
meal to last them for a time and will not 
take hold very freely in the near future. 
So far there has been no accumulation of 
by-product and a revival of export cake 
business might keep values firm through 
the fall. That there is no urgent need of an 
outlet for meal is attested by the ad- 
vancing of the price level. Crushers are 


asking from $34.50 to $35. 


LINSEED OIL CAKE. 

A hoped for development in the cake 
market came about. Buyers are making 
contracts for January and February sup- 
plies om the all rail basis and the interest 
is increasing in offerings. As a rule the 
prices are not very strong, but some deals 
were closed during the past week. The 
situation abroad seems to be very satis- 
tactory and some consignments by the 
all rail route are being made. Bids for 
December shipment cake range around 
33.50, but there were rumors of sales as 
high as $36, Minneapolis. Bids for Jan- 
uary and February shipment range 
around $32.50, but are ignored. Judging 
from the attitude of the exporters there 
is going to be a fairly steady demand for 
cake all through the winter and the 
crushers show no disposition to press the 
market at low levels. Where the buyer 
is rather urgent in his inquiry for De- 
cember shipment, the crushers are trying 
to place some stuff for later shipment 
along with the December. 

According to foreign advices, the supply 
of meal in Holland is not unwieldly and 
the demand is unusually keen for feeding 
purposes owing to the very strong prices 
prevailing for milk and butter. Meal is 
the best feed under the circumstances, 
and if the abnormal demand continues, 
the supply on hand will not last any great 
length of time. 

The lake and rail shipping route was 
practically closed last Saturday, but some 
shipments on contracts were made during 
the past few days. Total shipments for 
the week were about 4,000,000 pounds less 
than a year ago.

Not for two years has the flax market 
here been as strong as it is today, and it

That traders need flax to deliver to the 
crushers this month on contract is ap- 
parent by reason of the fact that large 
premiums are offered for cash flax and 
for seed to arrive in November. The 
prices of these two are practically the 
Same each day. To judge from the eager- 
ness with which such seed is snapped up, 
it 1s likely that contracts for November 
delivery constitute a large amount. 

The chief feature in the market just 
now, which ensures steady demand, is 
that the Argentine seed is out of consid- 
eration in this country, due to excessive 
freight rates. These rates have reached 
the prohibitive point and the importation 
of the Argentine seed is a thing of the 
past for the present. Domestic ‘seed is 
therefore in demand and will be for some 
time. The Duluth market has been called 
upon strongly to supply the deficiency; 
hence the business here. No reports of 
export business have been heard, although 
England is asking for seed insistently, so 
it is supposed that Argentine has trans- 
ferred her attention there. 

Some large cargoes are going forward 
these days. Two large ones show in the 
poe ey mmm feng table of shipments, and an- 
other boat is loading 45,000 bushels today 
to go to Buffalo. With the end of the 
shipping season on the lakes less than 
three weeks away, with a possibility of 
the season ending sooner than that, it is 
expected that there will be quite a rush 
of flax to Buffalo from now on.

THE WINNIPEG MARKET, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Winnipeg, Man., Nov. 15, 1915. 


In the first half of last week flax in the 
Winnipeg market advanced several cents 
each day. It reacted on Thursday and 
Friday, but again turned in the upward 
direction Saturday. More interest seemed 
to be taken in this grain than previously, 
but the changes continued to be mostly 
influenced by the situation at Duluth. It 
was said that crushers in Western Can- 
ada and elsewhere were not anxious to 
buy at the high prices, and the advances 
were attributed to investment buying on 
the probability of the world’s supply be- 
ing short and the possibility of an active 
demand for oil before very long. Offer- 
ings of flax placed on the market were 
easily disposed of, especially if in a spot 
position. It was stated that farmers 
were inclined to hold their flax, and this 
caused light offerings. 

Stocks of flax in store at Fort William 
and Port Arthur at the week-end totaled 
450,117 bushels, as compared with 418,753 
bushels a week previous, and 1,183,170 
bushels at the corresponding date last 
year. Shipments from those ports for 
the week amounted to 133,017 bushels, 
against 70,064 bushels in the preceding 
week, and 227,528 bushels in the corre- 
sponding week of last year. Receipts for 
the week were 114,364 bushels. 

Closing prices of flax in the Winnipeg 
market on each day of the week were as 
follows, all prices being on the basis of 
delivery in store at Fort William and 
Port Arthur:— 


Reports from the threshers throughout 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta de- 
scribed such phenomenal yields of wheat 
and oats per acre in many districts that 
the Northwest Grain Dealers’ Associa- 
tion, Winnipeg, revised its first estimate 
of the season’s output of those grain 
crops, and the other day it placed the 
total yield of wheat and oats higher than 
previously, barley unchanged, but flax at 
4,264,000 bushels, as compared with 4,- 
836,000 bushels a few weeks ago. No ex- 
planation is given of the decrease. 

A few days ago wholesale dealers in 
Winnipeg advanced the price of linseed 
oil 5 cents per gallon. Raw oil is now 
quoted to the retail trade at 9 cents, and 
boiled oil, 93 cents. Demand for oil in 
Western Canada is moderate, but the 
outlook is better. The prospects are that 
various industries will brighten up on 
account of the great prosperity of the 
farming communities.

Gasoline, Tank Cars and Glass Bottles 
Freight Complaints. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Nov. 19, 1915. 


A complaint has been filed with the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission by _ the 
Oklahoma Petroleum and Gasoline Com- 
pany of Tulsa, Okla., against the Rock 
Island, the Louisville and Nashville and 
other railroads in the West and South- 
west, involving tank car shipments of 
gasoline from Oklahoma to Kentucky 
points. The claim is made in this com- 
plaint that a rate averaging about 42 
cents a 100 is unjust and violative of the 
eras of the interstate commerce 
aw. 

The Chanute Refining Company of Cha- 
nute, Kan., has filed a complaint with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
against the Santa Fe and about twenty 
other railroads with Eastern connections, 
involving the rates charged on the trans- 
portation of sixty-eight new tank cars 
built at Milton, Pa., and shipped upon the 
order of the oil refining company. The 

-claim is made in the complaint that all 
charges made for transporting these tank 
cars in excess of 4 cents per mile are un- 
reasonable. Investigation and such re- 
dress as the commission shall find neces- 
sary ts asked for. 

Complaining that unreasonable and ex- 
cessive rates have been charged on ship- 
ments of glass bottles from Cincinnati to 
Richmond and via Richmond to Boston, 
are made in a complaint filed with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission by the 
Charles Boldt Company, glass _ bottle 
manufacturers, of Cincinnati, Ohio. An 
investigation of the charges made is 
asked for in the complaint. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has held in a case brought by Swift & Co. 
of Chicago that a rate of 18 cents per 100 
on carload shipments of fertilizer by the 
Louisville and Nashville from New Or- 
leans to Mons, Ala., is an unreasonable 
rate to the extent that it exceeds $2.40 
per ton of 2,000 pounds. 

The commission has also held in a case 
brought by the Standard Oil Company of 
Kentucky protesting against a rate of 34 
cents a 100 on gasoline shipped from 
Franklin, Pa., to Junction City, Ky., that 
this rate is unreasonable to the extent 
that it exceeds 26 cents a 100.

There is considerable discussion in 
the market regarding prices for ready 
mixed paints. Some producers call 
attention to the fact that manufac- 
turing costs have increased over those 
of last year and that considerably 
higher prices are logical for the fin- 
ished product.~ The pigments are high- 
er in price than they were a year 
ago and the tendency seems to be to- 
wards still higher prices. Dry colors, 
especially those which require pot- 
ash in their manufacture, have gone 
to record figures and are hard to ob- 
tain at any price. Spirits of turpen- 
tine have been selling at advanced 
prices and naphthas also are in the 
class of materials which bring in- 
creased prices over those ruling a year 
ago. This raises the question whether 
mixed paints can be put out at un- 
changed prices at a profit considering 
the present prices for the more im- 
portant raw materials. Of course, there 
are laws which regulate the label- 
ing of paints, but at least some of the 
manufacturers are skeptical regarding 
the actual enforcement of such laws 
and the opinion is advanced that 
mixed paints can not be sold at the 
old level of prices unless there is con- 
siderable adulteration of the materials 
used in making these paints. This 
question has been given greater promi- 
nence because at the recent meeting of 
varnish manufacturers in Chicago an 
address was delivered on the advisa- 
bility of legislation to govern the mar- 
keting of varnishes. 

The materials market during the 
week records a firmer tone to the lead 
pigments which were affected by the 
advance in: pig lead. The color situ- 
ation is unchanged, which means that 
the colors in which potash is used are 
searce and largely nominal in price. 
The potash market grows worse with 
each passing week and the worst fea- 
ture is that no relief is promised for 
the future at least until shipments from 
Germany are again renewed. Varnish 
gums are firmer owing to the difficul- 
ties in shipping. Wood oil also is 
strong. Linseed oil was very strong 
in the early part of the week, but 
eased off towards the close. The zinc 
pigments are firm and deyelopments in 
the market for spelter were far from 
favorable for a lower priced market 
for the oxides, which are made from 
this material. Zinc ore also is strong 
and this reflects upon the market for 
American zincs. A review of the lin- 
seed oil and naval stores markets will 
be found on. pages 21 and 23, respec- 
tively. On page 12 there is a complete 
report on the flaxseed situation. A 
report on alcohol will be found under 
the drug market. -Comment on the 
important items in the paint trade fol- 
lows:— 


LEAD. ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.— This material was 
stronger this week and sellers marked 
prices up to 5.25c. per pound early in 
the week and the higher price was 
effective over the balance of the period. 
Demand was not especially active at 
the higher price and the close found 
a quiet market. The foreign situa- 
tion has considerable effect on prices 
in domestic markets as the export 
trade is largely responsible for the 
firmness in prices, St. Louis quotes 
5.174%c. per pound. Lead ore is $60@64 
per ton at Joplin. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—The stronger position of the 
basic material caused a further up- 
ward revision of prices for white lead 
during the week. On,Thursday lead- 
ing sellers announced a new schedule 
for the pigment and the inside quo- 
tation for white lead in oil is placed 
at 7%4c. per pound, but this is given 
only to the large buyers and 7%c. per 
pound is the price for 500-pound kegs 
and on quantities up to 12 tons. On 
the latter amount the inside figure of 
7%4c. per pound is offered. On quan- 
tities under 500 pounds there is a 
graded scale arranged on a quantity 
basis. Dry white lead to the largest 
buyers is held at 6%c. per pound, with 
6%c. per pound quoted for moderate 
amounts. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE).—Basic sulphate white lead is 
also firmer owing to the upturn in pig 
lead. On round lots, 6c. per pound is 
quoted, but there is a good inquiry for 
smaller amounts which are held at 
6%c. per pound. The market is domi- 
nated by the position of the metal and 
the latter is very strong just now. 

RED LEAD.—Higher prices are in 
effect for red lead in oil, and leading 
sellers are now quoting 8c. per pound 
for round lots, with the usual pre- 
miums for smaller amounts. Dry red 
lead is held at 74c. per pound and up- 
ward on a quantity basis. The higher 
market is the result of a firmer market 
for the metal. Demand for these 
oxides is reported as good, and steady 
deliveries are being made to the con- 
suming trades.

iit HARGE.—Market prices for 
litnarge are given as strong at 6c. 
per puund, and tnis price apples only 
to large amounts. ‘luere is nut much 
demand tor joobing quantities, but 
Sucn amounts are neid at prices vary- 
ing according to quantity.

per pound. Consuming demand is 
good, and seasonapie amounts are 
Passing on contracts. 

ORANGE MIiN#KAL.—Sellers con- 
tinue to offer orange mineral at Yc. 
per pound, but the market is feeling 
the effects of higher prices for tne 
metal, and current quotations are 
firmly maintained. Tne market is 
about normal, with no special features 
to present trading. 

SPELTER.—A period of advancing 
prices has marked spelter during the 
interval. The foreign situation is re- 
flected in domestic markets, anu, while 
there have been many reports to the 
effect that spelter would sell at lower 
prices before the end of the year, the 
course of the market has been upward 
instead of downward. Spot speiter is 
held at 17.50@17.60c. per pound at New 
York, while shipments over the first 
quarter of next year are quoted at 
16.50@16.70c. per pound. St. Louis 
quotes the spot market at 17%c. Zinc 
ore is quoted at $95@110 at Jopiin. 

ZINCS.—‘the quotation for imported 
red seal zinc oxide is largely nominal, 
as sellers hedge offers with conditions 
which preclue a firm quotation. The 
price is given at 26c. per pound, but it 
requires considerable search to find 
a seller who has any quantity on hand. 
This price refers to the price de- 
livered at New York, as material in 
bond was offered this week at 23%c. 
per pound. Domestic zinc oxide is very 
firm as far as spot transactions are 
concerned. First hands are taking 
care of contracts, but are offering little 
for new accounts and this makes the 
spot market a matter of dealing with 
second hands and the price is irregular 
depending upon private terms. The 
contract price for the first half of next 
year has been fixed at 8%@8%c. per 
pound for American process zinc oxide. 
The range in price is according to 
quantity and the lowest figure applies 
to fifty-ton lots. Selected offerings of 
American process zinc oxide are quoted 
at 94%@9%c. per pound. Leaded zincs 
are held at 6%@6%c. per pound, with 
the better grades at 8%@85c. per 
pound. These prices are f. o. b. ship- 
ping point and refer to shipment in 
barrels. French process zinc oxide is 
Offered on contracts over the first 
quarter of next year at 16@16%c. per 
pound for red seal, 164%4@16%c. per 
pound for green seal, and 17@17c. per 
pound for white seal. 


DRY COLORS. 


BLACKS, 

The situation in lampblack grows 
stronger with quotations based on 
quality. Some special grades are in 
demand by the edible trades, and are 
held at high prices, with up to 35c. 
per pound quoted. On the ordinary 
commercial grades 54%@l5ic. per pound 
is quoted. Demand is seasonable, and 
the various consuming trades are call- 
ing for deliveries against old contracts. 
Carbon gas black is meeting with a 
good demand, and prices are well 
maintained, with regular grades 
quoted at 5%@6%c. per pound. Min- 
eral black is moving in a routine way, 
with quotations at $18@25 per ton. 


BLUES. 


Manufacturers of the potash blues 
have been interested in reports from 
the market for muriate of potash, but 
find very little to encourage them in 
the present position of that material. 
Stocks of muriate are being depleted, 
with the effect of putting prices up to 
record figures, and the worst feature 
is that when these stocks are con- 
sumed there will be no others to take 
their place. The market for Prussian 
blue is nominal, and the same applies 
to the other blues which are made

Ultramarine blue is in 
good demand, and values are reported 
to be firm. The lower grades are not 
moving as freely as the better grades 
and the inside price of 4c. per pound 
represents offerings which are not in 
g00d demand. The better grades are 
strong, and quotations run up to lbde. 
per pound on a quality basis. 
BROWNS. 

The shipping situation is given as 
the reason for the firmer position of 
Italian grades of sienna and umber. 
Ocean freights are scarce, and the 
rates have gone up within the week, 
and this is reflected in the market. 
Demand is rather quiet, and sellers are 
offering at 5@7c. per pound, but the 
inside price may be subjected to revi- 
sions. Domestic grades of sienna are 
moderately active, with values holding 
at 24@3c. per pound. Umber, burnt 
and raw, is quoted at 2@2%c. per 
pound. There is a fair jobbing call 
for the various selections of this mar- 
ket, but trading is not featured in any 
way. 

GREENS. 

Developments during the _ interval 
have not been important, and condi- 
tions remain about as last reported, 
which means that chrome green is 
holding a firm position. Producing 
costs are going up, and this unsettles 
the market for the finished color. Some 
especial deep shades are quoted at 32c. 
per pound, but ordinary grades are 
holding around 238c. per pound. Job- 
bing greens are quoted at 8@llc. per 
pound. 

REDS. 

Good inquiry is reported for the 
lower grades of reds of domestic 
origin, and steady deliveries are beine 
made to the consuming trade. Foreign 
offerings are scarce, and this helps to 
turn attention to domestic selections. 
uicksilver reds are firm, owing to 
the advance in the metal. Prices are 
2%.@5c. per pound for American Indian 
reds. Standard English reds are sell- 
ing at 5c. per pound. Tuscan reds are 
easy at 10@18c. per pound, according 
to grade. 

YELLOWS. 

Chrome yellow is irregular in price, 
with manufacturers in different posi- 
tions, according as they have or have 
not favorable contracts for some of 
the raw materials. Producing costs 
for this color, as based On current quo- 
tations for raw materials, are going 
up, and this strengthens the market 
for the color. Quotations are 12@léc. 
per pound. Domestic ocher is holding 
steady, but sellers say prices depend 
upon quality, with $14@20 per ton rep- 
resenting the range. 

OTHER PAINT MATERIALS, 

BARYTES.—Advices from Southern 
ports state that exports Of barytes 
are being made to London and Havre. 
Various sellers ‘are catering to the 
export trade and this feature of the 
market is about the only one which is 
out of the ordinary at present. Domes- 
tic demand is not as active as might 
be expected since the competition from 
foreign offerings has decreased. There 


has been some increase in call for 
domestic grades, ‘but not to the extent 
that the decline in exports would in- 
dicate. Prices are low and sellers are 
competing strongly ‘for business. One 
report says this material has been 
cheap for some time and that sellers 
could realize a much better price with- 
out cutting down their sales, but there 
is no unity on the selling end. Prices 
as quoted vary according to grade 
and quotations on a basis of delivery 
at shipping points mean _ different 
values at the different consuming cen- 
ters. Local sellers are asking $16@21 
per ton. 

CHALK.—There have been receipts 
of chalk at Philadelphia recently and 
these arrivals are reported to have 
gone Out at once to consumers and 
there is no spot supply and no quota- 
tion for spot material. The shipping 
situation: is slow to improve and as 
this is the main factor in the market 
it is impossible to have normal con- 
ditions until the freight question has 
returned to normal. Prices for chalk 
are nominal and delivery is problem- 
atical. 

CHINA CLAY.—A steady call for 
domestic clay is taking more than the 
usual amounts into consumption and 
the scarcity of foreign grades is a 
benefit to sellers of domestic. Some 
English clay was received at Phila- 
delphia within the past two weeks, but 
arrivals at New York have been very 
small for some time.

grades of glue and some sellers say 
demand is normal, although they ad- 
mitted that such was not the case for 
the greater part of the year. Some 
consumers who formerly used very lit- 
tle domestic glue are now said to have 
increased their requirements and are 
taking fairly large amounts. Produc- 
ing costs are holding up and this gives 
a steady tone to glues. Prices for the 
latter vary according to grade and in 
many cases according to seller. 


VARNISH GUMS. 


Varnish gums are very firm, due 
in part, to the better demand which 
has arisen from the consuming trades, 
and partly because of the complica- 
tions in the freight situation from the 
Far East. The reported closing of the 
Suez Canal would mean delay in re- 
ceipts, as well as higher freight rates, 
and, naturally, this report has had 
some effect in the market. This is 
seen especially in the reluctance of 
many shippers to quote freely on ship- 
ments. The pale grades of kauri are 
in good demand, and sellers are pre- 
dicting higher prices. Pale scraped is 
quoted at 50c. per pound. The other 
grades of kauri show a wide range, 
according to quality. Pale manila 
nubs are in small supply, and values 
are firm on that account. The quota- 
tion is 8%c. per pound. Congo copals, 
which were in active demand a short 
time ago, are said to be rather quiet 
at present. Damar, especially Batavia, 
is also reported by some sellers as 
quiet. It is quoted at 15%c. per pound. 
Singapore damar is offered at 18%c. 
per pound, but it is expected that 
prices will be firmer unless the ship- 
ping situation rights itself. 


WINDOW GLASS. 


Reports continue to be favorable 
with regard to consuming demand, 
and manufacturers are finding a good 
outlet for their product not only for 
prompt shipment, but even into future 
positions. Some reports are heard re- 
garding difficulty in shipping because 
of freight congestion and the scarcity 
of cars. Prices are holding steady, 
and the better feeling in the trade has 
put a check on price cutting.

President William Livingston, presi- 
dent of the Southern Alberta Oil Com- 
pany, Canada, was the victim of a 
serious explosion, which occurred at 
the company’s well a few days ago.. 


Acting under the suggestion of 
Francis Fisher Kane, United States 
District Attorney at Philadelphia, a 
committee has been formed of well- 
known citizens of that city to employ 
and direct a skilled social worker to 
investigate and aid habitual users of 
narcotics, more especially those ad- 
dicted to heroin, morphine and cocaine. 
Although the committee was formed 
less than a week ago, more than $1,000 
has been raised to be used in working 
out this drug problem. 


3senjamin T. Van Alen, of Jersey 
City, N. J., has lately placed on ex- 
hibition at his home a unique sugar 
bowl made of a cocoanut and deco- 
rated with silver. It bears an inscrip- 
tion of presentation by Martha Wash- 
ington to Mrs. John E. Van Alen, the 
great-grandmother of the present pos- 
sessor, in Philadelphia, in 1774. The 
bowl has been handed down with the 
injunction that ownership be kept in 
the Van Alen name and that it should 
never be disposed of by sale. 


William J. Harris, a member of the 
Federal Trade Commission, and T. A. 
Carroll, an oil and gas expert em- 
ployed by the United States Govern- 
ment, accompanied by a legal exam- 
iner, who works with the Federal 
Trade Commission, were reported last 
week in Savannah in connection with 
the nation-wide Federal inquiry re- 
garding the general situations and 
practices in the sale of crude oil, gaso- 
line and products. This investigation 
is based on alleged discriminations and 
violations of the Sherman anti-trust 
law. 

As its recent merger in the Bayer 
Company, Inc., has made its separate 
corporate identity unnecessary, and 
even undesirable because tending to 
confuse those not acquainted with its 
history, the Farbenfabriken of Elber- 
feld, Germany, which was incorpor- 
ated in 1894, has been dissolved. A 
dissolution certificate for this purpose 
has been filed in Albany and all its 
affairs have been wound up. The Far- 
benfabriken of Elberfeld was ab- 
sorbed by the Bayer Company, Inc., 
of 117 Hudson street, New York, in 
1912. 

Former members of the disbanded 
Drug Club of Philadelphia assembled 
at a dinner on the evening of Novem- 
ber 12, and at a business meeting 
later discussed the advisability of 
forming another’ club. Frank W. 
Smith was made chairman of the tem- 
porary organization and Lewis H 
Davis, secretary. Upon motion, Mr. 
Smith appointed a committee, consist- 
ing of George D. Feidt, chairman; El- 
mer H. Bobst, Charles Redfuss, Theo- 
dore Campbell and Penrose Jones, to 
investigate and report upon the propo- 
sition at a subsequent meeting. 


Conspiracy to defraud the public is 
the charge brought in Toronto, 
Canada, against President George FE. 
Buck of the Black Diamond Oil Com- 
pany, Calgary, Alberta, in connection 
with the alleged “salting” of the Black 
Diamond well on the occasion of the 
visit of the Duke of Connaught, Gov- 
ernor-General of Canada, to the Al- 
berta oil fields in the summer of 1914. 
The evidence of one witness was to the 
effect that Buck mixed oils in his pri- 
vate office, that he arranged for the 
purchase of distillate and after he got 
a good mixture discussed with his as- 
sociates the proposal for putting oil 
in the well so that the shares of Black 
Diamond might be sold and sufficient 
money raised to meet the payment de- 
manded by the drilling contractors, the 
International Supply Company, who 
had threatened to stop the work and 
take possession when 1,500 feet depth 
was reached.

LINSEED OIL. 

Seed prices were higher early in the 
week and crushers put up their quota- 
tions for oil because of this. At one 
time 66c. per gallon was asked for car 
lots and the situation was so strong 
that still higher prices were predicted. 
Seed values, however, receded and oil 
went down to 63c. per gallon, at which 
price car lots were offered in the clos- 
ing days of the week. The spot mar- 
ket has been strengthened not only by 
the firmness in seed, but also by the 
fact that crushers are not any too 
well supplied with oil and are using 
stocks for delivery on contracts. De- 
cember shipment has_ been ° offered 
more freely than spot oil, and some 
crushers at the close of the week were 
said to be aSking 64c. for spot oil and 
63c. for December shipment. Futures 
are not openly quoted, but some sellers 
are willing to quote ahead on specific 
inquiry. Present trading is of fair vol- 
ume, but is mostly for smaller lots and 
almost entirely for prompt and nearby 
shipment. Buyers are generally cov- 
ered for a short period ahead and are 
waiting for the close of navigation be- 
fore taking on new contracts. Foreign 
oil markets are strong, and reports 
from London state that surplus stocks 
have been drawn upon to relieve the 
wants of consumers. 

Cash seed at Duluth closed at $2.06% 
@2.07% last Saturday, and the close 
yesterday was $2.03%4,@2.03%. Hence 
there was a net decline of 3%c. per 
bushel for the week. More seed is com- 
ing into Northwestern markets now, 
and this has caused prices to sag. The 
Buenos Aires market also was easier 
during the week, as the market there 
opened at $1.43 for November and the 
opening price yesterday was $1.38%. 
Argentine shipments this week were 
431,000 bushels to the United States and 
357,000 bushels to Europe. There is con- 
siderable variation in the views held 
regarding the size of the seed crop in 
this country and Canada, but from the 
present level of prices it is evident that 
the majority do not regard the official 
estimates as accurate, and some re- 
ports place the United States crop as 
below the total of last year. Esti- 
mates on the Argentine crop also have 
suffered in comparison with the actual 
outturn of last year, and the smaller 
world’s production of. seed forms the 
base for the belief in higher prices for 
the present year than were in effect 
on last year’s crop. Reports on the 
Western, Canadian and Buenos Aires 
seed markets from our own corre- 
spondents will be found on page 12.

COTTONSEED OIL. 

The cottonseed oil market has been 
backing and filling during the interval 
without revealing any important price 
changes at the close. In general, the 
condition has continued steady and 
offerings have been absorbed compara- 
tively easy. On the other hand, it may 
be stated that the advocates of higher 
prices have experienced difficulty in at- 
tempting to advance values because on 
all hard spots there has been a notable 
increase in offerings. Consuming de- 
mand for additional small lots is re- 
ported fair and the movement into 
industrial channels has been sufficient 
to prevent any accumulation of spot 
supplies. Big refiners are believed to 
be pretty well protected with crude oil, 
however, and in some quarters a steady 
increase in the production of refined 
oil is anticipated from now on. Ex- 
port trade is progressing quietly, as 
conditions surrounding the export situ- 
ation are not favorable for extensive

Lard. 


A small advance in lard prices is 
recorded for the week. Demand has 
shown a little more activity, but pack- 
ers have been disposed to offer when- 
ever the market appeared to be in a 
position to absorb stock. The conges- 
tion of freight at this port has made 
it practically impossible to secure addi- 
tional ocean tonnage for prompt ship- 
ment. At the close Middle West lard 
was held at 94@9%c., and city at I@ 
9%c. Compound lard was quoted 9%c., 
with demand inactive. . 


Tallow. 


Strong London advices have brought 
out more domestic inquiry and the mar- 
ket is firmer, with sales of 50,000 pounds 
of special reported on the basis of 8c. 
loose. City tallow closed at 7%c. per 
pound bid, loose. Foreign advices 
state there is a pronounced scarcity of 
available material in the United King- 
dom at the present time. 


Stearines. 


Sales of three cars of oleo stearine 
were made early in the week at 9%c. 
per pound. Later a sale of fifty drums 
was reported to candle makers at 10c. 
The interest shown by candle makers 
has attracted attention, and it looks as 
though a new field of consumption has 
been opened. These interests secure 
red oil, stearic acid and glycerine from 
oleo stearine. Lard stearine is quoted 
at 10%c., yellow grease stearine, 64@ 
7e., and white grease stearine, 7@7%4c. 


Greases. 


A firmer tone has characterized this 
market and in some quarters higher 
prices are being named. In Others, 
however, the former schedule was still 
effective, with offerings of white grease 
at 74%4@8c. a pound; yellow, 64@6%c.; 
house, 5%@6c., and brown, 54@5téc, 


OTHER VEGETABLE OILS. 


CHINA WOOD OIL.—Complications 
in shipping from the Far East have 
entered into price consideration in the 
market for China wood oil. A short 
time ago shipments were freely offered

NEW YORK MARKET. 
SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—The 
advanced prices noted in our previous 
report have been sustained during the 
interval, and at times moderate ad- 
vanced figures have been named in 
contracts. The undertone of the mar- 


ket has remained firm, although deal- 
ers assert that the buying movement 
has been checked to some extent by 
the prevailing prices. In the South 
holders in the interior have shown an 
inclination to ship goods to the sea- 
board in order to take advantage of 
current quotations. teceipts, however, 
have not been heavy, which is con- 
vincing that actual stocks in the coun- 
try are relatively low. Locally, trad- 
ing has been chiefly in small lots for 
domestic consumption. The unfavor- 
able shipping situation brought about 
by the congestion of freight at this 
port has made it practically impos- 
sible to secure additional ocean ton- 
nage for nearby shipment. Turpen- 
tine shipments for the week at Savan- 
nah were 799 barrels. Receipts were 
1,344 barrels. Supplies are 12,121 barrels, 
as compared with 10,579 barrels for 
the previous week, and 32,113 barrels 
for the corresponding week last year. At 
Jacksonville the price was 55%c. at the 
close. Stocks in London on October 23 
were 45,698 barrels, compared with 29,- 
863 barrels in 1914, and 56,987 barrels 
in 1913, for equal dates. The following 
table shows the range Of prices for 
spirits of turpentine in the local mar- 
ket for each day during the past week.

ROSINS.—The tendency of rosin 
prices has been upward during the 
past week, and at the close the mar- 
ket recorded gains extending from 20c. 
to 70c. per barrel of 280 pounds. De- 
mand from the soap, varnish and 
paper industries has continued fairly 
active, and sellers have experienced 
little difficulty in securing higher 
prices for the product. Aside from 
this, the primary market has advanced 
and the entire situation closed with a 
firm tone. Total shipments at Savan- 
nah for the week were 4,998 barrels, re- 
ceipts, 9,364 barrels, and stocks at the 
close were 64,999 barrels, compared 
with 60,629 barrels last week, and 119,- 
069 barrels last year at this time. Final 
prices for the different descriptions of 
rosin in the local market are quoted as

TAR AND PITCH.—Recent 
vanced prices named for tar have been 
maintained and the market closed 
steady, with spot offerings limited and 
demand fairly active for additional 
small lots. Kiln-burned tar is quoted 
at $6 and retort at $6 for iron-bound 
barrels. Pitch prices are unchanged at 
3.50 for 200-pound barrels, gross 
weight. 

ROSIN AND PINE OILS.—The ad- 
vanced prices for rosin oil noted in our 
previous issue have been fully sus- 
tained by leading dealers. Demand for 
low-grade material is reported fair, but 
the higher grades are quiet, with de- 
mand mostly of a jobbing nature. Sell- 
ers quote 32c. for first rectified, 43c. 
for second rectified, 52c. for third rec- 
tified, and 62c. for fourth rectified. 
Substitute gradings 2, 3 and 4 are 
maintained at 28@40c., according to 
quality. Pine oil remains in limited 
local supply, with prices nominal at 
60c. a gallon for spot offerings. 

TAR OIL—A_ seasonable jobbing 
movement is reported in this material. 
u.ferings are not excessive but suffi- 
cient to meet the current extent of 
consuming supply. Genuine distilled 
Oil is held at 30@31c., and commercial 
at 20@22c. a gallon, according to grade 
and quantity.

at 6%c. per pound, but now the inside 
price is given as 7\%c. per pound, and 
some importers are quoting 714c. per 
pound. On smaller amounts the price 
ranges up to 8c. per pound. Spot 
stocks also are more firmly held and 
most sellers make no distinction in 
price between spot and shipments. 
Imports of wood oil have been declin- 
ing in volume not alone because of 
higher freights, but because of the 
scarcity of tonnage. A feature of the 
market has been the arrival of oil 
which came in through Pacific Coast 
points and was then shipped to the 
local market. 

COCONUT OIL.—The London mar- 
ket for Ceylon oil advanced from £44 
12s. 6d. per ton, to £47 per ton, a net 
gain of £2 7s. 6d. for the week. The 
sharp uplift in prices was due to fear 
of a possible delay in obtaining ship- 
ments from the Far East and the 
steady demand from English manu- 
facturers of butter substitutes. - The 
market for Manila copra advanced 
from £27 per ton to £29 per ton. Ac- 
cording to private reports the Suez 
Canal is not closed, but, owing to the 
activity of submarines in the Medi- 
terranean several vessels that for- 
merly used this passage have been di- 
verted to the longer Cape of Good 
Hope route. It also was announced 
that many vessels have been taken 
from the Eastern service, which served 
to complicate matters. This created 
a very uncertain shipping situation, 
which caused many holders of oil to 
virtually withdraw from the market. 
Ceylon oil on spot closed at 11%@12c. 
per pound, with routine sales noted at 
the outside figure. Ceylon oil for De- 
cember-January shipment closed at 
10%c. per pound. Manila oil for ship- 
ment sold at 10%c., but this figure was 
nominal at the close. Prime Cochin 
oil in pipes was offered at 14c., with 
hogsheads held at 15¢e. Routine sales 
of Cochin oil in hogsheads were re- 
ported at 15¢e. Cochin oil for Novem- 
ber-January shipment sold during the 
week at llc., but at the close importers 
were asking 11%c. for this position. 
The undertone at the close was firm, 
but trading was moderate in volume, 
the large consumers apparently hold- 
ing off awaiting further developments. 

CORN OIL.—Early in the week 
leading interests lowered the price of 
crude corn oil 25 points, establishing 
a basis of $7.25 per 100 pounds. At 
this price an active demand set in and 
surplus stocks were disposed of. At 
the elose the market was advanced to 
the former level of $7.50 per 100

pounds, in cooperage, car lots, and the 
undertone again was _ firm. The 
strength in cottonseed oil was a bull- 
ish factor. Refined oil moved in sym- 
pathy with crude and closed un- 
changed at $8 per 100 pounds, car 
lots, in cooperage. 

OLIVE OIL.—The market for olive 
oil was. strong, prices advancing 
sharply in view of the complications 
which have arisen in the shipping sit- 
uation. Denatured olive oil closed the 
week at 90@94c. per gallon, as to 
seller. Prime green foots sold on the 
spot at 9%c. per pound, and late in 
the week 9%c. appeared to be the in- 
side quotation. Off grades were avail- 
able at concessions. Early in the week 
contract business was noted in prime 
green foots at 8%c. per pound, the de- 
liveries extending over the first quar- 
ter of 1916. A report from Malaga, 
Spain, reviewing the crop situation, 
says:— 

A plentiful yield of oil is expectetd this sea- 
son in the Malaga district, as the fruit is 
reaching maturity under the most favorable 
conditions. The general opinion igs that the 
quality will be satisfactory in every respect. 
Gathering will commence the end of October 
or beginning of November, but until crushing 
is over the output cannot be ascertained. Not- 
withstanding the expected large yield, high 
prices for olive oil will prevail this year, as 
Spain will be looked to principally to suppiy 
the needs of the rest of the world in this re- 
spect, the crop of olives in Ita.y being small 
and neither Turkey nor Greece being in a posi- 
tion to produce much oil. 

PALM OIL.—Closing prices for all 
grades of palm oil were from %c. to 
le. per pound higher, following an ad- 
vance in the market abroad. Advices 
from Liverpool reported active trad- 
ing, as consumers were taking palm 
oils instead of tallow. The market for 
tallow abroad closed at the highest 
point for the year. Lagos oil on the 
spot closed here at 8%c. per pound, 
with forward shipments held at the 
same figure. Prime red oil closed at 
8@8\%c. per pound, spot, with forward 
shipments nominally quoted at 8c. 
Trading in the local market was 
routine only. 

PALM KERNEL OIL.—Makers in 
Liverpool advanced the market sharp- 
ly in sympathy with coconut oil. At 
the close Liverpool cabled the market 
at £45 10s. per ton, all positions, equal 
to about 10%c. per pound ec. i. f. New 
York. Importers here advanced tne 
market to 10%@llc. per pound for spot 
oil, which compares with 9%c. a week 
ago. On forward shipments the mar- 
ket was nominal at 10c. per pound. 

PEANUT OIL.—Trading in peanut 
oil was inactive, but a firmer tone was 
in evidence, owing to the higher cost 
of import.

mand for this oil from paint manu- 
facturers and are therefore taking a 
very bullish view of the situation. Re- 
ports on the new crop have been 
rather discouraging of late, which also 
strengthens the situation. Leading in- 
terests quote spot oil in cooperage at 
7%c. per pound, with sales noted at 
this price. Soya bean oil for January- 
March shipment, in cases, was offered 
at 6%c. per pound, which compares 
with 6%c. per pound a week ago. The 
slightly higher market for futures was 
brought about by an advance in 
freight rates. Commenting on the 
bean crop, a report from Liverpool 
states :— 


The bean crop in North Manchuria is said to 
be up to the average, but very unfavorable re- 
ports are to hand from North Manchuria, where 
all crops were badly damaged by heavy hail- 
storms and farmers are said to be crestfallen 
over the gloomy prospects. Fully 25 per cent. 
below an average is generally admitted, esti- 
mates of the shortage even runnng to 30 per 
cent.

ANIMAL AND FISH OILS. 


COD OIL.—First hands advanced 
their quotation for prime Newfound- 
land oil to a basis of 60 cents a gallon, 
a net gain of 5 cents over the inside 
price of a week ago. During the week 
there were sales of round lots at prices 
ranging from 57c. to 59c. per gallon, 
but at the close nothing was available 
under the 60c. level. This establishes 
a new high record for the past two 
years. The offerings were compara- 
tively light, stocks at primary centers 
being virtually sold up. Jobbing quo- 
tations at the close ranged from 60c. 
to 62c. per gallon. In some instances 
jobbers seemed willing to sell odd lots 
to their regular customers at conces- 
sions from the open market basis. 

DEGRAS.—The market showed a 
fair degree of strength towards the 
close, and sales were reported at 
higher prices. During the interval 
ear lots of commercial degras sold on 
the spot at 6%4c. per pound, but to- 
wards the close 6%c. appeared to be 
the inside price. For high grade stock 
importers were asking from 6%c. to 7c. 
per pound. Limited holdings of ncu- 
tral degras were nominally quoted at 
$1.10@1.20 per pound. Dealers claim 
that it costs 64%c. to import ordinary 
commercial degras from England, 
based upon the closing cables. 

LARD OIL.—There was a fair job- 
bing demand for the off-grades of lard 
oil, and, with raw materials firm, 
prices were well maintained. Export 
business was fairly active. Dealers 
quote the market as nominal at:— 
Prime, 92@96.; off-prime, 74@78c.; ex- 
tra No. 1, 65@70c.; No. 1, 58@62c.; No. 
2, 54@57c. per gallon. 

MENHADEN OIL.—The severe 
storm which visited the Atlantic Coast 
towards the end of the week halted all 
fishing operations, and the season vir- 
tually came to a close. Complete re- 
turns for the season have not yet been 
compiled, but it is generally conceded 
that the production of oil will show a 
reduction of fully 50 per cent. over 
last season’s figures. The season was 
the most disastrous one since modern 
equipment has made its appearance in 
this industry. In most instances the 
fish factories were operated at a 
heavy financial loss. At the close of 
the week the limited stocks of crude 
menhaden oil held in the Chesapeake 
Bay district were offered on the basis 
of 47c. per gallon f. o. b. factory. Con- 
sumers could not be interested in the 
market at this price, their ideas be- 
ing around 45c. and under. It is

feared by dealers that the high 
piices obtaining for menhaden oil will 
serve to promote the use of substi- 
tutes, thereby injuring the industry. 
Trading in pressed menhaden oil was 
routine only. Closing prices showed 
a higher range. Brown strained oil 
was quoted at 48@49c.; light strained 
at 49@50c.; yellow bleached at 51@52c., 
and white bleached at 53@54c. per gal- 
lon.

Baltimore, Nov. 15, 

One of the poorest menhaden 
experienced was recorded at Lewes, Del. The 
steamers of the three fish factories there have 
left for their winter quarters at Chesapeake 
City, Md.; Wilmington, Del., and Philadelphia. 
Dozens of theories have been advanced by the 
captains of the menhaden steamers for the low 
run of fish this season. Some contend that the 
feeding grounds are becoming poorer each year, 
while others blamed it on the cool weather 
experienced during the fall, when fishing is 
generally better than during the early summer. 
But whatever the reason, the fact remains that 
the fishing seems to grow less and less lucra- 
tive. 

NEATSFOOT OIL.—There was a fair 
inquiry from the tanners and on mod- 
erate spot offerings and the high cost 
of raw material prices were firmly 
maintained. Dealers quote the market 
as nominal at 95@97c. for the 20-degree 
cold test, 90@92c. for the 30-degree cold 
test, 84@86c. for the 40-degree cold test, 
65@70e. for the prime and 62@64c. for 
the dark. 

RED OIL.—The market was unsettled 
under freer offerings from manufac- 
turers. It was reported in one quarter 
that good quality saponified red oil 
could have been purchased in car lots 
on the basis of 54@5%c. per pound. 
Dealers quote the open market at 54%@ 
6%c. per pound for saponified red oil, 
and 54@5téc. for the elaine. 

STEARIC ACID.—The market under- 
went no quotable changes. Prices on 
standard grades ruled firm under lim- 
ited spot holdings. There was a fair 
export inquiry for double and triple 
pressed. Triple pressed stearic acid 
closed unchanged at 14%@15%c. per 
pound, with the double at 13%4@lic., 
and the single at 11@11'éc. 

SOD OIL.—The market was firm on 
receipt of higher foreign cables. Im- 
porters quote the market at 6%@’7c. 
per pound, as to quantity and quality. 

WHALE OIL.—A fair business was 
done in crude whale oil during the past 
week. The sale of eight to nine tank 
ears of No. 3 stock was reported at 
prices ranging from 41%c. to 42c. per 
gallon. The market closed with No. 1 
crude at 49@50c.., the No. 2 at 44@45c., 
and the No. 3 at 42@43c. Refined 
grades of whale oil closed firm at 
prices ranging from 52c. to 56c. per 
gallon, as to quality. 

SPERM OIL.—The market for both 
refined and crude sperm oil was fea- 
tureless. Crude oil was nominally 
quoted at 54@55c. per gallon. Refined 
oil met with a limited jobbing demand 
at unchanged prices. Dealers quote the 
market at 65c. to 70c. per gallon, as to 
cold test. 

TALLOW OIL.—Prices ruled firm in 
sympathy with raw materials. The de- 
mand, however, was quiet, and asking 
prices at the close were more or less 
nominal. Acidless tallow oil closed at 
70c. per gallon.

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To Guard Domestic Dyestuff Industry 
Against Post-Bellum Underselling. 


Washington, Nov. 19, 1915. 

The question of establishing a self-con- 
tained dyestuff industry in this country 
was the occasion of a detailed statement 
issued by the Department of Commerce 
today. The most significant feature of 
the statement is the reference to security 
through legislation to American manu- 
facturers against organized underselling 
at the close of the war, on which con- 
fidence financial investment was being 
steadily increased. This reference is be- 
lieved to relate to the proposed “anti- 
dumping’ enactment rather than to any 
prospect for increased duties against 


foreign dyestuffs. 
The more material parts of the state- 
ment follows:— 


>. 


Although permission has been granted by the 
British Government for the free passage of two 
steamer loads of coal tar dyestuffs of German 
origin to the United States, the embargo by 
the German Government prohibiting the ship- 
ment of these dyes except in return for a sup- 
Ply of American cotton of equal value has not 
yet been raised. As a result no dyestuffs of 
German origin have been received in this coun- 
try since March 15, 1915. 

The Department of State has continued its 
most earnest efforts to have the embargo raised 
by the German Government. Thus far, how- 
ever, these efforts are without result. 

Nearly all of the retort coke ovens in the 
United States are now supplied with the neces- 
sary equipment for rescuing benzol and tuluol, 
which serve as raw materials for the manu- 
facture of coal tar dyestuffs. Unfortunately, 
the demand of manufacturers of high explo- 
sives for these two hydro-carbons is so urgent 
that their prices still remain at very high fig- 
ures. About a dozen plants are now engaged 
in the production of coal tar intermediates 
which serve for the manufacture of finished 
dyestuffs. Their output is being constantly 
increased. The seven different firms regularly 
engaged in the manufacture of coal tar dye- 
stuffs are increasing each day their output of 
completed coloring materials. A notable fea- 
ture is the rapid introduction of small aniline 
plants into various textile mills. These plants 
manufacture 100 pounds a day of aniline or 
more. They are of especial value for hosiery 
works, as the bulk of hosiery is dyed black. 
Aniline black is now used very extensively in 
place of sulphur black, formerly entirely in 
vogue for this purpose. 


Legislation Security. 


There is an increased confidence among both 
manufacturers and consumers of dyestuffs that 
at an early date legislation may be secured 
from Congress which will give the necessary 
security to American manufacturers of syn- 
thetic colors that their industry will not be 
threatened by organized underselling at the 
close of the present war. This confidence is re- 
flected in the increased amount of capital be- 
ing investetd in dyestuff plants, as well as in 
the steady expansion of existing color works. 

The present production of American coal-tar 
dyestuffs is at the rate of approximately 9,000 
short tons per annum. Sixteen months ago the 
rate was 3,000 tons. It is now confidently 
expected that by the end of 1916 the output 
will reach 16,000 tons.

The mid-continent product, which 
has done more to shape the market’s 
destinies than any other variety dur- 
ing the last year and a half, led the 
sharp upward movement and scored 
another advance two days later when 
the other oils were in line for similar 
action. The prevailing figure for mid- 
continent oil, $1, marks the high level 
since April, 1914, and has been sur- 
passed only by $1.03 and $1.05, which 
range was in effect from August 19, 
1913, to April 8, 1914. The $2 market 
for first Pennsylvania oil restores the 
basis prevailing from April 30 to May 
11, 1914. The high level of this oil was 
$2.50, from which the market broke 
April 17, 1914. The sharpest single ad- 
vances during the week in review were 
those of 20c. each in Corsicana light, 
Henrietta and Electra. 

The conditions justifying this wide 
enhancement of values have been fo- 
menting during the last few months, 
or since the turn from the period of 
depression late last August. Probably 
the most direct factor has been the 
sharp curtailment in Cushing produc- 
tion. Latest advices report its daily 
total as about 100,000 barrels, as 
against nearly 150,000 barrels three 
months ago, but at its most richest 
development the daily yield was placed 
at almost 300,000 barrels. This oil had 
been much relied upon for the higher 
grade distillates, and with the setback 
in production the products of a similar 
character were in line for more favor- 
able attention. A $2 market for the 
first Pennsylvania oil has been awaited 
as a reasonable basis to inspire in- 
creased development work in the high

grade fields, and, while the season may 
be against the fulfillment of these 
plans, the premium on values is calcu- 
lated to mark a material increase in 
the aggregate of the small pumping 
wells, as well as to lay the foundation 
for operations of a more experimental 
character by early spring. The ad- 
vances in the Southern oils is justified 
in the heavy export movement of fuel 
oils. 

The week’s returns from the Eastern 
fields show 126 completions, 1,963 bar- 
rels of new daily production and 58 
dry holes, comparing with 144 comple- 
tions, 1,780 barrels of new daily pro- 
duction and 61 dry holes formerly. The 
heaviest declines in completions were 
in West Virginia and Illinois, while 
Pennsylvania scored the largest in- 
crease. The banner strike of the week 
was a well in the Dorseyville field, 
Pennsylvania, starting at the rate of 
25 barrels an hour and increasing 
its capacity to 50 barrels as a re- 
sult of deeper drilling. This is 
the highest initial capacity of any 
well in the _ section. According to 
a later report, it was holding up 
at 360 barrels a day. An option 
on production in the Dorseyville field 
was reported to have been placed on 
the basis of $1,500 per barrel. 

The most important strike in the 
West Virginia fields was a test located 
in Union district, Clay county. The 
first twenty-four hours after the well 
was drilled into the Big Injun sand it 
placed 120 barrels to its credit. This 
is the best producer that has ever 
been completed in that district. Pre- 
vious to this completion the average 
was not better than 15 barrels, and it 
now looks as though the chances for 
finding something better than light 
pumpers is promising. 

Other noteworthy completions in 
West Virginia were a well in Kanawha 
county producing 245 barrels the first 
thirty-nine hours and a century pro- 
ducer in Doddridge county, and a 50- 
barrel strike in the new development 
on Fishing Creek, Wetzel county. 

It has been a stirring week in the 
mid-continent field, with the bullish 
spirit dominant. The most gratifying 
development has been the advance in 
refined products, but it is believed they 
are not yet on the parity of the in- 
creased cost of crude oil, which is now 
on a dollar basis, the highest point 
since April, 1914. There has been little 
of noteworthy interest in Cushing field. 
No wells of unusual capacity have been 
drilled, but good producers are regular, 
and the daily output keeps around 100,- 
000 barrels. One of the best of late 
completions was a _ well producing 
about 1,100 barrels a day. Operations 
in the Cherokee district are assuming 
greater importance. Development work 
is on the increase at Healdton, but the 
consumption. is keeping pace with the 
heavier output. Under the general 
stimulus to field operations, it is con- 
fidently predicted that the total output

200,000 barrels a day before next July. 

The only strike of consequence in the 
Gulf Coast fields was a 2,000-barrel 
well at Sour Lake, more than half a 
mile in advance of production. Pros- 
pects are considered favorable for 
northern and western extensions of the 
Sour Lake field. Wildcat tests in Mad- 
ison, Liberty and Milam counties re- 
sulted in an abandonment of opera- 
tions. The week’s new daily total pro- 
duction shows a sharp decline, 2,370 as 
against 12,040 barrels previously, while 
completions were reduced from twenty- 
two to eleven. The only completion at 
Humble for the week in review was a 
salt water well. Increased drilling is 
noted at Jennings, Soul Lake, Mark- 
ham and Spindletop.

REFINED PRODUCTS. 


Late developments in the gasoline 
situation have emphasized the buoy- 
ant trend of prices tnroughout the 
country. In the local market export 
quotations were advanced one cent, 
covering all grades of the naphthas; 
the revised figures will be found in 
the table on page 30. The jobbing 
schedule was unaffected, but higher 
prices are awaited within the next 
few days. Recent changes in gasoline 
in the other cities are noted in the 
following dispatches:— 

Chicago—Standard Oil Company of Indiana 


has advanced the price of gasoline ome cent to 
12% cents a gal.ion, tank wagon basis, in its 


entire territory. 
The independent refiners have met the ad- 


vance of the Standard O#l. The price is now 
12.5 cents a gallon, tank wagon basis, and 13.5 
cents a gallon in lesser quantities. 


Denver—The price of gasoline has been in- 
creased one cent to 17 cents a gallon, tank 
wagon basis. The price to consumers is 18 
cents, having been advanced one cent to meet 
the wholesale advance. This is the fifth ad- 
vance in the retail price within sixty days. . 

Detroit—Price of gasoline has been advance 
a cent a gallon to 14 cents, tank wagon 
basis, 

Houston, Tex.—The gasoline prices in Texas 
have been advanced two cents a galion, mak- 
ing the tank wagon price now 17 cents. The 
price to consumers atl filing stations is 19 
cents a gallon. This advance follows closely 
the increase in the price of Oklahoma and 


xas crude oil to $1 a barrel. Most of the 
p— %. sold in the Texas territory is made 
from the North Texas and Oklahoma crudes. 


Kansas City—Independent refiners have ad- 
vanced the tank wagon price of gasoline one 
cent a gallon to 12.8 cents a gallon. The 
Standard price, however, is still 11.8 cents, but 
it is expected that the .atter will increase its 
price shortly. There have been advances this 
week of one cent a gallon all through the 
West, and consumption continues heavy. 

Minneapolis—The price of gasoline has been 
advanced one cent to 14% cents a gallon, tank 
wagon basis. This advance is general through- 
out thie territory and higher prices are ex- 
pected. 

Philadelphia—The price of gasoline, tank 
wagon basis, is 18 cents, an advance of one 


cent a gallon, 

Pittsburgh—The Atlantic Refining Company 
has advanced all grades of naphtha and gaso- 
line one cent a gailon. The retail price at 
service stations is:—Automobi.e, 18 cents; 68, 


73 and 76 degrees, 22 cents. 

St. Louis—Price of gasoline has been ad- 
vanced one cent to 12.9 cents a gallon whole- 
sale price. The price to consumers has also 
been advanced one cent a gallon. 

Gasoline prices have been advanced 
1 cent a gallon tank wagon basis 
throughout Wyoming, Montana and 
Colorado by leading distributors. 

One of the leading mid-Western re- 
fining companies, employing one of the 
most capable “cracking” processes, is 
reported to have a capacity of produc- 
ing approximately 550,000,000 gallons of 
gasoline a year both by the natural and 
patented methods. Definite arrange- 
ments have been made for the prac- 
tical operation of the Rittman gasoline 
process. It is apparently through 
these new and more thorough processes 
that the solution of the problem of 
keeping pace with the steadily-gaining 
consumption lies. It has been esti- 
mated by a local authority that the 
general consumption of gasoline is in- 
creasing at the rate of nearly twenty- 
five per cent. a year. The same degree 
of activity marks the export situation, 
and Eastern refiners are still bothered 
in meeting the foreign requirements. 
Local clearances for the week show a 
decline, 2,291,455, as against 3,545,560 
gallons, bringing the total since the 
first of the year to 127,591,240 gallons. 

No practical changes have marked 
the illuminating oil situation during 
the week, but the sharp advances in 
high-grade crude oils have reflected 
favorably upon the general tone, im- 
parting increased confidence in job- 
bing and consuming operations. One 
of the most encouraging developments 
is the broadening volume of export 
trade. The week’s clearances from the 
local port were well up to the un- 
usually heavy total of the former 
week, 12,399,239, as against 12,534,770 
gallons, making the aggregate since 
the first of the year 324,269,160 gallons. 
Charter engagements were more active, 
comprising 160 cases, New York to six 
ports New Zealand, 90c.

GULF COAST OIL FIELDS, 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Houston, Tex., Nov. 13, 1915. 


Interest in coastal territory has centered in 
wildcat operations and big wells in the Hum- 
ble field the past few weeks. For the week 
ending November 13 there were no completions 
of large wells at Humble and no important 
discoveries in new districts. The best com- 
pletion for the week was the Producers’ Oil 
Company’s No. 262 Texas fee at Sour Lake, 
the rate of 2,000 barrels a day. No informa- 
tion has been given out as to the depth; but 
7@ YOOM 9Y} UL AjAva Sulmoy ul eurvo yorum 
it is thought to be somewhere around 
4,000 feet. It is an important well, as it is 
over half a mile in advance of production. It 
is in the center of the west half of a long 
900-acre tract which the Producers’ Oil Com- 
pany purchased ten years ago for $900,000. 
The south half of the east half of this tract 
has produced millions of barrels of oil, and it 
now looks as if the west half would produce 
tully as much from a deeper stratum. North 
of this well a half mile, on the Hardin county 
school land, the Gulf Production Company has 
what will probably make a good well at 3,005 
feet. It filled up and made several flows, but 
the strainer was stuck in the hole and the 
company now has a fishing job. Operators 
now look for an extension of the Sour Lake 
field to the north and west, and think that 
this old field will come back for the fourth 
time. The daily average of this field is now 
10,000 barrels a day. It had been gradually 
declining for the past six months, falling off 
rapidly the past sixty days. 

The deep drilling campaign now in progress 
at Batson, Saratoga, Goose Creek and Mark- 
ham is progressing slowly. At Batson the 
Gulf Production Company’s test on the Kirby 
tract northwest of the field is below 2,000 feet. 
It has been drilling since August 9. The 
Paraffine Oil Company is drilling on the south- 
east part of the field in No. 5 Prairie at 2,000 
feet. The drill is again in rock, having been 
in hard formation nearly all the way down. 
At Saratoga the Gulf Production Company’s 
deep test in the Enloe-Teel tract south of the 
field is down 1,600 feet. The same company 
is drilling a deep hole in San Jacinto bay in 
the Goose Creek district on submerged lands 
leased from the State. At Markham the Pro- 
ducers’ Oil Company is starting another deep 
test north of the field, and the Hardy Oil Com- 
pany is starting a hole near the Ten Strike’s 
new find,- which will be a deep test if the 
higher strata do not prove prolific.

1,500 feet. It is understood that the com- 
pany intends to build a number of houses for 
the accommodation of employes, and that 
their construction is to begin shortly. 

The coast section showed very little activ- 
ity last week. 

In the south section 
is doing some new work. Most of the wells 
in this territory have shown little oil, but 
what there is of it is exceptionally high grav- 
{ty oll. The country is very gassy and sev- 
eral huge gas wells are already harnessed up 
for public utility work. The well of the 
Placerita Oil Company will furnish gas to the 
city of Pasadena, it is reported. No abate- 
ment in work is shown in the Fullerton-Whit- 
tier fields. 

Of general interest is the work already be- 
ing accomplished by the Oil Industry Asso- 
ciation, lately organized to benefit the indus- 
try as a whole. Through this organization's 
efforts Speaker Champ Clark was enlightened 
as to the real condition of the cases affected 
by President Taft's withdrawal order, and 
promises to lend aid in seeing that justice is 
given. Efforts have been made to interest 
Senators Phelan and Newlands with no little 
success. With all this weighty influence di- 
rected in the proper direction the operators 
can be assured of justice. 

Regarding the progress of the five with- 
drawal suits in Fresno being heard by Judge 
Bean, a motion was made by the defending 
attorney that they be continued without date, 
and Judge Bean sustained the motion. The 
defendants have asked that the cases be heard 
before a jury. In the north, where twelve 
cases are being held before Judge Bledsoe, 
hearing was stopped by an argument whether 
or not the oil suits should be transferred from 
courts of equity to courts of law. 

The few sales of oil stocks reported on the 
Los: Angeles Stock Exchange show a healthier 
tone apparent in the prices of the shares han- 
dled, practically all of which are now of quite 
substantial value. The Union Oil is selling as 
high as $68 and is active at that. Associated 
is above $50. Its highest point in several 
years has been reached with fair activity. 
Amalgamated is up to $80. Western Union, 
although inactive, is quoted at $98 to $100 
a share. 


California Oil Exports. 


The shipments of oil and oil products from 
California during August made a fine showing, 
as compared with the exports from other ports 
in the United States. The shipments from 
the whole Pacific Coast in this respect com- 
prised nearly 14 per cent. of the national total 
as to quantity and a fraction over 6.5 per 
cent. of the value of the same. San Fran- 
cisco’s exports were the third largest of any 
customs district, New York being first and 
Sabine second. The figures of August’s ex- 
ports are shown as follows:—San Francisco, 
29,059,361 gallons, valued at $806,903; South- 
ern California, 1,439,016 gallons ($20,643); Ari- 
zona, 979.737 gallons ($39,192); Washington, 
810.150 gallons ($17,417); total, 32,288,264 gal- 
lons. ($914,155). This is out of a grand total 
of national oil exports amounting for the 
month to 232,224,014 gallons, valued at $13,- 
993, 873. 

The shipments of ofl for fuel, including both 
crude and residuum, from the Pacific Coast 
were as follows:—San Francisco, 22,863,544 
gallons, $394.063; Southern California, 1,436,013 
gallons, $20.186; Arizona, 1,060,853 gallons, 
$34,953; Washington, 665,440 gallons, $8,506; 
total Pacific Coast fuel exports, 26,025,700 gal- 
lons, $467,705. 

Exports of residuum totaled 84,921,710 gal- 
lons, valued at $2,385,042, to which the Cali- 
fornia crude fuel exports which are classified 
by the government as residuum, added approx- 
imately 2,000,000 gallons in amount and $58,000 
in value. California fuel exports aggregated 
close to 30 per cent. of the total of such ex- 
ports for the nation. In exports of residuum 
San Francisco district stood second, or next 
to Sabine, the port from which goes the big 
war fue] shipments. 

Besides the fuel 


the Ventura district 


shipments, San Francisco 
exported 4.668.868 gallons of illuminants, 
valued at $219,791, thus coming fifth among 
the districts of the country, both as to quan- 
tity and aggregate value. Lubricants shipped 
from San Francisco aggregated 1,051,734 gal- 
lons, $128,007, the district coming third in 
the country in this line of foreign trade. Gas- 
oline exports from San Francisco totaled 475,- 
215 gallons, $65,042, putting the district sev- 
enth on the list, both as to quantity and 
aggregate value. 

The valuations per gallon of illuminants and 
lubricants given for San Francisco were 4.7 
cents for illuminants and 12 cents for lubri- 
cants. These valuations are based upon state- 
ments by shippers. The valuation of Califor- 
nia illuminants and lubricants rank very well 
in comparison with prices elsewhere. 


Miscellaneous Notes. 


Whittier is to have natural gas from the 
Standard’s Murphy lease wells by December 25 
to replace the artificial product now offered. 
This is the announcement of the Southern Cal- 
ifornia Gas Company that supplies the city. 
Other towns that are about to enjoy natural 
gas quickly are Downey and Norwalk, on the 
Southern Pacific Railway’s Santa Anna-Whit- 
tier branch, now using artificial gas. The 
Southern California Gas Company line to Los 
Angeles and Long Beach from the Standard’s 
wells passes close by these towns, and the 
West Coast Gas Company that supplies them 
will be connected with it shortly. 

A. M. Harvey, resident in the Imperial Val- 
ley, has started a well for oil near Coyote 
Wells, section 28, 16 south 10 east, lying 
some fifteen or twenty miles southwest of the 
Saltar Sea. 

Speaker Champ Clark visited the old fields 
at Bakersfield last week. On Friday he was 
accompanied to Bakersfield from Fresno by a 
deputation of oil operators who later took him 
- an automobile trip through the West Side 
field. 

The Great Republic Oil Company, drilling on 
the hill about half a mile due north of the 
city limits of Fillmore, is meeting with most 
encouraging prospects in its first well. The 
hole has reached a depth of over 600 feet. 
and the bit is now working in a clay shale 
earrying a good showing of exceptionally light 
gravity oil and a heavy gas pressure. The 
well is being drilled with the hole well filled 
with water to overcome gas blowouts, and it 
is thought that a rich oil sand will be struck 
as soon as the shale has been drilled through. 

Eleven A of the Berea Canyon Oil Company 
operating near Fullerton is still maintaining 
a steady output of 1,000 barrels daily. 


EASTERN PETROLEUM REVIEW. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Pittsburgh, Pa., Nov. 19, 1915. 


A review of the high grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising 
Southern New York, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Southeastern, Central and Northwestern 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky and Tennes- 
see fields, for the week shows a drop in fin- 
ished wells and dry holes and gas wells, while 
in new production there is an increase. ‘Win- 
ter weather has prevailed to some extent over 
the high grade fields. Some places have not 
been as wintry as others, but as a whole it 
hag-not been the best week for development 
work by any means. The West Virginia fields 
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showed the heaviest decline in finished wells, 
with Illinois in line. In the Lima fields of 
Northwestern Ohio there was also a slight 
falling off. The fields of Pennsylvania, South- 
eastern Ohio and Indiana were the fields that 
show an increase in work finished. Outside 
of the Pennsylvania field, where a 750-barrel 
gusher was drilled in the Dorseyville field, in 
Allegheny county, nothing but light and aver- 
age pumpers were found. 

Advices from the far Northwest are that 
additional wells are being finished in both 
Wyoming and ‘Montana. In the Silver Tip 
anticline, in the Elk Basin, the original oil 
wells were drilled only a few weeks ago, but 
now there are three good producing wells in 
that field and close to a dozen new wells 
drilling. There is great interest along the 
Montana-Wyoming State line, and the outlook 
is for a very productive oil and gas area 
there. South of the Montana line in Wyoming 
and near the town of Byron, much gas is being 
discovered in drilling, and it is estimated that 
there is now in sight a volume of close to 
500,000,000 cubic feet with no ready market, 
but there is some talk of piping the fuel to 
Billings, Lovell, Byron and some of the towns 
along the border. Smelters are also being 
located in the territory as well as glass fac- 
tories, which will require an abundance of gas 
for fuel. Further south, near Greybull, sev- 
eral new oilers have been finished and they 
are mostly on the gusher strip, some produc- 
ing as high as 900 barrels a day. Late results 
in the Grass Creek field, in Hot Springs county, 
are all that could be asked by the. owners of 
leases and wells. The extreme cold weather 
and heavy snows has put a damper on active 
work, and it looks very much as though the 
work would now slack down until the arrival 
of the spring season, when the greatest rush 
in the history of the Wyoming oil develop- 
ments is looked for. Capital is going into the 
field from all over the country, and they are 
people that are well fortified to go to the limit 
of expense to make the field an important one. 

Representatives of the Governors of Wyom- 
ing and Nebraska are now looking over the 
field with a view of the building of a pipe line 
from Casper, Wyo., to Omaha, Neb., to be 
owned by the people of the two States. They 
believe that in this manner the residents of 
both States can secure their oil at a much 
more reasonable price if the State brings it 
to the field to them at actual cost. It is 
figured that about $3,000,000 will be expended 
in the laying of such pipe lines as necessary 
to carry the oil, if the parties that are rep- 
resentatives of the two States can show that 
it is feasible. All depends upon the finding 
and report of the committee appointed for that 
purpose. A very important wildcat well is be- 
ing drilled for oil and gas about thirty-five 
miles south and west of Cheyenne, in Colo- 
rado, and the well being at a depth of close 
to 2,000 feet, is being closely watched by the 
oil talent, and should the well have only a 
small showing there will be a rush to that 
territory by the leading leasers for all the 
large concerns interested in the Western fields. 
This new development is located between 
Cheyenne and the old oil development at 
Boulder, Col. The Midwest Oil Company has 
drilled another oil gusher on its holdings in 
the Salt Creek field, about forty-five miles 
north from Casper and in Natorna county. 
This territory is mostly on government lands, 
and the royalties to the government is close 
to $6,000 monthly from this one company alone, 
to say nothing of the others operating on lands 
owned by the United States. 

Pipe line statistics for October show an 
increase over September of nearly 10,000,000 
barrels. This is no doubt due to the fact that 
much tankage and oil upon leases owned in 
the Cushing and Healdton fields in Oklahoma 
were bought by parties, and since then this 
amount has been added to the stock accounts. 
There are about 16,000,000 barrels of crude oil 
in the Cushing field that has not been credited 
to the stocks heretofore, which helps swell 
the amount. This would make the stocks in 
Oklahoma-Kansas at the close of October 
amount to close to 98,000,000 barrels, and that 
east of the Mississippi River only a trifle over 
16,000,000 barrels.

If the total stocks of oi] held above ground 
in iron and steel storage in Louisiana, Texas, 
Colorado, Utah, Wyoming, California and other 
States the total stocks would figure above 
200,000,000 barrels. 


Pennsylvania Fields. 


In the Pennsylvania-Southerpg New York 
fields during-the week there was unusual ac- 
tivity in the finishing wells, as quite a num- 
ber were reported from the older sections like 
Clarion, Armstrong and other sections that 
have enjoyed. The most interesting work is 
being done in the Dorseyville district, in Alle- 
gheny county, and the next few weeks the 
work will be more closely watched than at any 
period since the first big oil gusher was found 
there. The wells now under drilling opera- 
tions in all directions from the gushers is 
the main attraction, for upon their outcome de- 
pends the future of the pool. Should good 
producing wells be found in those now drill- 
ing in the various directions. the way will 
then be open for a real active drilling cam- 
paign. There is almost a certainty that the 
pool will cover only a small area of territory, 
as it has been pretty well defined on all sides. 
Then, again, the more wells drilled the smaller 
the old wells will become, as the additional 
drain upon the producing sands will draw so 
heavily that the wells must decline, like any 
other field. The best looking territory in the 
pool at this time is that being operated by 
Alex. Walley, the American Natural Gas Com- 
pany and the National Oil and Gas Company, 
and these three concerns are pushing the 
drill for all it is worth, each trying to outdo 
the other in getting the wells down to pay 
sand first and get the fresh production. The 
American Natural Gas Company made another 
big strike during the week which adds much

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production daily to the pool. All indications 
point to the well drilling by the Rushville 
Drilling Company, on the Seibert farm, located 
nearly half a mile due north from the big 
well just drilled in on the Haas tract. This 
well shows some oil and gas at the top of the 
sand, and will no doubt increase its showing 
by deeper drilling. 

The banner well of the week was drilled in 
the Dorseyville field, in Allegheny county, by 
the American Natural Gas Company, in its 
second well on the J. Haas tract, which is 
credited with a production of close to 750 bar- 
rels a day. This well started at twenty-five 
barrels an hour when first drilled in the pay, 
but a little deeper drilled increased to fifty 
barrels an hour. In the Big Sewickley Creek 
district Harbison & Co. drilled a five-barrel 
pumper in a test on the Aaron M. Davis tract. 

In the McKean county, Bradford district, the 
South Penn Oil Company’s No. 65 on the 
George Ware tract pumped fifteen barrels, and 
on No. 17 on Bing 410 tract pumped twenty 
barrels. 

In Butler county, Butler district, Bartlett, 
Pfister & Co.’s No. 4 on the Ifft tract pumped 
ten barrels, and Markley & Winger’s second 
well on the Ifft tract pumped thirty barrels. 


West Virginia Fields. 


Nothing out of the ordinary was found in the 
West Virginia fields during the week in any 
part of the West Virginia fields, the only well 
of any significance being drilled in the Green- 
brier district in Doddridge county, and all 
other completions were either gas wells, dry 
holes or small pumpers. There is a vast area 
of undeveloped territory in the western and 
southwestern section of the State that is 
attracting the attention of leasers, and much 
territory is being taken under lease of develop- 
ment work in the spring. With the price of 
oil at the $2 mark there is more encourage- 
ment for wildcat drilling. Many old wells 
over the State are being given light shots and 
cleaned out with good results for a short time, 
when they usually drop down again to their 
normal production; but it has been found to 
be profitable to keep using the nitro-glycerine 
in stirring up the producing formation for the 
increased production. Every lease found upon 
the market is being taken by investors, for 
they readily see that if much more oil of the 
Pennsylvania grade is found that the Little 
Mountain State must be the spot to look for it. 

There are possibilities of new work starting 
up in the deep sand fields of the State, as 
lease owners have been awaiting a market 
equal to that price before starting any work 
of note. 

In Doddridge county, Greenbrier district, the 
Hope Gas Company’s No. 6 om the Edgar 
Davisson tract on Beech Lick Run produced 
100 barrels, and is the best well for the week 
in any part of the West Virginia fields. In 
the McClelland district the Carnegie Gas Com- 
pany’s test on the D. A. Dotson tract on Elk 
Lick Run is a good gas well. 

In Harrison county, Clay district, the Hope 
Gas Company’s test on the S. A. Elliott tract 
on Shinns Run is a gas well. In the Simpson 
district the Pennsylvania and West Virginia 
Gas Company’s test on the E. R. Davis tract 
on Ann Moore’s Run is a gas well. In the 
Ten-Mile district the Universal Oil Company’s 
test on the Belle Randolph tract pumped fif- 
teen barrels. 


In Kanawha county, Cabin Creek district, 
the Columbus Producing Company’s second 
well on the Williams Coal Company's tract 
produces about forty-five barrels of oil a day 
and close to 2,000,000 feet of gas. In the Elk 
district the South Penn Company’s No. 50 on 
the Blue Creek tract, along Blue Creek, 
pumped twenty barrels. 

In Monongalia county, Clay district, the 
Hope Gas Company has a nice gas well on the 
Musgrove tract on Indian Creek, and the West 
Virginia Traction Company a good gas well on 
the Michael tract on the same stream. The 
Carnegie Gas Company’s test on the G. Eddy 
tract, near Morseville, pumped twenty barrels. 


Southeastern Ohio Fields. 


In the Southeastern-Central Ohio fields there 
is no new incentive outside of the deep sand 
gas fields, which are more active than usual 
at this season. Nothing new has been devel- 
oped in the Union Furnace district in Hocking 
county, where the best wells in the field are 
being found. Several wells in that productive 
pool are near the pay sand, and with no bad 
luck in the way of fishing jobs the coming 
week should show an increased production. 

In the deep sand gas fields in Cuyahoga 
county, Cleveland district, there were five gas 
wells and one dry hole finished. In the Woos- 
ter field in Wayne county four gas wells were 
drilled, and in the Ashland field in Ashland 
county five gas wells were the work of the 
week. In Medina county two gas wells were 
drilled, also one in Richland county. 

In Hocking county, Green district, the Purvis 
Royalty Company’s No. 8 on the Bates tract 
was dry at 2,738 feet deep. 


Other Fields. 


In the Kentucky field but slight changes are 
noticeable in the work, while in Tennessee 
there was one gas well and one dry hole found 
in the Oneida field in Scott county. Very lit- 
tle change is noticeable in some of the fields, 
but in Illinois there was a heavy slump in the 
number of finished wells; also slight decline 
in the Northwestern Ohio field, while Indiana 
shows an increase,

MID-CONTINENT OIL FIELD. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Independence, Kan., Nov. 16, 1915. 


Something doing every minute. That has 
been the story of oil in the Middle West the 
past few days. It is doubtful if there ever 
was a day in the history of the mid-continent 
field when everything pertaining to the indus- 
try was so much astir as on Monday of this 
week. Things started to move last Tuesday, 
when the independent marketers of Kansas ad- 
vanced their selling price one cent above the 
Standard Oil Company and eliminated the 
quantity fill price, announcing at the same 
time they would again advance the price on 
Tuesday, November 16, whether the Standard 
did or not. Toward the end of the week some 
of these men began to waver and wonder if 
they had not made a blunder; some were for 
calling off the announcement of another ad- 
vanee on Tuesday of this week; others insisted 
that the announcement stand, that they were 
going to make a profit on what they sold even 
if that was only a small porportion of the 
present volume. On Thursday the Standard Oil 
Company of Louisiana advanced the price of 
kerosene one cent a gallon in Louisiana and 
one cent a gallon on gasoline, naphtha and 
kerosene in Arkansas. On Saturday the Prai- 
rie Oil and Gas Company posted an advance 
of ten cents a barrel on all mid-continent crude 
except Healdton, setting the market quotation 
up from 80 to 90 cents a barrel. It was ex- 
pected another advance would be forthcoming 
soon, but it was not anticipated for at least 
a few days. Therefore the announcement on 
Monday morning of another advance of ten 
cents a barrel to $1 came as a genuine sur- 
prise to the refiner. At the same time, the 
price of Healdton crude advanced from 45 
cents a barrel to 55 cents. The Standard also 
pushed up the price of crude in all flelds east 
of the Mississippi. Oil men in the mid-conti- 
nent field were elated. The fact the Prairie 
has been drawing regularly of late on its re- 
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serve’ stocks had much to do with the spec- 
tacular advance. 

The Standard Oil Company of Indiana Mon- 
day advanced the tank wagon price of gasoline 
all over the Indiana territory, embracing 
eleven Middle West States, and the Pierce 
Oil Corporation marked up its gasoline and 
naphtha price in Oklahoma one cent a gal- 
lon. The Standard only advanced gasoline. 
The Standard Oi] Company of Nebraska an- 
nounced on Monday an advance of one cent a 
gallon on gasoline effective this Tuesday morn- 
ing, and this morning the independents of 
Kansas, in accordance with their previous an- 
nouncement, put up their selling price to the 
public one cent a gallon over the Standard. 
Last night the jobbers and filling station men 
of Kansas City held a meeting in Kansas City 
and decided in view of the general advance, 
to mark up their filling station price one cent 
a gallon over the Standard. Their price for 
over a week had been 12.8 cents, one cent over 
the Standard, whose Monday’s advance had 
brought them equal. Therefore, tomorrow 
morning the independents of Kansas City will 
again lead the Standard and put out a 13.8- 
cent sign. 

When the 10-cent advance of Saturday was 
announced on crude the independent refineries 
with one accord began to send out new price 
sheets, but before the work was accomplished 
along came the second jump in crude Monday 
morning. The result was the price of gasoline 
in this field at the refinery suddenly hopped 
from 10 cents a gallon in most cases to 12 
cents a gallon. It was because of this fact 
that Kansas City jobbers called a meeting im- 
mediately to decide upon what action to take. 
Twelve-cent gasoline at the refinery means 
13.390 at Kansas City, and it was obvious the 
jobber could not continue selling at 12.8 cents. 
The fear is that there will be another advance 
in crude, and consequent further advances in 
tank car prices before the retail advance can 
be got into operation. There will probably be 
a@ great deal of adjusting of prices and lining 
up to the new conditions the next week. All 
over the field jobbers are advancing over the 
Standard, simply because it is a matter of 
necessity in order to continue to exist. The 
refiner also is in a strange position, and with 
paying 5 to 30 cents a barrel premium for 
crude, is strictly up against it. But even at 
these prices he is unable to get all the crude 
he needs. ‘With the market at $1 a barrel 
and paying 25 to 30 cents premium as many 
are, crude is costing $1.25 to $1.30 a barrel, 
and the best price for gasoline is 12 cents. 
Eighteen months ago, when crude was $1.05 a 
barrel and the premium was five cents a bar- 
rel for certain districts only, the bulk of crude 
to refiners being at the market price, the 
quotation on gasoline was 13 cents a gallon. 
So it will be seen that prices are not yet 
equalized if the parity was right a year and 
a half ago. 

Just what the jobbers are going to do is a 
question. There has been a feeling of an- 
tagonismn against the refiner, the jobber being 
led to believe that the refiner was rolling in 
profits and that he could alter the condition if 
he would. This feeling was inflamed by men 
who were not acquainted with conditions, but 
a ‘better feeling is developing—conservative, 
reliable men are coming to control; the jobber 
and retailer are coming to learn the facts and 
appreciate what the refiner also has been up 
against. Many jobbers have been visiting the 
field and learning for themselves what the 
actual state of affairs in the field is. 


E. E. Grant, who recently entered upon his 
duties as secretary of the Independent Oil 
Men’s Association, with headquarters in Chi- 
cago; R. L. Welch, of the Western Oil Job- 
bers’ Association, and Secretary James, of the 
Western Refiners’ Association, are all working 
harmoniously together to bring about more uni- 
form methods and policies, better trade condi- 
tions and better relations between the various 
branches of the business. In view of the ex- 
ceptionally unsettled conditions in the produc- 
ing field, among the refiners, and the unsatis- 
factory marketing conditions, and the strife 
that has existed, the concerted and friendly 
action of these associational directors is signi- 
ficant and indicative of a better and more in- 
telligent operation in the future. 


THE GOVERNMENT INVESTIGATION. 


There is a great deal of interest in the 
pending investigation of the oil industry and 
somehow many seem to entertain the notion 
that in some mysterious manner they are 
going to be benefited by some remarkable 
disclosures. We are afraid there will be an 
awakening after a while. It has not been 
the history of investigations that the rank 
and file has been materially benefited. Take 
for instance, the segregation of the Standard 
Oil Company, the ouster of the Standard 
from Missouri, and later the constitution by 
the Interstate Commerce of pipe lines as 
common carriers. In every. instance the hurt 
was to the public, or at least the inde- 
pendent. The jobbers seem to think the re- 
finers, or the Standard or someone else has 
been responsible for the present condition. 
They don’t seem to think anyone else has 
suffered but themselves by the over-produc- 
tion of crude with its consequent surplus of 
refined products and resultant slump in 
prices that almost paralyzed the industry; 
they do not seem inclined to accept any of 
the responsibility for the depressed condi- 
tion that followed the flood of products. 
Neither do they take into account the fact 
that while hay-making time was on they 
stored their money vaults ag plentifully as 
any others in the business. But just now 
they are hurt and some of them have lost 
sight of everything but their own feelings. 
This is a mistake. No one person, or com- 
pany or branch of the business has been all 
to blame for the evils that have grown up. 
No one should complain any more against 
the refiner for building many refineries than 
against the jobber for creating a multiplicitv 
of distributing stations to compete with each 
other. And no sane man can honestly blame 
the Standard Oil Company for meeting the 
slashed prices that prevailed early last sum- 
mer. We had a spectacle of the government 
of Oklahoma attempting to regulate and 
control the price of crude and gasoline; any 
attempt on the part of the government to 
regulate nationally the price and marginal 
profits in the oil game will prove, almost 
with certainty, distressing alike to all con- 
cerned in the business. If the refiner at any 
time has made profits, so at times have the 
jobbers; if at any time the jobbers have 
suffered reverses and had dark days, so will 
it prove the refiners have had their vicissi- 
tudes also, and fully as severe. The pre- 
diction is made that if there are any sur- 
prises upturned, they will be where least 
expected. 


OPERATIONS IN THE CHEROKEE. 


The probabilities are there will be a large 
amount of drilling in the next few weeks in 
the old Cherokee. For many years the Cher- 
okee district led all other districts in the 
mid-continent field in the number of wells 
drilled each month. It only fell behind un- 
der a low market and gusher wells in the 
South. There are thousands of locations in 
the Cherokee for small but profitable pro- 
ducers, especially on a dollar market. There 
is also room and possibilities of numerous 
small pools. This is especially true between 
Bartlesville and Tulsa and also bordering the 
shallow sand development. In the extreme 
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southern end of the Cherokee the best wells 
are now being found. 

In the Mohawk development just north of 
Tulsa the Gypsy-Wolfe Company’s third well 
on the Mary Davis in 21-20-13 is good for 
100 barrels or more. The Calbrowol Oil and 
Gas Company has completed its third well 
on the Quinn farm in 21-20-13, and after the 
shot it was good for 75 barrels. 

There is considerable drilling in the Vera 
pool and some fair wells are being found, 
but the limits of the district are still not 
being extended and there is not much pros- 
pect of the pool getting very much beyond 
the present limits. 

In the north end of the shallow sand dis- 
trict the Winona Oil Company has a 50-bar- 
rel well in 26-29-15. Some very good pro- 
ducers are being found in that neighborhood. 
The same can be said of the south end of 
the poo] around Chelsea. The Cherokee Oil 
and Gas Company, which was the first op- 
erator in the shallow sand field before Okla- 
homa had really established itself as oil 
territory, has completed its No, 362 on the 
McSpadden farm in 5-23-17, and has a 75- 
barrel producer. Its No. 363 is good for 35 
barrels. No. 866 is good for 100 barrels. No. 
364 on the William Johnson in the same 
section is a 100-barreler, and No. 365 is a 
75-barreler. Ward, Van Horn and others 
have completed their No. 6 om the Rossey 
farm in 21-24-27, and report a 120-barreler. 
The Biilie Oil Company has drilled in its 
Nos. 8 and 9 on the Margaret Bible land in 
28-44-17, the former good for 120 barrels 
and the latter good for 50 barrels. The 
Pearl Drilling Company reports the com- 
pletion of its No 6 on the Flora White al- 
lotment in 21-24-17, and it is credited with 
an_initial production of 100 barrels a day- 
The H. C. W. Oil Company also has a 100- 
barrel producer on the Phillips farm in 
21-24-17. The Phillips farm is one of the 
old producing tracts in the Chelsea district. 
The Yellow Bushel Oil and Gas Company 
has a 40-barrel producer in its No. 5 on the 
William Rings land in 7-25-16. The Jennie 
Poe Oil Company's No. 7 on the Sallie Dela- 
hoe farm in 22-24-17 is a 150-barrel pro- 
ducer. It will readily be seen that if the 
market remains at one dollar or better for a 
few weeks and wells continue to come in at 
this rate over the field, it will net be long 
until the production outside of Cushing will 
be once more soaring toward the 200,000- 
barrel-a-day mark. 

In 21-20-13 the Caney River Gas Company 
has one of the finest wells drilled in the 
lower Cheroke lately. It is good for 200 
barrels and is an extension of the field. 


IN NORTHWESTERN OKLAHOMA. 


In harmony with resumption of drilling opera- 
tions in other parts of the field the old New- 
kirk district is coming back. New wells are 
starting, larger production is being secured 
and a lively demand for the output is mani- 
fest. Also there is an effort on foot to bring 
the developed gas of that district to a market. 
The Quapaw Gas Company has made arrange- 
ments to build a line into the Newki & dis ric 
and pipe the gas up into Kansas to a market. 
Application has been made to the Oklahoma 
Corporation Commission for permission to build 
the line into the Newkirk district. The Com- 
mercial Club of Arkansas City has passed reso- 
lutions requesting the city administration of 
Arkansas City to call an election on December 
14 for the purpose of voting $200,000 in bonds 
to aid in piping natural gas from the field to 
that city. The proposition contemplates the 
construction by the city of an eight-inch line 
to the gas wells and the distribution of a 
supply of cheap gas to industrials. 

Jones & Buell report a 40,000,000-foot gas 
well at 1,960 feet in their No. 2 on the Swen- 
son farm in 32-29-1 in the Blackwell district. 
The Gypsy Oil Company’s second well on the 
Alberti farm in 32-29-1, offsetting the first big 
well on that tract, is directly on top of the 
sand with the tools stuck in the hole. Drilling 
is slow in this district and no important com- 
pletions are reported at this time. 

White & Sinclair have just completed an im- 
portant well across the river from production 
in the old Newkirk field. It is located on the 
sane farm in 26-284 and is good for 20 bar- 
rels. 


IN THE OLD GLENN TERRITORY. 


Some new wells are being drilled in the old 
Glenn territory and neighborhood. At Mounds 
the Alta Oil Company has a 4U-barrel well on 
the Barnett land in 11-16-12. Down at Bixby 
the Prairie Oil and Gas Company reports a 150- 
barrel producer in No. 5 on the Payne farm in 
4-16-13. It is not new territory. The same 
company has a 300-barrel well in 3-16-13 and 
a 250-barrel well in No, 9 on tne same farm, 
the tormer being No. 8. At Stone Bluff Braden 
& Goble have a 400-barrel producer in 5-16-15, 
Chisholm farm. It is their second venture. 

Graham & Letcher have a 150-barre! weu in 
No. 1 in 5-16-11, southwest of Sapulpa. . 

Wilcox and others have a _  23,000,000-foot 
gasser in 28-16-12 Mounds. 


IN THE CUSHING DISTRICT. 


The output of Cushing hovers around the 
100,000-barrel-a-day mark. No gusher wells 
are being repcerted and the number of moderate 
sized wells is holding the production apparently 
steady at this time. ‘There remain a few hun- 
dred thousand barrels of oil in storage not yet 
purchased by any of the pipe lines or refineries. 
The independents are taking about 85 per cent. 
of the production of the pool. The Prairie Oil 
and Gas Company is getting about 1,600 barrels 
a day out of the Cushing district. One or two 
large producers are still stcring production with 
the idea of a higher market after awhile. 
There is still a lively scramble among refiners 
for Cushing crude for their refineries. B. B. 
Jones is putting about 1,700 barrels a day into 
storage. He has a total production of about 
7,000 barrels a day. C. B. Shaffer is storing 
about 2,000 barrels a day. 


It developed in the hearing at Oklahoma City 
that there are seventeen important pipe lines 
extending into the Cushing district, chief of 
which are the Prairie, the Gulf, the Texas, the 
McMan, Cosden, Southern Oj] Corporation, In- 
diahoma, Pierce-Fordyce, Consumers’ Refining 
Company, Gunsburg & Foreman, Ponca Refin- 
ing Company, Sun Refining Company, Milliken 
Refining Company, New State Refining Com- 
pany, Chanute Refining Company, International 
Refining Company, Continental Refining Com- 
pany. In addition to these there are several 
large gas lines into the field. 

East of Oilton, in the district recently opened 
up by the Monitor Oil Company, some eight or 
ten new rigs have just been built and a new 
spurt in Cushing development started. John 
H. Markham got a good well on the Willie 
Ground land and since then others have been 
following the excitement. Markham is now 
drilling a second well on the Ground land. The 
Prairie is offsetting this and the Monitor and 
Shaffer are also drilling. The Producers’ Oil 
Company has drilled in its No. 3 on the Mabel 
Willis farm in 11-17-77 and has a 500-barrel 
producer. Several wells are drilling in the 
north end of what is known as the Jennings 
development in 21-19-7. Among those drilling 
are the Devonian, the Prairie and the Cortez. 
The Slick Company’s No. 20 on the Powell, in 
17-18-7, is a 50-harrel producer. C. B. Shaffer 
has a 275-barrel well in his No. 23 on the Ferris 
farm in the same section and In 20-18-7 Jones, 
Gunsburg and others report a 500-barrel pro- 
ducer. The Clover Leaf Oil Company’s No. 9 
river bed in 17-18-7 is good for 400 barrels. The 
Producers’ Oil Company’s No, 15 on the Dale, 
in 6-17-7, is one of the best producers of the 
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one week and is making about 1,100 barrels 
a day. 4 

In some respects operations in the south end 
of the field known as the Fox pool are less en- 
couraging. ‘The Shaffer well in 15-16-7 failed 
to find the Layton sand, although it was an 
offset to the two wells drilled by Frank Fox. 
There are about 5,000,000 feet of gas at 1,670 
feet. It is understood the well will be drilled 
down to the deeper sands, There is the usual 
amount of drilling in this spur, however. The 
Gypsy Oil Company’s well on the Shawnee 
farm, 9-16-7, offsetting the McMan well, is in 
and gcod for 400 barrels. 

The Med-Co Petroleum Company is losing 
about 500 barrels a day at its burning well in 
the Cushing end of the field. 


HEALDTON OPERATIONS. 


Healdton was made happy this week when 
the price of crude in that district was ad- 
vanced by the Magnolia Pipe Line Company 
10 cents a barrel to 55 cents. Last week pro- 
ducers in that field made representation before 
the Oklahoma Corporation Commission that the 
commission should fix 55 cents a barrel as the 
minimum price which should be paid for their 
erude. Before any action could be taken the 
price jumped to 55 cents. 

Development work is on the increase, and 
the daily production of Healdton is increasing. 
At the same time the consumption of crude 
produced at Healdton is increasing also. The 
Producers’ refinery at Gainesville is refining 
7,000 barrels a day and has already delivered 
over 100 cars of fuel oil to the Santa Fe Rail- 
way Company. This consumption of crude is 
making a big difference with a good number 
of well owners in that field. 

While new wells are being steadily brought 
in no exceptional gushers have been reported 
the past week. Quite a number of tests have 
been started on the outskirts of the proven 
field. The Oklahoma Star Oil Company has a 
sixty-barrel well in 164-3. Skelley & Russell 
have two more good ones in 6-4-3 and are 
drilling two more and have rigs up for Nos, 
8 and 9. Gunsburg & Foreman have a 200- 
barrel well on their Westheimer lease in 4-4-3. 
The Corsicana Petroleum Company has a 
3,000,000-foot gasser in the same section. 

It is rumored the Lone Star Gas Company 
is contemplating a sixteen-inch gas line from 
the Henrietta gas field in Texas to the Heald- 
ton field for an additional supply of fuel. 

The Gypsy Oil Company has drilled an im- 
portant well in 28-2-3, about ten miles north 
of Healdton, which looks like a good producer 
and @ possible extension of this field. It is too 
soon to form any reliable opinion in that 
matter. 


OPERATIONS OKMULGEE 


AROUND 
COUNTY. 

Operations are lively in the so-called Okmul- 
get district. Howard H. Galbraith, of Inde- 
pendence, has just drilled in a new well on 
his lease at Morris, which is making 600 bar- 
rels a day. It is located on the Hill in 25- 
13-14. 4 

The Morris district is looking a little more 
interesting. The Kirkwood Oil Company has 
a 250-barrel well in the Booch sand in 13- 
14-14 and is drilling another. The Beaver 
Oil Company reports a 200-barrel well in 23- 
15-14. 

In the Cole-Boynton development some good 
wells are coming in. ‘The first well drilled by 
the Cameron company in 14-14-16 weeks 
ago is still making 500 barrels a day. 

The Merritt Oil Company’s No. 11 Morrison 
farm in 15-14-16 is making 150 barrels. Cam- 
eron’s No. 3 on the Ruhl in 14-14-16 put 950 
barrels into the tank, its initial performance, 
the other day. 

Over by Muskogee the test on the Roane 
farm in 17-14-18 is reported to be good for 
12,000,000 feet of gas. 

IN THE KANSAS DIVISION. 


Drilling operations seem to be on the in- 
crease in the Kansas end of the mid-continent 
field, and now, with oil at $1 @ barrel, there 
is strong disposition for resumption of de- 
velopment throughout the territory. There is 
prospect of a pretty fair pool six miles due 
west of Independence and just north of Walker 
Mound. About a year ago Greer Bros. drilled 
a well on the Greer eighty acres in 36-32-14. 
It started at thirty barrels a day and in the 
last year has made 6,000 barrels. A mile and 
a quarter northeast of this, on the M. J. De 
Mott farm in 32-43-15, the Consolidated Oil, 
Gas and Manufacturing Company a few weeks 
ago completed its No. 2, which started off at 
fifty barrels a day, an offset to a well drilled 
twelve years ago, which is still making three 
barrels a day. In 19-22-15, about two miles 
north and a little west of the DeMott wells 
and the same distance and a little east of the 
Greer wells, George Jenkins drilled a well on 
the Inscho farm about a year ago and it is 
still making five barrels a day. The sand in 
this territory is not very thick, but it has 
good staying qualities, and it is believed these 
wells will be producing two or three barrels 
for the next ten or twelve years. All of the 
territory north and south on this line is of 

s character. 

"aah of Coffeyville there is another pool 
which is receiving considerable attention, and 
it looks as if a pool of some importance is in 
the process of development. The National Re- 
fining Company and the Cudahy Refining Com- 
pany have both laid pipe lines to it, eet © 
ready market has been established for the 
field. Graham, Van Vieck & Kearns are do- 
ing some active development. A third well has 
just been drilled on the Theodore Stam farm 
which flowed seventy barrels the first twelve 
ours. 

Ki the Humboldt district South Bros. have 
drilled in their No. 12, on the Amos farm, in 
29-26-18, and have a 25-barrel producer. O’ Neil 
& Bruen, in the same section, have completed 
their initia] test on the tract of land owned 
by the Kansas Natural Gas Company and re- 
port a 25-barrel producer. : 

In the Rantoul district the Kanola Oil Com- 
pany has drilled in its No. 19, on the Free- 
man farm, in 15-17-21, and has a very good 
well for that shallow sand, being classed as 
a 30-barrel producer. The Tri-State Oil Com- 
pany, on the John Hanler land, in 36-17-23, 
has a 10-barrel producer. 

The Erie, Kan., oll pool has come back. 
About the time Cushing came in with its 
great gushers, a dry streak was encountered 
in the Erie pool and development was discon- 
tinued. Operations have been resumed at 
Erie, and some splendid wells are being found. 

Chaney, Abel and others have completed 
their No. 2, on the Woods, in 26-28-19, and 
have a 100-barrel producer, and their No. 3 
for an 80-barrel producer. They are drilling 
No. 4. Laney & Curtin have been drilling in 
their No, 4, on the J. L. Vance, in 25-28-19, 
resulting in an 80-barrel producer. Sloan, 
Huling and others have completed their No. 11, 
on the George Stevens land, in 21-28-20, which 
started at 140 barrels a day. E. W. Moore 
and associates have drilled in their No. 7, on 
the N. (M. McCann farm, in 14-28-19, and are 
rejoicing over a 100-barrel producer. 


AMONG THE REFINERIES. 


The Avis Refining Company announces its 
Wells process cracking plant at Jacksboro, 
Tex., is now in full and successful operation. 
This is said to be an ideal plant, costing over 
$200,000. Refiners are invited to witness the 
operation of this plant. It is located about 
twelve miles from Jacksboro, in the midst of 
a large number of small shallow wells. 

It is stated on good authority that several] 





“jitney’’ refineries are to be built in Iowa and 
other Northern Sattes and operated by job- 
bers, who will dispose of the products through 
their own stations. 

Col. B. W. Dunn, o? the Bureau of Pxplo- 
sives, has expressed a desire to meet the 
Western refiners and address them: with ref- 
erence to methods of safe transportation of 
gasoline and other highly inflammable products 
of petroleum. The Western Petroleum Refin- 
ers’ Association has extended Colonel Dunn an 
invitation to address them at a special meet- 
ing to be called at his convenience. This will 
probably take place in the near future. Colonel 
Dunn contends that if a little practical knowl- 
edge of how to have handled the car at Ard- 
more had been practiced the death of forty- 
seven persons might have been averted. Cvlonel 
Dunn says what should have been done when 
it was found the car was leaking was to 
have turned streams of water on it to cool 


‘the gasoline inside, and instead of removing 


the valve in the dome to have wrapped it with 
wet gunny sacks. The rules issued by. the 
bureau provide that 2 per cent. of the inside 
space shall be left vacant for expansion. 

The Clover Leaf Oil Company is reported to 
have sold its producing property at Cushing to 
the New State Refining Company. This is one 
of the good producing properties in the north 
end of the Cushing district, and will, if the 
deal has been consummated, give the New 
State Refining Company a supply of crude to 
take care of its immediate needs. 

It is stated on good authority that the re- 
finery property of the Jane Oil and Gas Com- 
pany at Cushing, which recently was disturbed 
‘by unfortunate contracts, is being reorganized 
into the Peerless Refining Company. The re- 
finery is located just outside the city of Cush- 
ing, and is one of the excellent plants of that 
district. 

The Magnolia Pipe Line Company in its an- 
nual report announces that it has made $700,- 
000 net profits operating on Healdton and 
Cushing crude during the eighteen months of 
its existence. When paying 40 cents a barrel 
for Healdton crude it admitted making 11% 
cents a barrel profit, and on Cushing crude the 
statement was made that it made 62 cents a 
barrel profit. 

One of the most important events recently 
among refiners and oil jobbers was the an- 
nouncement today by the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of its elimination of the so-called quan- 
tity fill price. This was a policy inaugurated 
some months ago of delivering at a single fill 
100 gallons of gasoline at one cent a gallon 
under the tank wagon price. The policy was 
adopted early last spring by the Standard in 
response to a custom which had grown up 
among other marketers of allowing certain 
large consumers a discount of one cent a gal- 
lon under the market. Then came the quan- 
tity fill price, and every one was hurt. Then 
the independents, one by one and two by two, 
began to eliminate the quantity fill practice. 
This came when the tank car price began to 
soar and wipe out the marginal profits. When 
the jobbers to a very large extent stopped giv- 
ing one cent under the market on 100-gallion 
sales the Standard did also. 

There will be a meeting of the Kansas Oil 
Jobbers’ Association at Wichita next Saturday. 
It is expected ‘Attorney R. L. Welch, of the 
Western Oi] Jobbers’ Association, and H. G. 
James, secretary of the Western Petroleum 
Refiners’ Association, will be present and 
make addresses.

KENTUCKY - TENNESSEE PETRO- 
LEUM FIELDS. 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Barbourville, Ky., Nov. 17, 1915. 
A further strengthening of the crude oil 
market has put Kentucky-Tennessee operators 
on a keen edge, and efforts are now being 
directed toward getting as large a production 
as possible from leases to take advantage of 


the high price prevailing. Kentucky-Tennes- 
see petroleum now commands the best price 
ever quoted, the advances since the beginning 
of the summer season totaling 60 cents per 
barrel. More rigs are now in operation than 
at any time in the past two years, thirty-six 
rigs up and wells drilling constituting the 
record this week. Returns in completed work 
have not been so satisfactory, but with the 
nearing of completion of many scattered tests 
a healthy gain in completed work is expected 
before the end of the present month, 

Interest continues centered in some of the 
newer districts, especially Scott county, Ten- 
nessee, and Estill county, Kentucky. In the 
Scott county field a dozen rigs are up and 
wells drilling. Operators in that field have 
been having hard luck with fishing jobs, this 
delaying half a dozen completions this week. 
Two holes are below 1,000 feet, with bad fish- 
ing jobs. The unknown characten of the 
formations is mostly responsible for these set- 
backs. Some of the Scott county completions 
have now been harnessed up and are making a 
steady production. Accounts of the respective 
yields showing up are highly satisfactory, and 
the trade looks upon the new Scott county 
field as the most satisfactory of new develop- 
ments. The establishment of a satisfactory 
market is an immediate problem for operators, 
as no pipe line has yet been extended to the 
field. Some of the production will be taken 
care of by the tank car method, and operators 
are bending their efforts toward getting a pro- 
duction sufficient to warrant a pipe line ex- 
tension south from the Wayne county, Ky., 
field. Scott county oil is of heavier gravity 
than the Kentucky product, and some differ- 
ence will probably be made in price. 

In the Kentucky fields late completions have 
been small in capacity, no completion for the 
past week exceeding ten barrels in yield. 
Three new strikes in Lawrence county average 
five barrels each; two Wayne county strikes 
show up for five and ten barrels, respectively, 
while a new ten-barrel strike is reported from 
Wolfe county. Following the invasion of the 
West Virginia territory across from Lawrence 
county by wildcatters a revival of advance 
work will be started in the northeastern end 
of Kentucky. No strikes have yet been report- 
ed on the West Virginia side, but on both 
sides of the Big Sandy River, the dividing 
line, prospects are said to be unusually good 
for the development of new deep sand pools 
and prices are now sufficient to induce a thor- 
ough search. 

Allen county operators are interested in 
plans for the erection of a small refinery at 
either Scottsville or Petroleum, both contig- 
uous to the field. This is a distinct develop- 
ment in Southern Kentucky far removed from 
the pipe lines, and is so located that tank 
car shipments are expensive. A _ profitable

Governments’ Case on Hartiese Law 


QUESTION OF LIABILITY OF NARCOTIC 
DRUG HOLDERS OUTSIDE OF SPECI- 
FIED CLASSES FOR EARLY TEST IN 
SUPREME COURT. 

(Special to, Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Nov. 19. 1915. 
The question whether persons not reg- 
istered and who are not authorized to 
register under the Harrison narcotic law, 
may be successfully prosecuted for hav- 
ing in their possession, unlawfully, any 
of the inhibited habit-forming drugs, is 
to come squarely before the Supreme 

Court of the United States in about ten 

days. The case prepared on behalf of 

the United States Government by As- 
sistant Attorney General Wallace is 
ready for submission to the high court 
and comes up on a case brought from 
the United States District Court at Pitts- 
burgh, wherein one Martin was charged 
with having unlawful possession of opium 
obtained through a registered physician, 
namely, a Chinaman physician, Jin Fuey 
Moy. This case was decided in the Pitts- 
burgh court by the Federal judge who 
quashed an indictment, and in a decision 
announcing that action interpreted the 
eighth section of the Harrison law in its 
reference to “persons” as referring only 
to persons whom, by the act, are required 
to register and pay the special tax in or- 
der to import, produce, manufacture, 
deal.in, dispense, sell or distribute the 
drugs in question. The judge said that 

“there is no allegation in the indictment 

that Martin had in his possession these 

drugs for any of these purposes.’’ 


In concluding an elaborate analysis and 
review of the Harrison law and various 
decisions of the Federal courts bearing 
thereon, the case of the government as 
now prepared, among other things, 
says:— 

It is incredible, therefore, that Congress, in 
passing the Harrison act, which is strictly ia 
pari materia with the other legislation, should 
have intended, by section 8, to allow opium to 
be in the lawful possession of any person who 
Was not required to register and to pay the 
tax; that is, practically in the possession of 
any one. Such a construction would give 
opium and its derivatives a lawful standing in 
this country which would be entirely contrary 
to the general purpose of Congress as indi- 
cated in the other acts referred to above. 

In other words, as has been suggested 
by officials of the Treasury Department, 
if all persons not registered or required 
to pay the tax under the Harrison law or 
are exempt by section 8 of that law, 
may have in their possession, no matter 
huw obtained, opium, cocaine, etc., the 
Harrison law is an injustice in that it 
would penalize physicians and pharma- 
cists in the legitimate handling of these 
habit-forming drugs and allow the great 
mass of illegitimate consumers of the 
drugs to have any quantities of these 
narcotics in their possession. 


After quoting the decision in the United 
States Court in Pittsburgh in the pend- 
ing case, the attorneys of the Department 
of Justice, in preparing the government’s 
ease, which comes up by writ of error 
from the Federal Court in: Pittsburgh, 


cite two other decisions made by district 
courts wherein it is held, among other 
things, that “if Congress had intended 
to require persons to register who had in 
their possession or under their control 
drugs for any purpose other than that 
stated in the act, it would seem that it 
would have been a simple matter to have 
said so. It is clear to my mind that the 
language quoted from the eighth section, 
supra, when read in comnection with the 
first section of the act, refers only to 
those mentioned in the last-named sec- 
tion, and however desirable it may be to 
have that list enlarged, the court is with- 
out authority to do it.” 


Then follows references to other deci- 
sions by the Federal courts in which con- 
trary opinions have been expressed to 
the gavernment case on which is to be 
tested this question as to the scope and 
meaning of section 8 of the Harrison 
law ir its reference to persons who may 
or may not have lawful possession of the 
narcotic drugs, deals very fully with 
every section of the Harrison law, ex- 
plaining what each section means, as to 
who may be registered, persons who are 
exempt from the prohibition of the law, 
the exemption of preparations and rem- 
edies containing small quantities of the 
drugs, etc. Then the government case 
sunimntuses the subject with the follow- 
ng:— , 

We may now be able to understand the 
scheme of legislation disclosed by the first 
seven sections of the act, namely, a class of 
persons who are engaged in a business the 
conduct of which includes legitimately the use, 
dispensing, etc., of the drugs; who must 
register and pay the tax; who can only deal 
in the drugs on order forms; who must make 
reports; who alone can deal in fihterstate com- 
merce in the drugs; and who can only deal 
in the supposedly “innocuous preparations as 
medicines. To enforce the requirements thus 
placed upon this case section 1 explicitly 
makes it unlawful for any person, required to 
register, to produce, etc., the drugs without 
having registered and paid the tax. Section 2 
explicitly makes it unlawful for this same 
class to deal in the drugs except through or- 
der forms, and explicitly makes it unlawful 
to deal in them even in this way except in the 
conduct of a lawful business in the drugs or 
in the legitimate practice of a profession. Sec- 
tion 4 explicitly makes it unlawful for anyone 
but this class to deal in interstate commerce 
in the drugs. From the requirements as to 
registration employes and public officers are 
exempted; from the requirement or order 
forms public officers and physicians, etc., dis- 
pensing to or prescribing for patients; from 
the requirements as to interstate commerce, 
earriers, employes, persons delivering prescrip- 
tions and public. officers. 

It seems clear, therefore, that before section 
8 is reached the registered class—including 
the exemption from that class—and_ the 
manner in which it shall deal in’ the drugs— 
including how it shall have possession of them 
—as well as the matter of interstate commerce 
in the drugs, have been fully dealt with and 
illegal action in that regard appropriately de- 
nounced. In other. words, the matter of 
producing, transporting. or dealing in the 
drugs as a business has been fully dealt 
with and regulated, by registration, by penal 
provisions and by public records, before sec- 
tion 8 is reached. 

We come, then, to section 8. Like section 
4, it starts out with a general declaration that 
it shall be unlawful ‘‘for any person’’ not 
registered and tax. paid.to havethe-drugs-in 
his’ possession. ~Fairly looked at, ‘this would 


seem to be merely the final step in safeguard- 
ing the use of these drugs to which the other 
sections have led up, for which they have 
furnished a firm basis. Having strictly rez- 
ulated and safeguarded the dealing in the 
drugs by authorized persons, their use in in- 
terstate commerce and even the possession of 
them in small quantities, the final, almost in- 
évitable, step is to regulate strictly their pos- 
session by unauthorized persons and where in- 
terstate commerce cuts no figure. This section 
8 does, apparently with perfect clearness, both 
by the implied exemption of the main enact- 
ment and by the express exemptions of the 
proviso. Registered persons by implication 
may have the drugs in their possession; em- 
ployes, persons have them under a prescription 
public officers, warehousemen and carriers by 
express exemption. As to every other person 
except these specified classes the act, in as 
clear language as possible, declares the pos- 
session of the drugs unlawful. Persons who 
cannot bring themselves within the scheme— 
set up and protected by the prior sections—of 
registration, order forms, prescriptions for- 
mally made, and regular dealings in_inter- 
state commerce, persons who are outside of 
this record of the production, transportation 
and use of the drugs are not permitted to have 
possession of them at all. 

It is true that persons required to register 
are, if they do not register, within the pro- 
visions of section 8. This, of course, is an ad- 
ditional penalty upon them, but it is not clear 
why the mere fact of their inclusion should 
require the inference that all others are ex- 
cluded. Without using cumbersome language 
and circumlocution it is hard to see how the 
class which Congress intended to affect, name- 
ly, those who had no legitimate occasion for 
the possession of the drugs, could be covered 
without including those who must register but 
did not; and, as a matter of practical admin- 
istration, since the failure to register be- 
ing a ‘‘requirement” of the act, is punished 
by section 9, it is not probable that section 8 
would be necessary to deal with this class. 

The government case then proceeds to 
discuss the different exemptions men- 
tioned in -_section8, including nurses 
and persons having in their possession 
drugs given on prescription, public offi- 
cials, warehousemen and carriers, and 
showing that by section 6 of the law 
it is plainly implied that the mere pos- 
session by anyone of the preparations 
therein referred to is not authorized ex- 
cept for medicinal purposes. The govern- 
ment case then contains the following 
direct reference to the decision of the 
lower court:— 

The construction given the act by the court 
below does not merely weaken greatly the bene- 
ficial operation of the statute. It leaves the 
matter in a worse plight than before the act 
was passed. If persons who are not conducting 
a lawful business in the drugs and cannot 
therefore register are permitted to have lawful 
possession of the drugs, the traffic in them 
will inevitably be diverted from reputable 
physicians and druggists to the infamous class 
of persons who for gain are willing to pander 
to one of the most lamentable and miserable 
weaknesses of human nature. Such an intent 
on the part of Congress should not be pre- 
sumed. The statute should be given a con- 
struction in accordance with its plain language 
and so as to carry out beneficially its clear 
intent. 

In concluding the government case, the 
Department of Justice officials make a 
brief reference to the question as to the 
constitutionality of the Harrison law and 
say that it is not properly before the 
court in the present case, as the court 
has already held that the only question 





open to this writ of error is the con- 
struction of the law. The government 
counsel then concludes that the judg- 
ment of the court below should be re- 
versed, but makes this reference as to 
the question of the constitutionality of 
the Harrison law:— 

When the question is properly raised it will 
be time to consider whether the act is not con- 
stitutional as an exercise of the taxing power, 
as auxiliary to the right to regulate imports 


into this country from foreign countries, and ° 


as passed in fulfillment of the obligations as- 
sumed by the United States under the conven- 
tion between the United States and other pow- 
ers on the suppression of the abuse of opium 
and other drugs. 

The case prepared in support of the de- 
cision of the Federal Court lin Pitts- 
burgh has not yet reached Washington, 
and the understanding at the Department 
of Justice is that the attorneys om the 
other side are awaiting the completion 
of the government’s side of the case. It 
is expected that both sides will be ready 
to present the case the latter part of this 
month in the high court. 


Sharp Cut in Radium Cost. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Nov. 19, 1915. 
In a formal statement issued by Secre- 
tary Lane regarding the operations of the 
Bureau of Mines, it is sought to be shown 


that the government operations in con- 
nection with the production of radium 
have resulted in producing radium for 
less than one third its present selling 
price. The cost of radium at the Denver 
experiment stations of the bureau was 
given at $37,000 for each gram of radium 
metal. Prices quoted during the past 
two years range from $120,000 to $160,000 
per gram. Secretary Lane in comment- 
ing on’these results says that it “thas at 
least made it possible for two great hos- 
pitals in the country to obtain a goodly 
supply of radium for use in the treatment 
of cancer, that dreadful disease that is 
costing the lives of 75,000 human beings 
every year in the United States. Up to 
the present time five grams of radium 
have been extracted from the carnotite 
ores, and about half of it has been de- 
livered in finished form to the Kelly San- 
itarium in Baltimore and to the Memorial 
Hospital in New York.’’ 


Rosin Grading Legislation Plans. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Nov. 19, 1915. 

The officials of the Bureau of Chem- 
istry in the Department of Agriculture 
will be prepared, when the subject of 
legislation to establish officially rosin 
grades, shall be presented in the coming 
session of Congress, which action is ex- 
pected when the committee on grades 
representing the producers, factors and 
consumers of rosin, shall complete their 
measure for introduction in the House. 

The bureau officials are now studying 
carefully the results of investigations 
made during the past season by field in- 
spectors and are also making every ef- 
fort to obtain supplies of the various 
colored glasses designed for the rosin 
types recommended by the Bureau of 
Chemistry and adopted in the trade gen- 
erally. Irregular transportation and mail 
facilities between this country and Eu- 
rope has prevented the department se- 
curing the necessary supply of colored 
glass for these types, but it is believed 
that by the time any legislation shall be 
agreed upon the bureau will be equippea 
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to supply the trade with these glass 
oR of rosin grades. 

is expected that when the bill is 
presented in Congress that hearings will 
be granted by the committees and the 


officials of the Agricultural Department, - 


as well as the representatives of the 
rosin industry, will be heard thereon.

GLYCERINE MARKET REPORT. 


GLYCERINE.—Though a majority of 
domestic refiners have raised their 
prices for the chemically pure descrip- 
tion to a minimum of 65c. in drums, in 
recognition of the growing scarcity of 
crude grades, due to the recent com- 
plete cutting off of all supplies of the 
soaplye and saponification varieties 
from France and Great Britain, as well 
as from Germany, one American dis- 
tiller continues to quote C. P. goods 
at 60c. in drums, without accommo- 
dating any consumers except regular 
customers. Second hands have also 
generally quoted their “outside” lots 
of Cc. P. at 60@65c. The dynamite 
grade is still in very active demand, 
although the leading explosives makers 
of this country assert that they have 
covered the bulk of their requirements 
for some time to come. Sales of this 
grade have been made of late at 60c., 
but no additional offers are now be- 
ing made at that figure, and up to 
62c. is being asked for such goods. 
Soaplye is still quoted nominally at 
45@50c., and saponification at 50@60c. 
A sale of a small lot of the latter 
crude article was put through of late 
at the inside figure. There is still an 
active demand for the chemically pure 
grade from pharmaceutical and to- 
bacco interests.

He was told by experienced steel 
workers that this was not practical and 
could not be accomplished, but after 
about four years of experimenting and 
designing of special machinery, Mr. Hack- 
ney succeeded in making the only seam- 
léss steel bilged barrel on the market to- 
day. The first barrels were sold in 1907. 
Since this time the sale of these barrels 
have steadily increased until now Mr. 
Hackney’s plant has capacity of about 
eight hundred seamless barrels per day, 
besides several hundred steel drums and 
a quantity of steel tanks for various 
uses, 

Mr. Hackney has worked out a num- 
ber of special machines for the produc- 
tion of this material; his grandfather and 
father were both identified with the steel 
industry and were well known in that line 
of business.

Philadelphia Petroleum Exports. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Philadelphia, Nov. 18, 1915. 

Exports of petroleum in bulk from this 
port during the past week totaled 3,882,500 
gallons. This brings the total bulk ex- 
ports from this port for the year thus 
far up to 133,263,229 gallons, a heavy fall- 
ing off as compared with the same period 
in 1914, when they totaled 170,111,942 gal- 
lons. 

The vessels to clear, their destinations, 
and the nature and value of their cargoes, 
were as follows:—British steamer Chey- 
enne, for Barrow, with 1,000,000 gallons of 
naphtha and 1,000,000 gallons of refined 
petroleum, valued at $160,000; American 
steamer Corning, for Copenhagen, with 
969,411 gallons of refined petroleum, val- 
ued at $38,002.15; Norwegian bark Ferm, 
for Bergen, with 598,109 gallons of refined 
petroleum and 50,903 gallons of gas oil, 
valued in all at $46,763.15; American 
schooner Agnes Manning, for La Pallice, 
with 264,077 gallons of refined petroleum, 
valued at $21,126.16. 

The manifests returned during the same 
period show the following heavy ship- 
ments of the non-explosive mineral oils 
and greases on the merchant vessels 
clearing regularly from this port:—British 
steamer Maine, for London, with 93,481 
gallons of lubricating oil, 47,279 gallons of 
mineral grease, 2,465 gallons of Pennsyl- 
vania 300 oil; British steamer Algeriana, 
for London, with 237,267 pounds of para- 


ffine wax; British steamer Minnesota, for 
London, with 2,244 bags of paraffine wax, 
175 bags of wax, 240,878 gallons of lubri- 
cating oil, 68,635 pounds of mineral grease; 
Danish steamer Tomsk, for Copenhagen, 
with 10,000 gallons of lubricating oil. 

The following vessels are either load- 
ing or are under charter to load cargoes 
of oil here for foreign ports:—Charlois, 
Conrad Mohr, Kasbek, Origen, Tenpaisen 
Maru, Marga, Henry W. Cramp, Fred- 
erick A. Duggan and the Lina. 

The report of the Commissioners of 
Navigation show that during October 
twelve cargoes of oil were brought 
in fromn coastwise ports, aggregating 403,- 
250 barrels, while from foreign ports two 
cargoes of oil were brought to this port, 
aggregating 5,508,000 gallons. 
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Philadelphia Oil Trade Association.

Philadelphia, Nov. 19, 1915. 


With a record of exceptional achieve- 
ment during the past year and enjoying 
an era of prosperity as_individuals, the 
Oil Trade Association of Philadelphia last 
evening not only held its third annual 
meeting and banquet, but incidently made 
merry over the prosperity that their as- 
sociation has helped to bring them. A 
large New York delegation was on hand 
as guests of the Philadelphia representa- 
tives of the oil trade, not only were ac- 
corded a most hearty reception, but also 
received lasting impressions of the value 
cf such an organization in their own City. 
It is understood that steps will imme- 
diately be taken looking to the formation 
of a sister organization in New York, 

Prior to the banquet, the members of 
the association assembled at the third an- 
nual business session, President Thomas 
G. Cooper called the meeting to order at 
the Bellevue-Stratford Hotel at 6.30 p. m., 
and for an hour and a half the accom- 
plishments of the association aud the 
work projected were discussed and acted 
upon. The report of Treasurer Trafton 
Tredick showed a most flattering balance 
with no indebtedness. In this connection 
reports showing that two social affairs 
during the year, a shore dinner in March 
and a shad dinner in May, had done much 
toward bringing the members together, 
but that neither event had,been attended 
with any expense on the part of the or- 
ganization. 

Of exceptional interest was the report 
of the Committee on Credit Information, 
composed of Alfred F. Bracher, chair- 
man; William B. Murray and Charles F. 
Kellom. This report showed that during 
the year hundreds of dollars had been 
collected for thirty-five concerns which 
are members of the association who had 
been unable to make their own collec- 
tions. The committee, it was shown, has 
tabulated an extensive fund of credit in- 
furmation, and it is now at the service 
of the members of the association. 

Another important working arm of the 
association is the Committee on Oil Bills, 
an interesting report for which was made 
by its chairman, A. J. Loos, During the 
session of the Pennsylvania Legislature 
last winter this committee, backed by the 
association, was instrumental in defeat- 
ing five bills, greatly inimical to the in- 
terests of the members of the association 
and oil interests generally. He told of his 
visits to Harrisburg and the hearings ac- 
corded the representatives of the associa- 
tion by the Judiciary General Committee. 
Charles E, Carpenter, a member of the 
association’s committee, who had made 
the trip to Harrisburg, also told of the 
highly satisfactory record made by the 
association’s members in thwarting pro- 
posed injurious legislation. 

The report of the secretary, James H. 
Stevenson, showed that the association 
was not only growing steadily, but that 
it was just as steadily broadening its field 
of usefulness. 

The report of the Committee on Nomi- 
nations, which consisted of C. F, Kellom, 
chairman; H. M. Rogers and William 
Kinzer, was as follows:—For president, 
Thomas G, Cooper; vice-president, Alfred 
F. Bracher; secretary, James H. Steven- 
son; treasurer, Trafton Tredick; for the 
Board of Directors for two years, A. C. 
Woodman, William J. Slack and Charles 
T. Jones. There being but one nominee 
for each of the offices, the secretary was 
instructed to cast the ballot for the entire 
ticket as submitted by the committee. 
With the exception of Directors Wood- 
man and Jones, these officers have occu- 
pied their respective offices since the as- 
sociation was organized and have been 
largely responsible for its excellent work. 


During the meeting offcial acknowledg- 
ment was made of the assembling of the 
members of the association on two occa- 
sions as the guests of two of its mem- 
bers. The first of these was in Septem- 
ber last, when the members were the 
guests of the Union Petroleum Company 
on a tour of inspection of its new plant, 
and a luncheon later at the Manufactur- 
ers’ Club. On the second occasion the 
members were the guests of the Animal 
Products Company at its new plant, and 
following the tour of inspection were en- 
tertained at luncheon at the Bourse. 

At the close of the business session, an 
informal reception was tendered the visit- 
ing New Yorkers and other guests by 
President Cooper and his fellow officers. 
Then the members and guests were 
ushered into the banquet hall. 

A feature of the decorations, typical of 
the oil trade, was an illuminated exhibit 
of Pennsylvania oils and petrolatums of 
many colors, arranged by D. W. Crosset, 
superintendent of the plant of the Union 
Petroleum Company in this city. Favors 
were diminutive oil barrels, suitably in- 
scribed, 

After expressing the pleasure it afford- 
ed the association to have as its guests 
so many well-known representatives of 
the oil trade, and in particular welcoming 
the members of the New York delega- 
tion, President Cooper turned over to 
Charles E. Carpenter the responsibilities 
of toastmaster. In assuming these duties, 
Mr. Carpenter, who is president of E. F. 
Houghton & Co., declared that in every 
way the Oil Trade Association of Phila- 
delphia was living up to its aims of ele- 
vating the standards of the oil business. 

“As the result of its work in these three 
short years,” he declared, ‘‘instead of our 
regarding our competitors as our enemies, 
as heretofore, we now find them our best 
friends.”’ 

Mr. Carpenter announced that he hoped 
the next gathering of the association 
would be at the plant of E. F. Houghton 
& Co. as soon as a large addition being 
erected was completed and ready for in- 
spection. 

The first speaker, M. J. Byrne, of the 
Connecticut Oil Company, discussed the 
benefits of both local and national organi- 
zations in the oil trade, outlining in in- 
teresting form the policies and accom- 
plishments of the Independent Oil Men's 
Association. William Clark Mason, a 
member of the local bar, spoke along the 
lines of organization and the field for 
local work. 

J. Louis Breitinger, a member of the 
Pennsylvania Board of Censors, gave 
some sidelights on legislative work in the 
State that were of particular interest by 
reason of the activities of the associa- 
tion’s own successful efforts in defeating 
unfavorable legislation during the Legis- 
lature’s last session. 

The effect of the association’s work in 
opposing these measures was described 
by Senator Owen B. Jenkins, who was a 
member of the Judiciary General Commit- 
tee, before which the committee of the 
Oil Trade Association appeared. He men- 
tioned the interests that had favored 
these bills and as he closed received an 
ovation when he assured his audience 
that in the future he would make every 
effort to notify the officers of the asso- 
ciation upon the appearance of proposed 
measures effecting their interests and 
would also keep them posted on legisla- 
tive developments, so that they could 
consider and act promptly. 

The difficulties confronted by the pro- 
ducers and marketers of oil in the va- 
rious oil fields of the world were de- 
scribed by E. E. Grant, of Chicago, sec- 
retary of the Independent Oil Men’s As- 
sociation. More co-operation and closer 
organuization, he said, was necessary to 
overcome and rectify these conditions, 
which he explained were more unsettled 
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in the West than they were in the East. 

The greetings of the New York visitors 
to the Philadelphia hosts were conveyed 
by L. F. Atkinson of Fiske Brothers Re- 
fining Company of New York. He dis- 
cussed conditions in that city and admit- 
ted the necessity of an organization of 
oil men there. He predicted that its for- 
mation was not far distant. 

Senator James P, McNichol and Assem- 
blyman John Reynolds spoke briefiy, as- 
suring their hosts of their intention to 
give them any support they might need in 
furthering legislative issues of value to 
the public and to the members of the 
association. 

Other than frequent references to the 
era of business activity that was being 
enjoyed by the members, no mention was 
made to the effect of the war upon the oil 
trade of the country. Neither was there 
complaint of any kind, due to commerce 
between this country and foreign mar- 
kets. It was generally understood, how- 
ever, that manufacturers and jobbers 
are finding a ready market for their goods 
among the agents of the warring nations 
and that the ultimate fate of their car- 
goes, being delivered on the wharves in 
this country, concerns them not at all. 

A number of vaudeville features, given 
between the courses of the excellent 
menu, and the singing of popular airs, 
led by professional singers, added to the 
enjoyment of the evening and emphasized 
the debt that the association owes to the 
following efficient Committee on LEnter- 
tainment:—William P. Murray, chairman: 
Thomas J. McDowell and Richard A. 
W otowitch. 


France Extends Embargo Lis’.

Washington, Nov. 20, 1915.

ties are suspended on imports of butter, 
fresh or salt, and_an embargo is placed 
on exports from French colonies, except 
Tunis and Morccco, of several articles, in- 
cluding carbonate of soda, acetate and 
pyrolognite of lime. Out of France ex- 
ports of natural or artificial corundum in 
grains or powder are prohibited.

General Chemical Company Dividend. 


Directors of the General Chemical Com- 
pany have declared an extra dividend and 
a special dividend amounting to 15 per 
cent. ail told, payable in stock, to own- 
ers of the cumpany’s common shares.

Atlanta May Have an Exchange. 


President E. C, Ponder of the Cotton- 
seed Crushers’ Association of Georgia 
sends the following letter:— 


The Atlanta contingent of the oil mill frater- 
nity now have under consideration the matter 
of organizing a commercial exchange. They 
have had several preliminary meetings, in 
which they were joined by representatives of 
the cotton, grain, fertilizer materials and 
provision industries, all of whom seem enthu- 
siastic about organizing an exchange. Com- 
mittees have been appointed to investigate ex- 
penses, etc., and it has been estimated the 
dues, figuring that the cotton, provision, fer- 
tilizer materials and grain people will join in 
the movement, will amount to about $60 per 
year for active membership. 

The exchange will receive by direct wire 
from New York and Chicago every day all 
quotations on cotton oil, cotton, grain, provi- 
sions, etc. Those who have attended these 
meetings feel that the proposed exchange will 
be a fine thing for our industry, as the ex- 
change headquarters will not only be a place 
where we can secure all the information de- 
sired regarding markets, but will be a splendid 
meeting place for oil mill managers residing 
out of Atlanta when they visit this city. 

It has been suggested to me, therefore, that 
a good many of the oil mills out of the city of 
Atlanta would like to join the exchange as as- 
sociate members. Mr. E. P. McBurney has 
been appointed chairman of all preliminary 
meetings, and has called a meeting of his 
various committees for Thursday of this week, 
at which time he is particularly anxious to get 
a line on about how many would like to join 
the exchange as charter members. He feels 
that $25 would be fair annual dues for asso- 
ciate members. 


No Federal Inquiry into Reported Re- 
tail Drug Store Merger. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Nov. 19, 1915. 

A statement published here to the effect 
that the Department of Justice has 
caused an investigation through the 
United States Attorney at Boston of “a 
combination between the United Drug 
Company and the Riker-Hegeman Com- 
pany” is stated by the department offi- 
cials to be incorrect. The department has 
been advised by the United States Attor- 
ney in Boston of a purpose to look into 
this proposed combination, and this ac- 
tion has been approved by the depart- 
ment. No complaints have been made 
to the department, and no information is 
filed there beyond what has been stated 
in the report: of the district attorney. 
Doubt is expressed that any such com- 
bination as is supposed to be taking 
place, being wholly intra-state, could be 
reached under the Federal anti-trust law.

suggested a material curtailment of 
that country’s shipping facilities, have 
exerted a stiffening influence upon the 
American market for such Italian 
products aS manna, juniper berries, or- 
ris root, squills and the Messina 
sences, bergamot and orange oils, 
while news of the withdrawal from 
the Oriental service of numerous ships 
hitherto engaged in the transportation 
of Indian and uinese goods to this 
country has more than counteracted as 
a market influence on these articles 
the cabled refutation of recent re- 
ports that the Suez Canal had been 
closed to navigation temporarily and 
that shipments of these commodities 
would hereafter have to be made 
around the Cape of Good Hope. 

Most prominent among the 
price movements has been a further 
advance in the figures asked by local 
importers and other handlers for opium 
in all forms, in consequence of the 
increasing difficulties attending all ef- 
forts to obtain the gum from Turkey 
and Macedonia. On the other hand, 
there has been a material weakening 
of prices named by second hands, who 
still control the market, for their “out- 
side” holdings of quinine salts, due to 
recent comparatively heavy arrivals 
of the sulphate and alkaloid descrip- 
tions from London. Domestic manu- 
facturers of the salts, however, con- 
tinue to offer their output in a limited 
way to their regular customers on the 
bulk previously mentioned. 

Acetate of lime has reflected further 
the additional uplift of prices for ace- 
tate of lime. Ethyl alcohol has also 
moved upward again, On an active ex- 
port well on a brisk domestic 
demand, but there have been no 
changes in the quotations for the me- 
thyl and denatured grades. Needle 
and butter antimony have likewise 
been raised still further on a growing 
shortage of the metal here. Benzol 
and toluol have also been marked up, 
as the foreign demand for their prin- 
cipal derivatives, needed in the manu- 
facture of munitions of war, has 
reached even larger proportions. Caf- 
feine alkaloid has also been boosted on 
increasing scarcity. Chloroform has re- 
flected the advanced cost of acetate 
of lime and alcohol. Castor oil has 
been foremost among the East Indian 
product derivatives to reveal the ef- 
fects of the increasing cost of such 
goods—castor beans or seed in this 
instance. Russian cantharides and er- 
got have been advanced with the clos- 
ing of the port of Archangel to navi- 
gation for the winter and this influence 
has also been felt in lycopodium. Nor- 
wegian codliver oil, which has become 
seareer, has also been restored to the 
levels which it reached during the 
height of the ‘‘squeeze” at the outset 
of summer, but coumarin, which is 
in less active demand and better sup- 
ply, has been offered down slightly. 

Glycerine, of the chemically pure de- 
scription is still quoted more or less 
nominally by some domestic distillers 
at 60 cents in drums, but is being more 
firmly held by other refiners at 62@65 
cents, and “outside” lots are also being 
held at figures ranging from 69 to 65 
cents, in view of the shutting off of 
foreign crude supplies and a steality 
growing demand for the dynamite 
grade, which is being quoted at 50@60c. 
according to holder. 

Other commodities which have been 
advanced on an increasing shortage 
of late include guarana, Haarlem oil, 
menthol, naphthaline, liquid styrax, 
benzoic acid, in second hands; balsam 
copaiba, balsam Peru, balsam tolu, bay 
oil, camphor oil, cassia oil, Ceyon cin- 
namon oil, clove oil, juniper berry oil, 
artificial mustard oil, one brand of 
peppermint oil in bottles, West Indian 
sandalwood oil, Hungarian chamomile 
flowers, clover tops, amber sorts of 
gum arabic, gum asafoetida, gum eu- 
phorbium, myrrh sorts, pulsatilla herb, 
savory leaves, Alexandria and Tinne- 
velly senna leaves, gentian- root, un- 
bleached Jamaica ginger root, North- 
western senega root, Spanish anise 
seed, French fennel seed, Manchurian 
hemp seed, No. 1 Saigon rolls of cas- 
sia, Japan chillies, Zanzibar cloves, No. 
1 Penang mace, medium and small 
sizes of nutmegs, Aleppy and Telli- 
cherry pepper and nitrate of silver. 
Bromine has been advanced to a nomi- 
nal quotation of $2.50 and there is al- 
most none available even at this figure. 

Concessions and outright reductions 
have been made in prices for Spanish 
sage leaves, French marjoram, thyme 
leaves, Tahiti vanilla beans, hulled 
millet seed, decorticated, cardamoms, 
and natural coriander seed.

Macedonia, due to the con-

ALCOHOL.—AIll ethyl spirits have 
been raised 4c. further, on the growing 
reduction of spot stocks and heavy 
contracting for the output of domestic 
uistillers by foreign consumers. The 
revised quotations are $2.62@2.64 for 188 
proof; $2.64@2.68 for 190 proof, U. S. P.; 
$2.66@2.68 tor cologne spirit, 190 proof; 
$2.68@2.70 for strictly grain, 188 proof. 
Refined wood or methyl grades con- 
tinue to be quoted at 50@52ec. for 95 
per cent.; 55@57c. for 97 per cent., and 
at 85c. for purified descriptions, while 
denatured spirits are still being of- 
fered at 45@47c. for 180 proof and 46@ 
48c, for 188 proof goods. The inside 
figures are those named for carload 
lots and the outside prices are those 
asked for single barrel lots. The prices 
for five-barrel lots are a cent higher 
than the carload lot figures and a cent 
lower than the single barrel quotations. 

ANTIMONY.—Needle antimony has 
been raised again, this time to the ex- 
tent of 5c., making the revised quo- 
tation 30c., in consequence of a fur- 
ther advance in the cost of the metal. 
Butter antimony has also been marked 
up to 20@22c. Sales of all grades of 
antimony in Shanghai for 1914 are re- 
ported to have shown an increase of 
6,154 tons, valued at $225,066. This 
metal went to Japan, Great Britain, 
France and the United States in es- 
pecially large quantities. 

BPENZOL.—As a result of the stead- 
ily augmented takings and demands of 
the belligerent nations for the’ prin- 
cipal derivatives used in the manu- 
facture of munitions of war, domestic 
makers have raised their prices for 
this hydrocarbon to a minimum of 90c., 
while asking up to $1 per gallon in 
some instances for both 100 per cent. 
and 90 per cent. water white goods. 

BROMIDE.—Potassium and sodium 
preparations have becume sv scarce of 
late that some second hands, who con- 
trol the situation in these goods, have 
raised their prices to the abnormal 
level of $4.75 for both these articles. 
Other preparations are likewise in 
scanty supply, but continue to be of- 
fered at previously mentioned figures. 

BROMINE.—This article is almost 
unobtainable at any figure, but is still 
being quoted nominally at $2.50. 

CAFFEINE.—Alkaloid is in very 
light supply and, as the demand, es- 
pecially for export, continues to reach 
large proportions, local holders have 
raised their prices still further and 
are now asking $11.50@12 for their 
meager stocks. Citrated continues to 
be quoted at $6.50. 

CANTHARIDES.—Russian flies are 
in greatly diminished supply and very 
strongly held by all local handlers, in 
view of the recent closing of the port 
of Archangel to navigation for the 
winter. Revised quotations are $4.50@ 
4.60 for the whole flies, and $4.50@4.75 
for the powdered goods. Chinese flies 
are ‘still being quoted at $1,25@1.35, and 
the powdered grade at $1.50@1.60. 

CASTOR OIL.—Two additional aa- 
vances of a cent each have been made 
within the week in the prices asked 
for this commodity, in consequence of 
the greatly advanced cost of the beans 
or seed, which has been materially 
affected of late by the imposition of 
an East Indian colonial government 
export tax and the recent serious cur- 
tailment of shipping facilities from 
that country to the United States. 
These latest revisions in the prices 
have made the new asking figures of 
the domestic pressers:—13@13%c. per 
pound for the No. 1 description in bar- 
rels; 183%@1l4c. for this varietp in cases, 
and 12%@12\4c. for the No. 3 grade in 
barrels. 

CHLOROFORM.—Further advances 
in the cost of alcohol and acetate of 
lime have brought about an additional 
sharp uplift in the prices asked for 
this anaesthetic, which is now being 
quoted by domestic makers at a mini- 
mum of 50c., the revised quotations 
being 50c. in 50-pound lots, 52c. in 25- 
pound lots, and 55c. in smaller quan- 
tities, with the purified grade for an- 
aesthesia purposes commanding 10 
cents more. 

COCOA BUTTER.—An exceptionally 
active demand is reported for this com- 
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modity, which is being very strongly 
maintained by local makers on a bulk 
basis of 40c. for prime domestic. 
Wrapped fingers in 12-pound boxes 
are likewise being quoted at 40@42c. 
Although supplies of raw cocoa ars 
more liberal than for some time, prices 
for the beans in this market continue 
relatively high and a strong upward 
tendency is still reported. An urgent 
demand continues to be noted for 
domestic consumption and for export. 
The direct European demand is enor- 
mous from every consuming country 
except Germany and Austria, which 
are also believed to be obtaining some 
supplies from America by indirect 
shipments. Considerable activity in 
cocoa beans, cocoa powder and cocoa 
butter is looked for here for some 
time to come. 

CODLIVER OIL.—Norwegian oil has 
been marked up $2.50 again, as spot 
stocks have become depleted once 
more, without much prospect for re- 
plenishment from the country of pro- 
duction. Local handlers have with- 
drawn all offers at $77.50 for this oil, 
and are now asking a minimum of $80 
for several brands, while quoting up to 
$82.50 for some brands. Newfoundland 
oil continues to be offered, however, at 
$63 @65. 

COUMARIN.—Refined goods are in 
slightly more liberal supply, in conse- 
quence of a recent shrinkage in the 
demand and a consequent moderate 
accumulation of supplies here. Some 
local holders are now offering their 
stocks at $6.75, but others are ask- 


ing $7. 

EPSOM SALT.—An active demand 
continues to be noted for this article, 
which is being strongly held at 3%c 
for crude and at a minimum of 4c. 
for the U. S. P. description. It has 
recently been learned that an epsom 
salt deposit of considerable extent has 
been discovered in a lake near Oroville, 
Okanogan county, State of Washing- 
ton. More than 1,500,000 pounds of 
this salt, of a 98 per cent. variety, 
have already been taken from this lake 
mine and shipped over the lines of the 
Great Northern Railroad Company 
within the last few weeks to New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago 
and Pittsburgh. The lake mine was 
found about two years ago. The salt 
washes into the lake with the spring 
rains and melting snows and forms 
in crystals 18 inches thick on the bot- 
tom of the lake. These crystals are 
taken from the lake and dried for 
chemical use. As the deposit of salt 
in the lake is replaced each year, there 
is little likelihood that it will ever be- 
come exhausted. The freight rate on 
shipments of this salt from Washing- 
ton is $15 a ton in carload lots to New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia and Pitts- 
burgh, but only $10 for Chicago. 

ERGOT.—With the recent closing of 
the port of Archangel for the winter, 
prices asked for Russian ergot, which 
has become very scarce here, have 
been advanced 3c. to 75@80c. Spanish 
goods continue to be quoted at 85@90c. 
Latest arrivals at the local port have 
included 32 bags from Liverpool on the 
steamship Norseman. 

FUSEL OIL.— Domestic manufac- 
turers are still in control of the situa- 
tion and are asking for their output 
$2.90@3.25 for the crude oil, according 
to amylic alcohol content; $4 for re- 
fined oil and $3.50 for amy]! acetate.

GUARANA.—With a recent further 
reduction of spot stocks, prices have 
been raised to $1.25@1.35 for the whole 
goods and to $1.25@1.40 for the pow- 
dered description.

INDUSTRIAL 


Although many leading industrial 
stocks were under pressure during the 
interval, the undertone of the general 
market was firm. Notwithstanding an 
advance in the railway shares, there 
was a feeling that while the indus- 
trials had perhaps in several instances 
discounted the return of prosperous 
conditions temporarily, the railroads 
had not as a whole profited enough by 
the great increase in cross-country 
transportation which is bound to be re- 
vealed in future reports. In the group 
of Standard Oil stocks there was con- 
siderable activity and strength. This 
was said to be warranted by an enur- 
mous movement of petroleum reflected 
by advances for all grades of crude 
and refined products. The most tan- 
gible evidence of this very pronounced 
improvement, and the large increase of 
earnings resulting was given by the in- 
crease of the South Penn Oil Company 
dividend of $3 and $2 extra. This is 
the first extra dividend declared since 
the revival of the oil business from the 
1914 depression and is undoubtedly the 
forerunner of other generous extra dis- 
tributions. 

In regard to the South Penn Oil 
Company's dividend, it may be statea 
the directors announced the declara- 
tion of $2 additional in connection with 
the regular quarterly payment of $3 
per share. Three, six and nine months 
ago a dividend of $3 quarterly only 
was paid. Between June 30, 1914, and 
March 31, 1915, no dividend was paia. 
During the quarterly periods ended 
December 31, 1913, March 31, 1914, and 
June 30, 1914, the present rate of -$3 
quarterly and $2 extra was paid. 

Advices from Montreal state that the

ment of shipping facilities between 
Italy and this country, which now 
threatens to cause a shortage in these 
goods here. To date, however, there 
has been no reflection in the way of 
an actual advance in price for these 
berries. Local handlers still offer their 
stocks at 3%@4c., according to quality. 


BEANS. 


VANILLA.—A strong undertone per- 
vades the entire market for these 
beans, in consequence of steadily in- 
creasing buying by extract makers 
and the serious damage wrought in 
the 1915-1916 crop of Mexican beans 
by the recent cyclone in the Papantla 
and Gutierrez-Zamora regions of Mex- 
ico, which will probably necessitate 
the conversion of a large quantity of 
the new crop whole beans into cuts. 
Latest arrivals of Mexican beans here 
have included 32 cases from Vera 
Cruz on the steamship Esperanza. 
Curers in the producing regions are 
paying the native planters $3.50, Mex- 
ican silver, for the new crop whole 
beans, in green state, and 24 pesos, or 
about $1.50, American money, for the 
cuts. Only a few relatively small lots 
of the 1914-1915 Mexican crop beans 
remain in Vera Cruz, and New York 
operators continue very firm in their 
views, asking $3.50@4.50 for most 
brands of the whole Mexican beans, 
and even up to $5 for some superior 
qualities, while quoting cuts at $2.75@ 
3.25, as to quality. 

Bourbons are in only light supply 
here, and the Paris market is also re- 
ported to be but scantily stocked with 
these beans. Latest arrivals here have 
included 48 cases from Bordeaux on

CASSIA.—The recent curtailment of 
China’s shipping facilities has inspired 
an upward movement in prices asked 
for this oil, which has carried asking 
figures to $1@1.05 for the 75@80 per 
cent. technical description, to $1.05@ 
1.10 for the ordinary lead-free quality, 
to $1.25@1.30 for the U. S. P. lead-free 
variety and to $1.35@1.45 for the re- 
distilled grade. 

CINNAiMON.—As a sequel to the re- 
cent sharp. uplift in the cost of the 
spice, local holders have raised their 
quotation for this oil to $12@12.50. 

CLOVES.—In sympathy witi the re- 
cent advance in the cost of the spice, 
distillers of this oil have raised their 
prices 17%@20c., and are now gener- 
ally asking $1.35@1.37% for this oil 
in cans, while in some instances quot- 
ing up to $1.40. In bottles, they are 
demanding $1.3744@1.40. 

JUNIPER BERRIES.—Sharp  ad- 
vances in the Austrian and other pri- 
mary markets for this oil have been 
reflected here of late, as spot stocks 
have become depleted, and local hold- 
ers are now demanding a minimum of 
$2.75, while asking up to $3 in some 
instances. The twice rectified oil is 
virtually unobtainable at any figure, 
though nominally also quoted at $2.75 
@3. 

LEMON.—A fair demand is reported 
here, but as supplies of this Messina 
essence continue more than adequate 
for all requirements, local operators 
are still offering it at $1 and $1.05 for 
most brands, and at $1.10 for one well- 
known brand.

Saturday Noon, Novy. 20, 1915. 

The strong position of the soda situa- 
tion has been accentuated during the 
interval by an additional advance in 
soda ash. This chemical has estab- 
lished a new high record and the mar- 
ket shows every indication of going 
higher. It is intimated that produc- 
tion has been over sold and there is a 
pronounced scarcity of additional 
offerings for nearby shipment. Late 
advances in caustic soda and bicar- 
bonate of soda have been fully sus- 
tained. New high prices for acetate 
of lime are reported, and acetic acid 
prices have responded to the strength 
in basic material. Oxalic and tartaric 
acids are holding recent advances. The 
other important acids are sold so 
heavily ahead that buyers are experi- 
encing considerable difficulty in plac- 
ing any business for additional offer- 
ings for nearby shipment. The strength 
in copper metal has been reflected in 
an advance in copper sulphate. Bleach- 
ing powder is higher on spot on a scar- 
city of offerings. The bleach market 
is very firm and it is reported that 
production thas been heavily sold 
ahead. Carbonate of potash has been 
advanced in all departments owing to 
limited holdings. Chlorate of potash 
on spot is higher for the same reason. 
Carbon tetrachloride is firmer with 
sellers asking 19@2lc. per pound for 
spot, against a previous quotation of 
18@20c. per pound. Needle antimony 
and antimony oxide are nominally 
higher, with prices subject to the views 
of individual sellers. 

Advices from Holland state that the 
chemical market is very dull. German 
potashes of high degree are not al- 
lowed to come in. English caustic soda, 
as well as bleaching powder, is sold 
out and not to be had here. Dutch 
potashes are very scarce and prices are 
going higher. The market is very quiet; 
only for oils it is excited. English oils 
and fatty acids are sold here frequently 
at high prices, although Dutch linseed 
oil is very low. 

Below is a detailed market report of 
the principal items of chemical inter- 
est, also a summary of the London and 
Liverpool chemical markets and a 
table of prices of chemicals in Hol- 
land:— 

HEAVY CHEMICALS, 

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—No fur- 
ther advance has been recorded in this 
item, although dealers’ views are very 
firm on the basis of previous quota- 
tions. Shipments against standing con- 
tracts are reported normal. Dealers 
quote car lots at 1.20c. for bulk and 
1.30c. for kegs, f. o. b. works. A pre- 
ium of 1-5c. is exacted on all deliver- 
ies in this territory, less the usual dis- 
count terms, 


BLEACHING POWDER.—The con- 
tinued scarcity of spot offerings has 
resulted in an advance in prices and 
immediate shipments are now held at 
5%@5%c. per pound. It is stated that 
almost all of the leading domestic pro- 
ducers have sold their output heavily 
ahead and that very little additional 
stock is offered for sale for nearby de- 
livery. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Spot prices remain 
about the same as quoted in our pre- 
vious report. Consuming demand for 
additional lots is relatively quiet, but 
there is an enormous movement in 
progress against standing contract or- 
ders. Dealers quote 5%4@5téc. for 76 
per cent. Domestic contracts covering 
delivery over next year are held at 
3%c. per pound and upward for 76 per 
cent., on the basis of 60 per cent. at 
the usual 10c. advance. 

SAL SODA.—An appreciable ad- 
vance in crude material has created a 
firmer tone to the market for sal soda, 
and it is generally expected that higher 
prices will be in order in the near fu- 
ture. Sellers quote .60c. and up, in bar- 
rels, f. o. b. shipping point, less the 
usual discount terms. For spot lots of 
concentrated, 14%c. was the nominal 
quotation. 


SODA ASH.—An additional advance 
of 10c. per hundred pounds has been 
recorded in this market. Sales have 
been unusually heavy, and in some 
quarters it was intimated that output 
had been oversold. Single car lots of 


58 per cent. are held at $1.05. Large 
contracts of light 58 per cent. are 
quoted at $1 per 100 pounds, basis of 
48 per cent., in bags; $1.10, basis of 48 
per cent., in barrels, carload lots, f. o. 
b. makers’ works. The 48 per cent. test 
is quoted at $1.10 per 100 pounds in 
bags, carload lots, f. o. b. makers’ 
works. Less than carload lots are 
quoted at 10c. per 100 pounds, basis of 
48 per cent., over carload quotations. 


ACIDS. 

ACETIC.—An advance in acetate of 
lime has resulted in an upward revision 
of acid prices. There is a notable 
scarcity of spot offerings of and owing 
to the sold-up condition of the market. 
At the close dealers quoted 3%@4%c. 
for 28 per cent., the inside figure being 
named for car lots. The 56 per cent. 
test is held at 9@10c. per pound. The 
glacial 9914 per cent. variety is held 
nominally at 35c. a pound in barrels. 

MURIATIC.—Former prices are be- 
ing firmly maintained by leading deal- 
ers, and the market retains a strong 
position, with offerings limited. | The 
market is nominally quoted on the 
basis of 14%@2c. for 18 degrees in car- 
boys, the inside figure being for round 
lots. 


NITRIC.—Buyers are expertencing 
difficulty in finding additional offer- 
ings of this acid for immediate ship- 
ment. Production is so heavily sold 
ahead that scarcely any spot offerings 
are obtainable. The market is quoted 
nominally on the basis of 64@6%éc. for 
36 degrees, while other grades are be- 
ing quoted proportionately higher, ac- 
cording to strength. 

OXALIC.—Second hands are offering 
in a limited way at 50@5lc. a pound on 
spot. There is a pronounced scarcity 
of available material and little favor- 
able prospect of replenishment in the 
near future. 

SULPHURIC. — Additional offerings 
for nearby shipment are scarce on ac- 
count of the sold-up condition of out- 
put. Regular cOntract shipments are 
enormous, and no surplus offerings are 
noted. Quotations are nominal; 60 de- 
grees is quoted 1@1\%c.; 66 degrees is 
quoted 1%@2%c.; battery acid in car- 
boys, 14%@2%c., and oleum at 2@2%c., 
in drums and tank cars. 

TARTARIC.—The advance noted in 
our previous report has been fully sus- 
tained oy leading dealers. Local hold- 
ings are reported light and well held. 
Jobbers are asking 50@5lic. on _ spot, 
while large dealers quote 49c. for pow- 
dered and 50c. for crystals. Cream of 
tartar is held at 36c. a pound on spot. 


MISCELLANEOUS CHEMICALS, 


ACETATE OF LIME.—The 
extent of consuming demand for ace- 
tone and acetic acid has taxed the 
capacity of lime producers, and prices 
have registered an advance of %e. 
pound during the interval. Dealers 
now quote 5@5.10c. per pound, accord- 
ing to quantity.

ALUM.—An active consuming inquiry 
is reported for the different grades of 
alum. There is a pronounced scarcity 
of the potash grades, and demand is 
being supplied by the ammonia varie- 
ties, which are quoted at 4c. for lump, 
44%4c, for ground. Sulphate of alumina 
is held at 2@2%c. for high grade and 
1%@1%c. for low grade.

BLUE VITRIOL.—The upward tend- 
ency of the copper metal market has 
created a firmer position for sulphate, 
and makers have advanced prices to 
7@74c., the inside figure representing 
the car lot quotation, and the outside 
the price for smaller quantities. 

BRIMSTONE.—A fair consuming in- 
quiry prevails for this commodity. 
The congested shipping situation has 
a tendency to delay deliveries, but the 
market retains a firm tone with prices 
unchanged. Sellers quote $22@22.50 
per long ton, according to point of de- 
livery. 

CARBONATE OF POTASH.—The 
searcity of spot offerings is more, pro- 
nounced and dealers’ views are firmer. 
Demand is necessarily restricted on 
account of the limited extent of sup- 
plies. Dealers quoted calcined, 80@85 
per cent., 30c.; 96@98 per cent., 35c.;

LIVERPOOL CHEMICAL MARKET. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Liverpool, Nov. 12, 1915. 

Owing to the scarcity of supplies of heavy 
chemicals the difficulty experienced by buyers 
in placing new orders becomes more accentu- 
ated day by day. The directors of Messrs. 
Brunner, Mond & Co., Ltd., have just de- 
clared an interim dividend on the ordinary 
stock for the six months ending September 30 
at the rate of 22% per cent. per annum, as 
against 20 per cent. for the same period of 
last year. 

Ammonia ash is practically fully sold for 
the balance of this year, while for forward de- 
livery the quotations are nominally unchanged, 
the range for tierces as to market being about 
as follows:—Forty-eight per cent., £3 10s.@ 
£4 15s.; 58 per cent., £3 12s. 64.@£5 per ton. 
Bags, 5s. per ton under price for tierces. 

Soda crystals are without change, generally 
selling at i3 6d. per ton, less 5 per cent. 
for barrels and 7s. less for bags, with special 
terms for certain export markets, 

Caustic soda very scarce, and in the absence 
of sellers quotations are quite nominal, any 
odd parcels offered being speedily cleared at 
fancy figures. 

Bleaching powder output is fully contracted 
for, and nothing to spare as regards fresh 
export orders. 

Sulphate or ammonia is selling to a moder- 
ate extent, but sellers are very conservative 
in their ideas and £16 per ton, less 2% per 
cent. is about nearest value today for good 
gray 24@25 per cent. in double bags f. o. b.

There has been very little change in 
the position of fertilizer materials dur- 
in the week. Most materials are re- 
ported to be strong, but demand from 
the consuming trades is not especially 
active and this tends to keep values on 
a steady basis. Nitrate of soda prob- 
ably leads in the amount which is be- 
ing consumed, but the fertilizer trade 
is not the largest buyer at present, as 
the call from the explosives trade re- 
mains much larger than usual. Prices 
for nitrate are firm, with ocean 
freights holding at high levels. Blood 
and tankage are rather quiet, but 
holders are not forcing matters and 
are not offering concessions in order to 
stimulate trading. Another possible 
source of potash is reported this week 
and our Washington correspondent 
states that the Geological Survey has 
given attention to the tailings piled up 
at the concentration mills of the big 
copper mines in the West. The report 
states that the “porphyry” ores which 
are being mined by the millions of tons 
annually contain several times as much 
potash as copper, and this remains in 
the tailings at the mills, material al- 
ready finely ground and in condition 
for treatment, as well as easily ac- 
cessible for shipment. This potash, 
however, is locked up in the form of 
silicate minerals, and the commercial 
extraction of potash from silicates has 
been for several years the subject of 
earnest study by industrial chemists. 
If this problem can be solved, it would 
appear that a large tonnage of potash- 
bearing material is available in the 
Western States. 

Sulphate of ammonia is about the 
Same as last reported, but the recov- 
ery in exchanve rates is favorable for 
a firmer market. Acid phosphate is 
firm, with stocks comparatively small. 
Phosphate rock is unchanged and this 
material is about the weakest in the 
list of fertilizer materials. Fishing op- 
erations are about over and the catch 
of fish has been far below normal, so 
that the situation in the market for 
fish scrap is unsatisfactory and what- 
ever supplies are in sellers’ hands are 
held for high prices. 

For reports of the Baltimore, Chi- 
cago and Atlanta fertilizer markets 
refer to index on page 23. Detailed re- 
ports on the separate articles of the 
local market follow:— 

NITROGENEOUS FERTILIZERS. 

CYANAMID.—AIll shipping positions 
up to the end of the year are fully 
covered with contracts, and only lim- 
ited tonnages are available in specific 
positions for the months of January, 
February and March. Present quota- 
tions on the same and for all pos!i- 
tions to next April are on the basis of 
$2.48 per unit of ammonia f. o. b. 
Niagara Falls. The sales and distribu- 
tion of this material for the fertilizer 
year ending April 1, 1916, will be the 
largest in the history of the company. 
It is anticipated that the fertilizer 
trade during this period will consume 
nearly as much cyanamid as the com- 
bined tonnage of the other two min- 
eral ammoniates. 

BLOOD AND TANKAGE.—While 
demand for these animal ammoniates 
is said to have been but moderate the 
market is holding a strong position 
and values show no reduction from 
the levels reported a week ago. Stocks 
are not large and are well controlled. 
Offers for shipment are firmer than 
for.spot. Market prices are quoted at 
$3.25 for tankage and $3.40 for dried 
blood. A report from the London mar- 
ket says the market for these animal 
ammoniates is firm on small offerings. 
Freight conditions stand in the way of 
any substantial increase to our stocks, 
and any prices that could be quoted 
are very nominal. Some bone and 
meat meal, analyzing 6% per cent. and 
25 per cent., has been offered during 
the past week at £6. 10s. on rail. Buy- 
ers regard the figure as dear, and are 
not disposed to trade until they are 
compelled to. 

FISH SCRAP.—Reports of other 
boats cutting out this week are heard 
and the season is rapidly approaching 
a close. No hope is held out that 
there will be any material amount of 
scrap produced in the remainder of 
the season and with stocks very small 
there is no chance for an easing off 
in prices. The season has been one 
of the poorest in the history of the 
trade in recent years and no well- 
founded explanation can be given for 
this state of affairs. Demand for scrap 
is slow and its use is being restricted 
to those who actually need it in mak- 
ing established brands of fertilizers. 
Prices are quoted at $3.50@3.75 and 10 
f. o. b. works. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Ocean frefghts 
remain a big factor in the market for 
nitrate of soda, and as they are hold- 
ing at high levels, the price for nitrate 
in domestic markets shows no disposi- 
tion to go to lower figures. The mar- 


ket on the West Coust also is reported 
to be holding firm, and while this sit- 
uation lasts there are no prospects for 
a decline in prices here. Production of 
nitrate is rather large and the sta- 
tistical position of the market is not 
entirely in favor of high prices, but the 
statistical position has been disre- 
garded in the past and may not have 
much influence in the immediate fu- 
ture.. While stocks at certain points of 
Europe are said to be large, this is not 
the case in this country. It is true 
that imports for this year to date are 
the largest in the history of the trade. 
but these stocks have been taken off 
the market and apparently have been 
consumed by the abnormal demand for 
the making of explosives. It is now 
reported that the Panama Canal will 
be closed for the next six months, and 
this is likewise a bullish feature to the 
present market, since it means a 
firmer situation in freights for that 
period. Quotations for nitrate are 
given at $2.90@2.95 per 100 pounds. 

SULPHATE OF AMMQNIA.—The 
recovery in exchange has given a 
firmer tone to the market for sulphate, 
but the situation has varied very little 
in the week and market prices are still 
reported at $3.55 per 100 pounds for 
foreign, and domestic material is about 
out of the market, as the output 
sold ahead. Demand for sulphate is 
not heavy, and this is a factor in keep- 
ing values from advancing. Mail ad- 
vices on the foreign market say that 
strength continues to characterize the 
market in sulphate of ammonia, and 
more trade is passing at the enhanced 
figures. 3uyers have been reported at 
Leith during the past week at £15 7s. 
6d., with sellers asking £15 10s., and 
furthermore, stipulating for a_ slight 
premium for January-June. The mar- 
ket is certainly in a very sound posi- 
tion from the point of view of holders 
of sulphate of ammonia, and there 
no reason why they should hurry to 
get rid of their stocks. As much as 
£15 15s. is mentioned in certain hope- 
ful quarters as quite a possible price 
for the next few weks, and even £16 
has been suggested. The burst of buy- 
ing that is going on now may, how- 
ever, lead to more limited business in 
the ensuing winter months. Produc- 
tion is generally smaller and more 
difficult, and the objection on the part 
of makers to engage themselves far 
ahead is more marked every day. 

PHOSPHATES, 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—The high prices 
now quoted for sulphuric acid are said 
to have caused some makers of acid 
phosphate to discontinue its manufac- 
ture and to sell the acid instead. In- 
quiry for acid phosphate has been good 
and the small stocks offered by sellers 
holds prices very firm, and the high 
level is said to lie in the future. Prices 
are quoted at $14 for 16 per cent. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—A summary 
of the various processes for treating 
phosphate rock has been prepared by 
the Department of Agriculture and 
gives some interesting information on 
this subject. The market for all grades 
of rock is rather quiet at present, and 
there are no features brought to light 
as a result of the week’s trading. Val- 
ues are not advancing, and offers are 
free at the comparatively low levels 
which prevail. Quotations are on a 
basis of:—Florida land pebble, $1.75@ 
3.25 f. o. b. Port Tampa; South Caro- 
lina kiln dried, $3.50@3.75 f. o. b. Ashley 
River; Florida high grade rock, 77 per 
cent., $5@6.25 f. o. b. Florida ports; Ten- 
nessee rock, 70@80 per cent., $6@6.50 f. 
0. b. Mount Pleasant; 75 per cent., 
granulated, $4@5, and 68@72 per cent. 
$4.25@4.50. F 

POTASH SALTS, 

About the only interest in the mar- 
ket for potash salts has been found in 
the case of muriate of potash. This 
material has been in demand by manu- 
facturers of potash compounds and 
the chemical trade has been the only 
buyer. Resale lots are in evidence, but 
stocks are getting very small and it is 
only a question of a short time before 
the available supplies will be reduced 
to a minimum. As it is the market is 
very high and any inquiry for a round 
lot no doubt would result in a sharp 
advance. Trading was quiet, but some 
sales were made this week at $410 per 
ton, and the closing prices are $420@450 
per ton. Washington advices this week 
refer to the possibility of obtaining 
potash from the porphyry ores of the 
West, but there are difficulties which 
make this rather dubious. The report 
on this subject says that the significant 
fact regarding this possible source of 
potash is that in quantity it is more 
than adequate to meet all the needs 
of the country as measured by present 
consumption of potash. The problem 
of potash extraction from this by- 
product of the copper industry there- 
fore becomes an attractive one for the

Something like quiet has settled down on the 
fertilizer trade in so far as the movement of 
erude stocl is concerned, both the sellers and 
the buyers holding back. The former have 
marked their prices up to a level which the 
latter regard as rather arbitrary and hardly 
justified by the prevailing state of things, but 
this does not trouble the buyers, who take 
the view that since their requirements have 
not yet attained any degre of urgency they are 
disposed to sit back and await developments. 
The sellers, however, have felt impelled to 
udopt somewhat the attitude, -maintain- 
ing that the quotations are certain to remain 
steady and may go even higher, and that the 
buyers will ultimately have to meet the prices 
held out. Who will prove to be right only the 
future can show, but the effect of this test of 
strength is to make the trade for the present 
decidedly uneventful, and no immediate 
change is expected The absence of a brisk 
trade is not in any sense to be attributed to 
weakness or to a discouraging outlook; it is 
rather the encouraging character of the pros; 
pect that has brought about the existing situa- 
tion, for if this were less promising the hold- 
ers of crude stocks would be more inclined to 
make concessions and meet the ideas of the 
buyers. The very fact that they refuse to offer 
reduct and thereby stimulate the movement 
is evidence of their belief in the upward trend 
of values. They are further persuaded to 
naintain this attitude by the calculation that 
the needs of the manufacturers of mixtures, 
when these needs once begin to assert them- 
selves in an unmistakable way, will be far 
larger than during the last season, all of 
which is decidedly satisfactory, even though 
for the present it may not be conducive to 
marked activity. None of the developments of 
the week, in fact have caused an abatement 
of the high expectations of members of the 
trade, and an optimistic feeling may be said to 
prevail, even though the obstacles in the way 
of a free movement of some of the crude

Considerable interest in dyes was 
announced this week by the report 
that the recent incorporation at Al- 
bany of the Republic Trading Cor- 
poration was said yesterday to repre- 
sent the latest attempt to get German 
dyestuffs into this country. Accord- 
ing to reports it will be the business 
of the trading corporation to receive 
and distribute to the several importers 
any consignments of dyestuffs which 
the German Government allows out 
during the war and which may be 
permitted through the lines under the 
present ruling of the British Order in 
Council, which provides for the pass- 
age of two cargoes. 

The materials market shows some 
changes as a result of the week’s 
trading. Tin has gone up in price and 
this has strengthened the tin products, 
and while tin crystals and bichloride 
of tin are unchanged as far as the 
open figures go, it 1s reported that 
sellers have withdrawn from the mar- 
ket and are holding stocks for high 
prices. Bichromates are higher and 
this applies both to soda and potash. 
Prussiates are selling at advanced 
prices with offerings limited. Sumac 
is strong because of the shipping sit- 
uation. All the wood and vegetable 
extracts are meeting with a good de- 
mand, but are mainly sold ahead. De- 
tailed reports on the different items of 
the local market follow:— 

ACETATE OF SODA.—Practically 
all of the soda compounds have been 
advanced in price during the week and 
acetate of soda offers no exception to 
this rule. Sellers say values have been 
going higher from day to day. At the 
close of the week the quotation was 
74%@8e. per pound. 

ANILINE OIL.—Small lots of for- 
eign aniline oil were offered this week 
and in one quarter $1.30 per pound was 
the price quoted. The situation, how- 
ever, is largely nominal and many 
large orders could not be filled owing 
to the scarcity of stocks. Domestic 
aniline oil does not feel any depressing 
effects from the increase in produc- 
tion and prices are holding at very 
steady levels on spot. Prices are $1 
@1.10 per pound. 

ALBUMEN.—Arrivals of blood albu- 
men from England were noted this 
week, but this material is very scarce 
and there are no open quotations. Egg 
albumen is very high in price and the 
market is about bare of stocks. Ar- 
rivals from China have been compara- 
tively small for the past month and 
were practically all sold ahead. Prices 
in the primary market are strong and 
ocean freights are scarce and high. 
This has caused sellers to advance 
prices in the local market, and offer- 
ings are held at 88@90c. per pound. 

BICHROMATES.—The steady deple- 
tion of stocks of muriate of potash is 
seen in the unchecked upward move- 
ment of prices for bichromate of pot- 
ash. While prices for muriate did not 
show any sharp advances during the 
week, the fact that stocks are greatly 
reduced has been given wide publicity 
and the various potash compounds are 
more firmly held. Bichromate of pot- 
ash is held at 35c. per pound. Bi- 
chromate of soda is offered by differ- 
ent sellers at 20c. per pound for No- 
vember-December-January delivery. On 
contracts for monthly deliveries over 
next year the lowest price is now 15c. 
per pound. Demand for bichromate of 
soda is good even at the higher prices 
and the market is strong. 

CUTCH.—Imports of cutch were 
noted this week, but very little is com- 
ing from primary points and recent 
arrivals have come from English mar- 
kets. Market prices for cutch are 
based on quality. The lower grades 
are offered at 10@1lc. per pound, while 
the higher grades which are in de- 
mand by the dye trade are up to lic. 
per pound. 

DEXTRINE.—The steady position of 
the market is about the only feature. 
Contract withdrawals are seasonable, 
hut it is stated that the output of all 
corn dextrine has been increased. Prices 
are quoted at:—Dextrine, $2.85 in bags, 
$2.91 in barrels; special dark canary 
dextrine, $2.90 in bags, $3.01 in barrels: 
British gum, $3.05 in bags, $3.16 in bar- 
rels; Amidex, $3.05 in bags. These 
prices are per 100 pounds in carload 
lots f. 0. b. New York. 

GAMBIER.—Market quotations are 
very firm and with only small stocks 
afloat the situation is strong. Ocean 
freights are high and the spot market 
is quoted at 15c. per pound. Shipments 
are quoted at 8%@9c. per pound, but 
these quotations do not mean much, as 
sellers will not set any date at whicn 
they are sure to make deliveries. 

MYRABOLANES.—A. report from 
Caicutta says the season is over, offer- 
ings are rather small. There are fair 
inquiries for the United Kingdom, but 
sales are somewhat retarded, owing to 


the want of supplies of suitable quality. 
Quotations are about Rs. 2-8 for No. 1 
yellow nuts, Rs. 2 for No. 2 yellow and 
brown mixed nuts, and Rs. 1-8@Rs. 1-10 
for No. 3 quality nuts, per B. md., 
Weight, loose. Offerings of Australian 
?himries or small yellow nuts are very 
small. Local and country demand is 
comparatively limited. 

In the local market myrabolanes are 
quoted at $37@40 per ton, according to 
grade. . 

PRUSSIATES.—A report from Lon- 
don says prussiate of potash is very 
scarce, with sales at 2s. 9d. per pound 
on the spot, and buyers. The present 
price ought to lead to an increased pro- 
duction, as the profit must be large. The 
cemand has also increased for prussiate 
of soda, which is selling at 1s. 9d. on t):e 
spot, but for next year’s delivery, 1s. 6d. 
has been paid. 

Local sellers say there is hardly any 
red prussiate of potash to be had and 
there is no quotation which can be re- 
lied on. The lowest price heard this 
week was $5 per pound. Yellow prus- 
siate of potash is more firmly held and 
some sellers are asking 88c. per pound. 
but sales were made this week at 85e., 
and the latter figure might be done yet 
in some quarters. Prussiate of soda is 
high and quotations are 61@64c. per 
pound, according to seller. 

SUMAC.—Some of the boats which 
formerly plied between Italy and New 
York were taken off last week and are 
to be used as transports in the Italian 
navy. This has complicated the ship- 
ping situation and naturally the reduc- 
tion in tonnage has added to trans- 
portation costs. Spot stocks are small 
and quotations are $62@64 per ton. 
Shipments are $60@61 per ton. Sumac 
extract also is firmer, with 8@84c. per 
pound quoted. 

STARCH.—Prices have 
changed throughout the week. Some of 
the largest producers are said to be 
turning out more supplies and this has 
prevented a stronger market. Present 
quotations are on a basis of:—Pearl 
starch, $2.05 in bags, $2.16 in barrels: 
Luffalo pearl starch, $2.08 in bags, $2.18 
in barrels; powdered starch, $2.10 in 
bags, $2.21 in barrels; corn starch, $2.13 
in bags, $2.24 in barrels; special warp 
sizing starch, $2.15 in bags; confection- 
ers’ T. B. starch, $2.65 in bags, $2.86 in 
barrels; finishing starch, $2.25 in bags: 
crystal T. B. starch, No. 90 fluidity, $2.75 
in bags, $2.96 in barrels. All above 
prices are for 100 pounds in car lots 
f. o. b. New York. Smaller lots are 
higher accordingly. 

ZINC DUST.—There are large amounts 
of zinc dust passing against old con- 
tracts. This accounts for the offerings 
of first hands and present spot offer- 
ings are pretty well controlled by sec- 
md hands. Prices are quoted at 38@ 
Oc, per pound.

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions, 


Grease for Stuffing Leather. 


rhe Board of United States General 
Appraisers sustained the protest of A. 
Klipstein & Co. in regard to the 
classification of merchandise, described 
on the invoice as grease for stuffing 
leather. According to the chemist’s re- 
port, it is composed of “‘saponifiable and 
unsaponifiable fats. Distilled stearine.’’ 
It was classified as an acid not specially 
provided for, dutiable at 15 per cent. ad 
valorem, under paragraph 1, tariff act 
of 1918. The claim of the importers was 
for free entry under paragraph 498, read- 
ing:—“‘Greases, fats, vegetable tallow, 
and oils (excepting fish oils), not chem- 
ically compounded, such as are com- 
monly used in soap making, or in wire 
drawing, or for. stuffing or dressing 
leather, not specially provided for in this 
section.’”’ The record shows the mer- 
chandise to be the same as that which 
was the subject of suit 1117, United States 
vs. Klipstein. In that case, which arose 
under the tariff act of 1909, the court 
held tiat the importer had not met the 
burden of establishing that the oil was 
fit only for the uses specified. The words 
‘fit only for such uses” in paragraph 580, 
act of 1909, were omitted in paragraph 
198 of the act of 1913, so the importer was 
relieved of this burden under the act of 
1913 Under the present act the common 
use controls, and although this stearine 
in question is also used for other pur- 
the evidence clearly establishes 
that it is commonly used for stuffing 
leather or dressing leather. The protest 
is therefore sustained.

Medicinal Preparation, 
Kraemer & Co., of New York, 
their contention that mer- 
chandise classified as a medicinal prep- 
aration should have been returned as a 
drug advanced in value or condition, 
dutiable at 10 per cent. ad valorem. It 
was assessed at the rate of 15 per cent.

When the case came up for hear- 
ing there was no appearance in behalf 
of the importers, and, according to the 
opinion of Judge Brown, the official rec- 
ord disclosed no reason for disturbing 
the action of the classifying officer.
